Not long after, Captain Se/atcws, Ptolomyes com- 


, Panion in Office died, in whoſe ſtead 4ntiochns 


reigned in Macedonia. This Antiochus making war 
upon Pto/omy, bereft him of all his Dominiens, 
and flew him. After that, heſubdued the Land. 
of Iſrael then under the Regiment of Ptolowys 
and waxed yery proud, He hated Iſrae] <ſoBgs

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cauſe they loved Ptolomy, and aided him in the'- 


wars againſt him, 

T his is that Autiechus that builded a great City 
upon the ſea coaft, and called it Antiochia, where- 
in he made a golden Ido], commanding thar the 
children of Iſrae} ſhould be bronghc unto it, and 
worſhip it, Bur fome of them choſe rather to ſuf- 

Fer death for thereligion of their God, and ſome 
other fell from the Synagogue their mother 
Church. Before this he took away alio their Sab- 
bath, their New Moen, and league of Circumci- 
fion : forbidding that in any wife they ſhould ob- 
ſervetheſe Commandments mn any place through- 
our all bis Dominions. For the which he pur ma- 
ny of the Iſraelites to death, and oppreſſed them 


_ » more, then did ever any of their enemies or ad- 


verſaries, Th: ſecond man in honor next himſelf 
in Jeruſalem, was one Polipas, he ereted an Image 
in the Temple, commanding the people of [ſrac] 
to worſhip tt: and whoſoever was difobedient, to 
be flain, Therefore he put to death Hanna and 
her ſeven children, as it is mentioned in other pla- 
ces, When Antioch perceived this, It increaſed 
his hatred tuwards Ifrae)}, infomuch char he did 
his” endeavour thar none of them ſhonld efcapeor 
be left alive, except fuch as would worſhip the Im- 
age, Then fled many of the Ifraclites to the mount 
Mo4iit, and to Fericho, becauſe of the law of Pol;- 
ps and Antiechus his lord, having to their Gover- 
novue the high Prieſt Matfathias fon of Zoby, other» 
wife--called ' (aſminame, The Prieft enjoyned 
them te faſt, and puniſh themſelves before the 
WY 7 | E. | Lord 
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ord with weeping ſackcloth and aſhes. And af- 
cer this he ſaith unto them if ye will jeopard your 
lives for the holy Lord, why dye welike women? 
Let us go and hght with Polipas, and if we dye, 
we ſhall dye with honor: paradvencure the Holy 
and bleſſed God will help us, and will not rooc 
out the remnant of Iſrael, To this counſel eve= 
ry man aſſembled, and made a covenant with 
him upon this ching, Po/ipxs hearing this, gather» 
ed his forces together, and made Jan. - them 
to deſtroy them, and what Ifraelite foever he 
found in his way, be flew him. Mattathias che 
Prieſt, and all the remnant of Iſrae|, underftan- 
ding that Polipzs came againſt them, chey went up 
the mount Modiit with their wives and children, 
Then put he himſelf and his ſons in armor.. He 
had five ſons, Fudas the eldeſt, the nexr Fobona- 
tha, the third Foachax, the fourth Schimeen, the 
fifr, Eleazar. All thefe were va iant meit of war, 
When Polipus came to them, he craftily ſpake to . 
Mattathias, ſaying: Thou art one of the chiefmen 
in Ifrac], and a man of honor and eftimation. 
Come down therefore, and all thar be with thee, 
worſhip the Image, and ftrive not againſt the 
King, that ye may live and not be deftroyed, 
Thou ſhalc” be their Prince alfo, if chou ſhaltbe 
conformable. Bur'the Prieſt in no wiſe would be 
ſeduced by him, bur rather curſed arid revited 
him. Mattathias had an Altar at the foot of the 
hill, whereupon when he had offered ſacrifice to 
the moſt bleſſed God :: there came one of the Wic- 
ked Ifraclites out of Po/ipus Camp, and killed 
GC 4 upon 
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upon it aſwine. This villain was young and [u- 


ſty, but the Prieſt was old: yet when he ſaw what. 
this lewd fellow had done, crying to his God to 


ſtrengthen him, he challenged a combat between 
himſelf and the fellow. Which ching being liked 
both of the fellow, and of Po/ipus, with his whole 
army: Mattathias came down with his drawnſword 
in his hand, and the fellow ſtood againſt him rea- 
dy to receive him, But the Prieſt ruſhing upon him, 
by the aſſiſtance of his God, overcame him, cut off 


' his head, and caft' his carcaſs upon the Altar: 


whereat Polipus and his whole Hoaft were much a- 
ſtonied beholding one another, The Prieſt ſtood 
ſtill by the Altar, crying, which of you will come 
to, me man for man? Then Polipugpicked our a 
ſtrong champion, the beſt of all his army, and 
brought him out of the arreis of his hoaſt,to teach 
him his leflon, how he ſhould behave himſelf with 
the Prieſt, The Prieſt therefore drew toward the 
camp with his naked ſword in his hand, as though 
he came to joyn with their champion: but leaving 
him, he turned bis ſword upon Po/ipus, Rruck of 
bis head, and fled co the hill. Then blowing their 
horns, and making a ſhout together, they ruſhed 
down upon the Grecians camp. But when the 
Grecians ſaw that their grand Captain was lain, 
they fled, Chaſmoname and his ſons with alli Iſrael 
followed the chaſe ; overthrew them, and made 
1} | RS | 
This done, Mattathia the Prieſt went to 
Jeruſalem , pwifed the Temple , reſtored the 
worſhipping of God, and commanded all 
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Ercumciſed, for by the means of his inhibition, 
they were uncircumciſed. Thus being eſtabliſhed, 
he fate upon the Throne of the Kiugdom , and 
drove the Greeks out of the Land of Iſrael]. His 
kingdom endured one year, which was the 212. 

ear from the building of the ſecond Honſe. After 
this he fell ſick, and like to die, charged his ſons 
to keep the obſervations of the Lord, and co walk 
in his wayes: alſo to play the men againſt the 
Grecians, for the Religion of the Lord. Then 
brought he forth Fas a tall man & a hardy, and 
placing him in the Sanctuary, rook a horn of oyl, 
and poured it upon his head, whereart the Iſraclits 
clapped their hands, and gave a great ſhout, ſay- 
ing, God ſave the King, God ſave the King. 

Soon after, Fudas gathered an Army of Iſrael; 
and made an expedition againſt the Remnant of 
the Greeks that were' left in che Holds of Iſrael, 
and wharſoever he took in hand, Ged gave it good 
ſucceſſe, Notwithſtanding, Antiochus ſent againft 
him a Puifſane. Army, under the leading of one 
Captain Peloniwm, againſt whom Fudas ſo warred, 
that the Grecians went to wrack, for he eſpied his 
time when they were defticute of viftuals, and ſpee- 
dily ſetypon them, beat them down handſmooth, 
and approached to Captain Pelonims ; llew the va- 
lianceſt abour him, yea, and bim alſo. When 4nti- 
ochus heard this, he was in a great rage : wherefore 
he choſe out a moſt valiant Captain, called [,yfas, 
and ſent him againſt Feraſalem, with 1000. Horſe- 
men,and Footmen wichour number. F=das having 

knowledge 
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knowledge thereof, commanded a Faſt through» 
out all I{rael for three dayes, and afterwards took 
Muſter of all his Army, and made over them Cap- 
tains cf thouſands, hundreds, fifties, and tens. 
Theſe ſaid to their ſouldiers, Jhoſoever-is afraid, 
&c, Whereupon many of the people returned 
home, yet there remained 7500. of ſuch courage 
all, thac one would not have run away for a hun- 


dred. Lyſizs divided his Hoaſt into three parts, | 


committing them unio three Captains, Nisanor, 
Bagriz, and Ptolomy : But after the Iſraeclics had 
once rome great ſhour, the Lord beat down the 
Greeks,(o that the Iſraclics deftroyed nine thous 
{and of their enemies, and ſpoiled the whole Hoaſt, 


and they that remained alive, took themſelves to 


flight, The next day King Judas kept his Sab- 


bath, together with all Iſrae] in the Temple, for 


the battel was upon the fixth day, The morrow 
after, the Hraelits returned to the ſpoil of thoſe 
that were killed, and after ro purſue other that 
werenotable tore{iſt ; bur they found none, for 

they were fled into Aſtarsth Karnaum, | 
During che crime of theſe Wars, Axtiochus inva- 
ded the Land of Perſia, for they had moved War 
againſt him, and done injury, wherefore he fought 
22ainf him : bur having the overthrow at their 
hands, he returned to Antiochia with great ſhame, 
wherealſo he found his Armies with another diſ- 
honour and foil. Wherewitch he was in ſuch rage, 
that he gathered rogether a!l the valianteft and 
beſt Warriours in all Grecza, yea all that were able 
ro beer weapons,{wearing he would bring with him 
. ſuch 
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ch an Army, that all the ground about Jeruſa- 
lem thould not ſuffice them to ſtand upon, whom 
he would have with him, even for his foormen, on+ 
ly : And hefet forward his Horſemen, wich harfes 
and wagons Jaden with all manner of municion 
for the Wars ; as Bows, Shields, Targets, Swards, 
and Spears, Breftplates, and Morions, beſides a 
great number of E.Jephants, and fuch, that cwelve 
valiant men mig he fight upon one Elepyant, the 
Elephants being to them as a fortrefſe. Bur King 
Fudas taking heart ro him,put his eruſt in his Gad, 
and joyned battel with him. Ar lengch whenhe 
with the power of Ifrael approached to the Eles 
phancs, they flew ehem down right, ſo that the Ee 
lephants roared, the Horſes and al} rhe beaſts thag 
drew the baggage and furiiture, were very fore 

afraid, King Antiochus alſo, being mounted upon 

his Mare,and not able to fit her in hes flight, was 
thrown down, His ſervants therefore finding him, 
rook himvp,and bare him a while upon their ſhaul- 
ders,and (being a corpulent and grofſe man) chey 
werenot able rocarry him further, but caſt him 
down in the way. The Lord had plaguedhium 
alto and his whoje Hoſt before with a dry (cab,or 

rotten mattier,and with other moſt horrible diſea- 

ſes: therefore as he ſaw all theſe things,he confelſ- 

ſed it to bethe hand of God, Whereupon he made. 

a vow,that if he eſcaped,he would circuwciſe him+ 

ſelf, with all his fouldiers,and would convert them 

to the worſhipping of the God of I{racl ; but God 
heard him not, He fled therefore a foot as well

Nicanor- opon theſe letters entred the Houſe of 
the Lord to ſeek Fudas, but he fonnd him not. 
Then he examined che Priefts, who ſware they 
knew:not what was become of him, 

After he had now ſought him 1n every corner 
throughout Jeruſalem, aud could not find him,in 
a fume he (ware he would beat down the Temple: 
and gathering together all his Hoſt, He made ſpeed 
againſt 7udas, | 

When he heard of Nicavors coming,he iſſued ouc 
of Samaria ro met him, and after they had joyn=- 
ed batrel, Fudas flew of the Greeks to the num- 
ber of eighteen thouſand Horſemen, took Nicanor 
alive, and was intended co kill him. But Nicanor ' 
beſoughr pardon of him, alledging that the King 
knew well enough, that he began not this battel 
wich his good will, but left he ſhould tranſgrefſe 
the Commandment of che King his Maſter. Where= 
fore ( ſaich he) I humbly befeech your Majeſty 
not te kill me, and I wili ſweare unto you, that L 
will never bear Arms againft you, nor annoy you 
any more. 

Upon this the King made a League with him, 
and diſmifſed him. So he returned to che King his 
Maſter with ſhame enough, Afﬀeer this Demetrius 
died,and Lyfiz his (on raigned in his ſtead; yer the 
wicked men ceaſed not, bur moved againſt King 
Lyfiz to make a voyage in his own perſon, with a 
 puiflane Arwy againſt Judas: but having the _

had ftrongly repaired again his Army. Then cane 


he the ſecond time upon Fudas, in which conflidy « 


the Ifraclites were pur to flight. King Judas not-' 
withſtanding, fled neicher one way nor ocher, but 
called to his men, and exhorted them to return 
and ftick to him, yet they would not obey him. 


So he abod alone with his drawn ſword in his: : 
hand, unto whom none of his' enemies durſt aps J- - 


proach nigh, bur with chariots and horſemen chey 


environed him,and Archers ſhot at him, wounding | 


him ſore,til} he fell down dead upon:the ground, 
and they that were about. him were taken alive. 
The time that he reigned over [ſrael was: fix years, 
Many of the Greeks Captains were {lain alfo in 
that batrel,and the King himſelf ſo wounded,that 
he was fain co get him inco his Country to be cus 
red of his wounds. After he had 'recovered his 
healch, he returned again, came to Jeruſalem,and 
coall the Cities of Iſrael,, with the power of the. 
Greeks,wherewith he ſo afflited chem at-that time 
for the ſpace of four monechs afcer. the death of 
Fudas, that the like tribulation was never ſeen in

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Then was S:rmeon his brother King in his ſtead ; 
againſt him came Antiochns the ſecond, King of the 
Grecians came to war ; but Simeon met him and 
laid firſt and an ambuſh to entrap the Greeks, and 
then ordered his barrel in array againſt Autiochus. 


Aﬀter thac, he with his whole Hoſt made a face, 
I. faining ae they fled, and retired, till chey percei- 
- .ved Antiochus, who purſued them, to be within 


their danger, then the ambuth brake forch upon 
the Greeks, made a very great ſlaughter. Afﬀeer 
this, Simeou returned co Jeruſalem with great 
Oy. 

Then ſent Pto/omee King of Egypt, an Embaſ- 
ſage to Simeon King of Iſrael, offering him his 
daughter in marriage, To this requeſt when King 
Simeon had conſented, Pto/omee came to Jeruſalem, 
where was made him a great Feaſt, and they were. 
allyed together, Whereupon Antiothus King of 


1 the Grecians writ to Pto/omee King of Egypt,pri- 


vily to murther Simeon King of I[rae]. Whom Pto- 
lomee durſt not but obey, for at that cime the King 
of Egypt was in ſubjeCtion to the Greeks: There- 
fore when Simeox came into Egypt toſee his father 
in law Ptolomee, he was received wich great fealt- 

poiſon given,thar 


he died thereof. Beſides this alſo, his ſos which 
came with him, Pto/omee caſt in priſon. Thele 


_ things juſtly chanced unto Simeor, for that he-had 


rranſgreiſed the word of the Lord,thar frbad. all 
alliance with the Gentiles. The cime chart be reign- 
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power that he could make. But Fohy the ſon of 
Simeon met him, and the Lord overthrew Pto/omy 
with his whole Hoſt, that they were {lain of the I(- 
raelites, and purſued to the City Dagon, about 
which time the Iſraelites made trenches, and be- 
fieged ir. Now within the Town they had the mos 
ther of king Hircanns, whom Ptolomy cauſed to be 
{et upon the walls, and to be ſcourged with whips 
in the fjphr ofher ſon. When Hircanus ſaw the 
oreat affliction of his mother,he would have raiſed 
his ftege,and departed from Pto/omy. But his mo- 
ther called unto him, and ſaid, My dear ſon Fob, 
regard not my trouble, for all chaſtenings come 
from God. Proceed manfully with thy Gtege a» 
gainſt this City, for it is in great diſtrelle, and re- 
. venge me.thy father and brother murthered by 
Ptolamy. The king followed her adviſe,and man- 


tully raiſed a Mount, from the which he battered . 


the walls wich Engines of Iron like Chariots, till 
they began to ſhake. Wherefore many of the ſouldi- 
ersofthe Town fled,and their companies began to 
ſharter, Prolomy ſeeing this, commanded to afflid 
his mother yet more, and to increaſe her ſcour- 
gings, until the entrails of Hircauus was moved, 
that he could not abide longer to ſee his mother (o 
cruelly handled,burt leave the fiege, and let Prolo- 
my eſcape : who neverthelelle killed his mother, 
and fled into Egypt. | 

In the fourth year of king Hire ms reign, Pius 


king 


Then Fohz his ſon reigned in his ſtead, who was 
called Hircanns in the Greek Tongue. Thelame&' 
Ptolomy king of Fgypt invaded [ſrae) with all the 


— 
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| 


| - & *%Ling of Greece eame and belieged Jeruſalem 
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wich a great power and ſtrength, whom Hircaenus 
was not able ro meet and encounter withal in the 
field, but ſuffered himſelf ro be cloſed up in the 
Cicy. The king of the Grecians therefore raiſed 
great towers againſt the Cicy,apart from the wall, 
digged atrench, and caſt up a mount. Then plan- 
ted they their Engins. named Rams againlt the 
gates, ſo that the City was hard beſieged: for they 
beat down one of the T urrcts that ftood upon the 
wall, whereat all Iſrael was afraid,and agreed to- 
cetherto iſſue out,and skirmiſh with them, what« 
ſoever ſhould come thereon, life or death. Which 
although Hircanus liked not, yet they did ſo,and 
{lew many of their enemies, and put chem alſoto - 
flight chat they were conſtrained co encampthem + 


ſelves further off from Jeruſalem, Then the (- 


raclices came to the towers that the Greeks had 
builded,and razed them to the ground, Thus they 
iſſued our daily, skirmiſhing with P;xs, unril the 
Feaſt of the Tabernacles. Then ſent Hircanvs to 
Pius,defiring him that he would granc themTruce, 
and ler them be at peace while the Feaſt laſted, 
His requeſt Pius pgranced, and ſenta fat Oxe to be 
offered to the God of Iſrael,covering his horns 
with beaten gold, and dreſſing him wich fiilets of 
chriſtal, & other precious ſtones, clad alſoin a gar- 
ment of Purple, and divers other precious cloaths. 
He ſent moreover plate, both of {(i|ver,and gold, 
full of divers kinds of ſpices,all co be offered unto 
the Lord, When Hircanus (aw this, he went ouc 


unto Pixs,and after he had made peace with hims 
þ D 2 he 
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he made him and his chief men of War a great > $5 


Feaſt, and gave him a Preſent of JII C, pound, * 
weight of Gold : He went 4Jl(o. with Prius ro aid | 
him againſt the King of Perſia, that at that time 
rebelled againſt him. But he tarried there not 
long, becauſerhe time of Pentecoſt was at hand. 
Wherefore Hircanns and the - Hoſt of Iſrael re- 
turned ; but Piys and his Army of the Grecians 
roceeded. Whom the king of che Perſians met in 
the field, flew Pins himſelf,and vanquiſhed the re- 
ſidue,that almoſt none remained. V Vhereof when | 
tydings came to Hircanus he was very glad, and 
returned to Jeruſalem with peace and joy, 

Afcer this, Hircanus made many great Battels 
with the Nations about him, and had ever. vi= | 
tory. | 

He alſo came to the Mount of Cor:zim, where 
he won a fort of the Sefaries and Samaritans, and 
razed the Temple that the Sefaries had there as 
their houſe of Santuary, which chey builded by 
rhe licence of Alexander the firſt kin of the 
Greeks. He that built ic was M2nafſe the Prieſt, f 
brother to Swmeon the juſt, But Hircanns the high 
Prieſt pulled it down two hundred years after 
that it was builded, From thence he went to the 
Gity of Samaria and beſieged it. This was the 
m::ther City of the Samaritans, and SeCtaries, 
which was brought to ſuch diftreſſe, by che long 
fiege of Hircanus that they within were fain to 
eat the Carcales of Dogs, 

The feaſt of Propictation then at hand, Hirca- | 
4s made ſpeed to Jeruſalem to execute his office | 

at 
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#t that feaſt, ( for he was high Prieſt ) appointed 
for Generals of his Army, Ariſtobulus his eldeſt ſons 
and his ſecond Axztigenus, 

In the mean feaſon,they within the Town writ 


| to the king of Greece, ro come to ſuccotir them, 


which he did with a great power, But theſe two 
young men the kings ſons,went to meetthem with 
the ſtrength of the Iſraelites, and gave them the 
overthrow, killing them up almoſt every one, to 
the number of twenty one thouſand fighting men, 
and the reſt fled. 

Thar done,the young men returned to the ſiege 
of Sarharia. King Hircanus their father, had ti- 
dings of the coming of the Grecians againſt his 
ſons, ſo that he perceived they ſhonld have the 
Grecians of the one (ide of them, and the Samari» 
tans and Seftaries of the other : but he knew no- 
thing what was hapned, for that viftory chanced 
theninth day of 7iſre, or September, His hearc 
therefore was careful for his ſons, and for [Iſrael ; 
notwithſtanding he proceeded in his office accor- 
ding as the feaſt required : as he entred into the 
houſe of Sanitum Sanftorumyor the Moſt Holieſt,to 


. offer incenſe, and to call for mercy for his chil-

dren and for his Army,he heard a vogge ſpeaking 
unto him : Never trouble thy mind oY thy chil» 
dren,and with the Hoſt of Ilrael;for yeſterday the 
Lord of mercy heard them, and according to the 
greatneſſe of his goodneſs, for thy Fathers ſakes: 
Ler thy heart therefore be right, and thy hands 
pure, So the King going our of the Sanuary, 
declared it tothepeople, Whereupon che next 


D 3 day 
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day he ſent poſt to Samaria and was alſuredy 
certified again that this was true. V Vherefore 
King Hircanus was magnified greatly of all Iſrael, 
for they kfiew that the bleſſed Lord accepted hig 
doings,inſpiring him with the holy Ghoſt,and in- 
creafing his kingdom and Pricſthood, After this 
he took -journey to Samaria, beſieged it a whole 
year, and at length wan it, {Jew all alſo chat bare 
life within. He razed the walls, the palace, and 
burne up the Ciry. He had wars alfo wich the Ro- 
mans,and the Arabians : and God proſpered all 
that ever he took in hand. Shortly after, God 

ave him reſt and quietnefſe from all that dwelt 
about him, and from all his enemies,ſo that Iſrael 
reſted boldly in peace and tranquility all his time. 
' Ona time the King made a Feaſt to all the Sa- 
ges of Iſrael, that they might make cheer with 
him. And being pleaſantly diſpoſed, he ſaid, I am 
your Scholler, and whatſoever I do, that do T by your 
Authority. Wherefore T pray you, if yau ſee any fault 
in me,or if 1 do not as becometh me\,tell me of it,that 
T might reform my evil way. Then every man great- 
ly exrolled and commended him, ſaying ; who is 
like unto thee, our Lord King, ſo warthy of the | 
KingdomS Prieſthood, ſo notable in good works, 
whoſe works be done for the God of heaven, 
which haſt alſo done us ſo much good in Iſrael ? 
The King was well pleaſed with their anſwer,and | 
Tejoyced greatly. Yet was there one among 
them, an unditcreet man, called Elezaar, who 
ſpake unadviſed]y to the king. And it pleaſe yous 


* Majeſty, it were {ufficicnt for you to have the 
| Crown | 
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* Crown of the Kingdom,ye might leavethe Crown 


of the Prieſthood to the ſeed of Aaron,for as much 
as your mother was Captain in mount M2odijr. In- 
continent the King was moved and ſore diſplea- 
ſed againſt the Sages : which certain of his ſer- 
vants that hated the Sages,and ſmelled ſomewhar 
of Sets, perceiving one of them, informed the 
King that whatſoever that undiſcreet perſon had 
ſpoken,ic was not without the adviſe of the Sages, 
Whereupon the King demanded of the Sages, 
what law ſhall chac man have that in defpight of 
the King ſpeaketh things to his reproach ? They 
made anſwer, he is worthy to be whipt. Then 
ſaid one of the Saducees,the matrer is plain, that 
according to the minds of the Sages, and ar their 
bidding, ' he upbraided thee, and therefore they 
would not award himto die, Whereat che King 
held his peace,and gave never a word to anſwer : 
ſo all che joy was turned into ſadneſſe. The nexc 
day at the commandment of the King, proclama- 
tion went to all the Cities in the Kings Domini- 
ons,that they ſhould ſtand to the ordinance of S4- 
boch and Bithys : and wholoever ſhould refuſe to 
follow their Decrees,or would obſerve the Tradi- 
tionsof the Sages,and ubey their will, ſhould ſuf - 
fer death, This was Fobn the high Prieſt, which bad 
the Prieſthood forty years, and in the end became 
a Saducee. Notwithſtanding the Iſraelites obeyed 
not the kings commandment, but rather privily 
followed the ordinances of the Sages. The 
king himſelf and all his ſervants followed the 
Traditions of the Saducees, making Inquiſition 
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for them that ſtuck to the conſtitutions of the , 
Sages, and putting to death as many as he coul@ 
get knowledge of. By this means he drew much 
people of Iſrael into this opinion. The time that 
Hircanu ruled over Ifrael, was 31. years, and 
then he died, 

After him reigned his ſon Ariftobulus, for he 
had three ſons, Ariſtobulus, Antigonus, and Alexan- 
der; This Alexander was hated of his Father, 
and baniſhed our of his preſence. He went there- 
fore and made War upon Tyre and Sidon, ſub- 
dued tkem, and compelled them to be circumci- 
fed. 

Ariſtobulus regarded not the high Prieſt-hood, 
bur set light by it, wherefore he would not exe- 
cute the office thereof, but took the Kingdom up=- 
on himzand ſet the Crown upon his head, and was 
called the great King. Beſides this, he baniſhed 
his mother, and Alexander her ſon, his younger 
brother,and would not ſi:ffer them co dwell in Je- 
ruſaJem. Bur he loved his brother Ant igonus, and 
made him Lieutenant General of all his Wars,ſ(et- 
ting him forward into the Wars againſt his ene- 
mies. Wherein the young man Autigonus had good 
fortune, and proſpered in all things that he took 
in hand,and returned ſafe to Jeruſalem, where he 
entred into the houſe of the Sanftuary to pray for 
his brocher the King, which at that time was grie- 
voully fick : and alſo toacknowledge before the 
Lord God, his goodneſſe and mercy towards him, 
in that he aided him againſt his enemies, Then 
came a certain wicked perſon unto the King, and

oF + TheWarsof the Fews. 2s. 
Informed him with this tale : Thy brother ( ſaith 
It) returning from the wars, inquired of thy 
health, and when it was told him thou waſt ſick, 
he ſaid, I will go to him to day and rid him outof 
the world. When the King heard his, he was 
wroth toward the Sages, and commanded his þro- 
ther to be apprehended, and carried to the place 
' of Starton, there to be kept in priſon, till he bad 
made further inquifition of this matter. In the 
mean ſpace the Queen, the Kings wife, comman» 
ded him to be pur to death there, without know- 
ledge of the Kings mind. Burt when the King 
heard that his brother was killed, he cryed our 
and wept bitterly, (micing his breaſt in ſuch ſore 
with his hand, that he ſwouned, and much. blood 
iſſued our of his mouth. He reigned over Iſrae} 
two years. 

After bim his brother Alexander reigned, who 
was alſo called, King Fanai, being brought out of 
Priſon, where his brother had put him, and made 
King of [ſrae], He was a mighty man, and valiant 
in all his wars againſt his enemies,prevailing againſt 
them. He had wars wich che Philiftims namely 4« 
ſam and Aſcalon, whom he pur to the worſe, and 
overcame them, This man refuſed not the Prieſt» 
hood, bur was high Prieſt, Ir chanced onatime, 
when he ſtood at the Altar to offer ſacrifice, one 

' ofthe ſages caſt a Cedar tree on him, whereac he 
- lifcedup his right hand upon the Alcar crying give 
| me my ſword. Then the Sages kneeled down 


before him, and (ware they did t not of any con« 
rempt bur rather ( ſay they ) that we thus ſpore 
| ting 
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ting before the Lord, would be merry upon the WP 


High ſolemn day. Bur the Kings ſervants anſwers 
ed roughly again, ſaying ; alchough ye play and 
rejoyce , Yet it is not the manner of the country 
ro uſe any ſuch deſpightfull cuſtome with the 
King. The contention waxed hot againſt them, 
till at length the Sages ſpake evil of the King, ca- 


ſting in his teeth that he was an unhallowed ard 


ſuſpended perſon , and that his Grand- mother 
on the fathers ſide was a Captain in mount Mo- 


diit, whereby her ſeed was ſtained. The King , 


was ſore moved at that, inſomuch that he com- 
manded all the Sages to be flain. Therefore, 


whereſoever they found them, in the SanAuary, | 


or in the ſtreers of Jeruſalem, they killed them 
forthwith, Then the King commanded that eve- 
ry man ſhould obey the governance and traditi- 
ons of the Saducees, So in thoſe daies had the 
Sages great tribulation, ſome fell onthe ſword, 


ſome fled away, and ſome tarried at home with | 


great diſhonor. 
Afﬀcer theſe matters, the King made an expe- 


dition into Arabia, entred the country as far as | 


the rock of the Wilderneſs, againſt Hattam King 
of Arabia and ſubdued his land.

When he had after this well bethonght him of his |: 


doings, it repented him of his evil wates : where- 


fore he altered his mind and began to make _

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| of the Sages, ſubmicting him co their ordinance, 


and efteemed their craditions, 
There was at that time a kind of Se& that were 
called Phariſees, of whom ſuch as had eſcaped, 
the King ſent co call chem home again, and when 
chey came into his preſence, he ſpake unto them 
words of comfort ſaying, My brechren, ye ſhall 
underſtand, that the thing which is once done, 
muſt needs be tearmed as it is, and cannot be re- 
voked. And truth ic is, you cannot excuſe the 
reproach that ye did me , nor I cannot call again 
the blood that ] have ſhed, Notwichſtanding I 
confeſs my fault unto you, and have changed my 
indignation to love, praying you to put out of 
your heart all rancor and malice, lay away all your 
mourning and 'ſorrowfulneſs of your minds, re- 
joycing in your reconciliation and atonement with 
me, and be of good cheer. But they made him 
anſwer: we will not lay away our hatred and en= 
mity» for- thou ſpeakelt bur deceirfully, and we 
ſpeak that is cruth. Furthermore, thou haſt kil- 
led our chief men and Elders, neither haſt thou 
only done us this injury : butas Hircanw thy fa- 
cher began this miſchief, ſo thou haſt holden on 
and continued it, Wherefore this hatred between 
thee and us hath taken ſome root, neither can we 
leave our lamentation till chou dye, and God take 
vengeance 0n thee for our ſakes. Then (ball we 
rejayce when we ſee vengeance. So they departed 
from his preſence, neither did the King give them 
any anſwer atall, Bur when they (aw the Kivg ro 


be 


.be incenſed againſt them. and by that mearis the 
matter might redound to their own harm, after 
conſultation had, they went to the King of Greece, 
whoſe name was Demetr:uc, ſhewed him what Hir- 
canu and Alexander his ſon had don to the Phari- 
ſees, and all the [fraelices that bare them good 
will, and followed their craditions, and how they 
alſo hated Alexander, for the miſchief that he had 
wrought them, fo that if any man will come and 
revenge the malice of Alexander, they would be 
ready to aid him, Demetrias followed their ad- 
vice, and aſſembling together all his people , to 
the number of 400000. horſemen, and footmen 
withouc number, he took his journey, and en- 
camped againit Sichem. 

he King Alexander raiſed fix thouſand horſes 
men to aid him. Bur the King of the Grecians 
writ privily to the Antients of the Seftaries, that 
they ſhouid not aid A/exander ; to the ſouldiers 
alſo that Alex2nder had hired, he ſent rewards, 
gold and filver, that they returned home to their 
country , and aided not Alexander, whereupon 
he was not able to withſtand Demetrizs. There- 


fore hearing that Demetrius was removed from $i- 


chem toward Jeruſalem, intending to take him in 
the City, he fled by night with a few of his men to 
the mountains, and lvrked-there, 

When the men of Iſrael that were in Fudee, 
heard chat the King was fled out of Jeruſalem,and 
that the City was in fear to come into the hands 
of the Greciens : they gathered themſelves toge- 
ther, and ſtood for their lives, as though all had 
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' Feen one man, to the number of ter,thouſand and 


Po upon Demetrius Camp, killed all his beſt men 
; of war, and ſpoiled all his Hoſt, that he fled from 


chem, and came home into his Country with great 
diſhonor, 

This done, the King took heart to him, and res 
turned to his Kingdom, but the Phariſees fled to 
Bethſhemes, fortifying chemſelves againſt the King, 
who having intelligence thereof, gathered an Ar- 
my. and went againſt chem, won the City, and 
took $00, of the chiefeſt Phariſees, bound them in 
chains, and brought them to Jeruſalem, 

Then banqueted he. all his ſervants upon the' 
roof of his Pallace in a high place, where his lear* 
ned Peers did eat and drink, tili they weredrunk. 
And in his merry mood he commanded thoſe eight 
hundred Phariſees priſoners to be fercht forth,and 
to be hanged every man of them upon gallowſes 
before him, at which ſight he drunk and laughed 
heartily, | n 

After this he fell ſick in the four and twentieth 
year of his Reign, of a grievous diſcale, a Quare 
tain Ague, thar held him three years; and for all 


- this he ſhrunk nor nor lected to goto the war to 
- encounter and fight with his enemies, what nation 


ſoever they were round about him, as though he 
had been a whole man. 

In the 27. year of his Reign, which was the 
third of ' his fickneſs, he made an expedition into 


the Land of Moab, againita cerrain City called

dye, wept bitterly for him, and ſaid; to whom 
ſhall 1 be ſo bold as to ſhew my face when thou 
art once dead, ſeeing thou haſt wrought ſuch miſ- 
chief againſt che Phariſees, whom all the Land fa- 
vourech, and following their traditions, obey their 
inſtruftions ? if they ſha]l be diſpoſed to revenge 
themſelves upon me and thy young children, they 
ſhall have aid of all thatdwellin the and, The 
King anſwered, Weep not, nor ſhew any reſem- 
blance of penſiveneſs : I will tell thee what thou 
ſhalt do, and if thou wilt follow my counſell, thou 
ſhalc proſper and Raign , thou and thy children 
as thou wouldeſt defire; put caſe I dye, there is 
no man in the world need know thereof : tell thou 
every man therefore that ask for me cthac ] am 
ſick, and will not that any man ſhall come at me. 
In the mean while anoinc and ſeaſon me with baims 
fight with courage againſt this City, till thou 
win it, and then return to Jeruſalem with joy: 
and beware thou put on no mourning apparrell, 
nor weep, but bring mie unto Jeruſalem, and lay 
me on a bed like a fick many and after call toge- 
ther the chief of the Phariſees, bring them where 
] am, and ſpeak unto them gently in this ſort: 
Alexander hath been ever your enemy, I know it 
very well : wherefore cake him if ye liſt, and caſt 


him into the fixe, or to the dogs, or bury himie 
ſhall 
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the Queen wene with him, fearing leaf} he ſhould /#'

- did therefore as ſhe was inftrufted of the King, 


And when ſhe had won Rabaga, ſhe joyfully re- 


| turned to Feryfalem : after that gathered roge= 


ther the elders of the Phariſees, and ſpake to them 
as the King had adviſed her. The Phariſees hea- 


.ring that the King was dead, and chat his body 


was jn their hands to do withall what they liſt, 
they anſwered the Queen, God forbid, we ſhould 
do this unto our Lord, the anointed of God : He 
was the King' and high Prieſt z what though he 
were a (inner, yet his death ſhall be an expiation 
for all his iniquities. Therefore we will bewail 
him, and mourn for him, yea, we will carry hig 
coffin our ſelves on our necks, and bury him as ic 
becometh a Kings Majeſty, and ſothey did. The 
time that he had raigned was xxvili, years; after 
him raigned his wife Alexandra in his ſtead;for the 
Phariſees after they had finiſhed the ſeventh day of 
the morning, they committed the Kingdom unto 
her. She had ewo ſons by the King: the Elder was 
called Hircanusthe other A4riſftobulus, Hircanus was 


' a ju man anda righteous, but Ariſtobulus was a 
* Warriour and a man of courage; befidesthat ofa 
| familiar and loving countenance, He favoured al- 
} ſothelearned men and followed their inſtruCtion, 
| But Hircan his elder brother,loved the Phariſees, 


On a time therefore when the Queen ſate in the 
throne of her Kingdom, ſhe cal'd the antienrs 
of 
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of the Phariſees before her, honored them, and! 
commanded to releaſe and ſet at liberty all ſuCh | 


Phariſees as the King her husband, and her father 
in Law had caſt in priſon, and taking the Pharj- 
ſees by the hands ſhe commanded all [frac] ro obey 
their ordinances. Then made ſhe Hircanys her 
ſon high Prieſt, and Ariſtobnlus Lieutenanc of the 
Wars. | 
She ſent alſo to all the Lands that her hnsband 
and father in Law had ſubdued, and demanded 
the noble mens ſons for pledges, which ſhe kepr 
in Jeruſalem, So the Lord gave tothe Queen 
quietneſs from all that were under her ſubjeCti- 
on, She gavealſo the Phariſees authority over the 
learned ſorc, puccing them in their hands to or- 
derar their will. 
«Whereupon ſtraight way they found one Do- 


gras, a great man amonglt che learned ſort, whom 


they flew, and much people beſides of the Anci- 
ents of that Sect, ſo chat the Seftaries werein great 
diſtreſs. They gathered themſelves together there- 
fore, and came to Ariſtobulu the Lieutenant of the 
wars, and with him they came to the Queen, (ay - 
ing unto her: Thou knoweſt the enmicy tht is 
becween us and the Phariſees, which hate thy 
husband and father in law, yea, and thy children 
#Iſo. We were his men of war that went with 
hin in all his affairs, aided him, now thou haſt gi- 
ven us into their hands to be murthered and ba- 
niſhed out of the Land : Whar will Hartam King 
of -Arabia do, when he heareth this, that we ſhall 
forſake thee? He will come and revenge him of 
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all the battel that chy hnsband fought againſt him, 


Yea, the Phariſees will cake his part, and deliver 


thee and thy children into his hands, char there 
ſhall nor be left unto Hircanus the King, and his 
Son Alexander thy husband, any name or rem» 
nant at all. The Queen gave them no word of 
anſwer; whereat Arijtobulus was angry, and letted 
not foutter it to his mothers face, but ſhe would 
not hear him. Wherefore Ariſtobalu counſelled 
the Seftaries co $o their waies, and depart our of 
Jeruſalem, to choole them Cities in the land of 
Fuds , where they mighc dwell with their honor, 
and not to futter themſelves to be {lain under the 
Phariſees hands. Wherefore departing from Fes 
raſalem, they dwelt in the Cities of Ju4s : Not 
long afcer this, it fortuned the Queen fell fore 
fick, that ſhe was like ro dye, whereof when Aris 
ſtobulus heard, he feared leaft rhe Phariſees would 
make his brother Hircanys King, and at length 
apprehends him, wherefore he fled away by night 
to the Cicy of the Saducees to be their head, and 
make war upon his brother if he ſhould pre- 
ſume toRaign. He came theretore to the Prince 
of the Saducees called Ga!u/tius, who was a good 
man of war. And afcer he had gathered a ſtrong 
army of the Saducees, his mother the Queeen fenc 
unto him that:he ſhould return unto her , which 
hewould nor do, bur rather went to war with the 
nations that dwelt abour him, where he won twen« 
ty Cities, and gor him great renown thereby. 
Now as the Queen his morher waxed ficker 


and ficker, the chicf Phariſees came. unto her, 
with 
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with her Son Hircanus, weeping before her, and 


ſaying, bow they were afraid of her ſon Ari/tob2- F 


lus, who if he ſhould come into Fernaſalem and 
rakeic, he would deliver them up into the hands 
of the Saducees, Unto whom ſhe anſwered, I am } 
as you ſee at the poinc of death, not able to talk 
much with you: there is herein my houſe great 
treaſure, that my husband and my father gather- 
ed, and their parents, Kings of the poſterity of } 
Chaſmonany, take that to you, and make my ſon 
Hircanw King over you. If Ariſtobulas will diſturb 
him, and make war againſt him, ye may leavy | 
men of war therewith, and ſuccour him as you 
think good. And even with this ſhe fainted and | 
dyed, and was buried amongſt her people, after 
ſhe had raigned nine years over /ſrae/. The Pha- 
riſees therefore and Prieſts, with all the inhabi- 
rants of Feruſalemy made Hircany herlon King 
in her ſtead. 

Ariſtobulus hearing tidings of theſe things, aſ- 
ſembled his Army and came toward Fer»ſalem, to 
fight againſt his brother. Bur Hircanw met him, 
and encountred with him nigh unco Jordan Feri= 
cho. The Saqucees of eArijtobnlus hoſt were good 
men of war, and too ſtrong for the Phariſees: | 
whereſore Hircany and the Phariſees, had the 0+ 
verifirow at Ariftobulus and the Saducees hands, | 
wao with this victory proceeded forth to Fer»ſa- | 
I-m, befiegei ic, and brought it to great diſtreſs. | 
Wherefore the Prieſts and che Ancient of the peo« | 
ple conſulred rogether, and came forth to ari- 


{tobulus , fell proftrate on the earth before __ 
an 
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and beſought him, that he would not ſcatter a« 
oe the inhabitants of the Lord. He condeſcen- 
ded unto their defires, upon theſe conditions; that 
he ſhould encer into Fer«ſalem with chem and be 
King, and his Brother Hircanns ſhould -be High 


Prieſt; whereupon they agreed, Then as Ariſto- 
bulus entred into Feruſalem, his brother came out 
of the Sanftuary ro meet him,and with embracing 
he kiſſed him. So Ariſtobulus was King, and F[ir- 
canns executed the office of the High Prieſt ; - The 
Lord alſo gave Iſrae! reft and peace for a while, 

Bur afcerward the Lord tent an evill ſpirit a« 
mong them, which was the cauſe of tranſlating the 
Kingdom from the ſtock of Chaſmonany, and of 
the deftrution of his poſterity , for the {in of 
Hircanus the great, and the (in of Alexander his 
Son, in that they ſhed ſo much innocent blood, 
and drew I/rae/ from the obedience of the Pro= 
phers, unto che lies and crifles of the Saducees, 
For thus it chanced, 

The Saducees beat into Ariſtobulus head , thas 
as long as hts Brother Hircanus lived , he nor his 
Kingdom could never be c{tabliſhed. Whereupon 
Ariitobulus deviſed how to make away Hircanus : 
which thing a certain man called Autipater was a= 
ware of, a man of moſt power inall 1reel, and 
thereto alſo a wiſe, expert, and learned in all wit- 
dom; borh in the laws, and in che knowledge of 
the Greek ; juſt of his word, and prudent in any 
ſtrange or new matters chanced. His oft-fpring was 
not out of the Children of Iſrae/, but of thoſe 
Romans which chanced tou be vanquiſhed; and 
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lits, being but ſtrangers, and of no Noble houſ? 
in /ſrae/, He had foure Sonnes, Foſeph the El- 
deft, the next P.fi/xs, the third Herod, and the 
fourth Pherorgs; theſe had alſo a tiſter called Sa- 
lumith. | 

Antipater favoured Hircanus ſo entirely for his 
juſtice, and uprighcneſs ſake, that he opened un- 
to him his brocher Ar:/obu/zs, and the Saduces 
intenc, giving him counſel] to flye to Hartam, 
King of Arabia: bur Antipater himſelf went be- 
fore to break the matter to Hartam,of whole com- 
ing Hartam was very glad. Then Autipater de» 
clared to him how Harcany was in mind to flye 
unto him, becauſe of Ari/tobulus his Brother : If 
thou wilt help him ( ſaith he) and lend himſpee- 
dy aid, thou ſhalc ealily fer Ariftobulzxs beliide the 
Kingdom; for all 1ſrac! is inclined to Hircanm, 
and favonr not Ariſtobulus : Hartam aiilwered, [ 
am afraid of the Fews, and their craftineſs; 4/ex- 
gxder his Father put me thrice to the foil in bat- 
tel by his ſubtilty, and rook my dominions from 
me. | 

Then A»tipater ſwore unto him, He ſhall be 
( ſaich he) thy crue and truſty friend, to do 
whatſoever thy heart defireth. Thus Hartamw 
was perſwaded, and chey madea leacue together, 
Then Antipater turned to Feryſalem, cauſed Hr» 
canus to flye in the night; and they both went cox 
gether to the King of Arabia, who much rejoy- 
ced at Hircanys coming , and received him hono- 
rably. When they came together to intreat of the 
league, 
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lgague, Hartam demanded reſtitution of ſuch Ci- 
ties as Hircanus Facher had taken from him, to 
whom Hircanus conſented in all chings, Where- 
fore Hartam raiſed all the people of Arabia, and 
led them to Feruſa/om to war upon 't,., To Hire 
canus allo came all the men of Fuda, fave only 
they thac dwelt ar Fernſalem: fo berwixce them 
they beſec the City round about, It fortuned 
that in the ſolemnity of the Paſeaver, rhey could 
not have their (ervice of the ſolemnicy in the ho- 
ly place , becauſe of the wars ; whereupon a cer- 
tain juſt and pertect man of the Town, called H9- 
nyaurige, brake out privily into the Camp of Hir-= 
canw , and Antipater his counſeller, and beſoughe 
them wich much prayer and cears, that they would 
rant a truce unto Feruſalem, while the featt of 
{weet bread laſted, thac chey mighc execute the 
ſervice of ſo]emnity 1n the Holy place ; To whom 
H:rcanus (aid, Thou art a juſt man, and ofcen 
when thou haſt prayed, the Lord hach heard chee, 
pray now therefore unto the Lord, to deliver Ari- 
ſtobulws into our hands, and that 1ſ-2e! may relt: 
Honyaurige anſwered, Am a God? or able to 
remove battels that be ſtirred up for many mens 
iniquicies ? Thus when he ſeemed to be unwilling 
to pray, Hircanus men compelled him, drawing 
their (words, and ſaying, it thou wilt not pray, 
thou ſhalc dycforit. Therefore as he ſaw his life 
in jeopardy, hecryed uncothe Lord z O Lord e- 
verlajting, which haſt choſen thy people Ifracl out of 
all people, and haſt ſet thy Name in his houſe, may it 
pleaſe thy Majeſty to plaut among the Children of Il» 
£3 rael 
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mong them this hatred which i riſen of nothing, and 
let not the one of theſe faGions , prevail againſt the 
other, ſeeing they all be thy Servants, and children of 
thy Covenants, When the (ervants of Hircanys heard 


him ſay ſo, they ran upon him with their ſwords, J 


and killed him : But God deferred not his venge- 
ance, for he ſtruck the hoſt, as well of the Arabi» 
ans, as of Hircanus, with a grievous peſtilence, 


CHAP. I. 


T the ſame time came from Rome a famous 
{ \ Captain called Powpeivs to war againſt the 
country of Armenia: This Pompeius (ent one of 
his chief men to Damaſco, of whom, as Ariſtoby= 
]:s (thus befieged )) had heard, and chat an Ay- 
my of the Romaxs was come to Damaſeo, heſent 
him a preſent of four hundred pound weight in 
gold, deſiring him to remove the Army of the 4- 
rabians from him, and to raiſe the fiege, 

\In thoſe dates all the world obeyed the Romans. 
Thar Captain therefore writ unto Hartam King 
of Arabia in this wiſe : Depart from Feruſalem, 
if not , thou ſhalt waderſtand , thou haſt broke thy 
league with the Senate of Tome, and the whole Army 
of the Romans ſhall ſhortly invade thy Land, Har- 
tam on the {fight of this letter, raiſed his fiege, 
and. departed from Jeruſalem. Hzircanus _ 
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and Antipater departed with ſhame and reproach, 
| Ariſtobulus upon that gathered a power, and 
purſued after them, gave the Arabians and I(- 
raclites that took Hircanns part a great oyer- 
throw and after returned co Jeruſalem with much 
"1 Oy. | 
Shortly after Powpeius came to Damaſco, where 
3} Ariſtobulus preſented him with a Vine of gold, 
| } marvellous artificially wrought, The roots of the 
3 Vine, leavs, cluſters, and Grapes that were upon 
it were pure gold, the weight whereof was five 
hundred pound. Pompezus was very g'ad thereof, 
aud ſent it to Rome to the Conſul, And che 
whole bench of the Senate, which was of the num- 
ber of chree hundred and twenty Senators, won= 
dered at the cunning and wit of him that made it: 
| and wich great joy they bare it into the Temple 
of their gods, placing ir in the preſence of che 
great Ido! Fwpiter, ſo called after the planet Fupi- 
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Pompeins writ his Letrers to A-riftobulus, with 
| oreat thanks and commendation for the ſame, aſ- 
| ſuring him, how boch he and the whole Senate fa- 
| voured him, and that he ſhould have a friend of 
him to ſpeak in his cauſe as long as he lived; Hir- 
cans hearing of this, was clean daſhed, and in de- 
ſpair, But Antipater comforced him ſaying, let 
not the friend(hip that is betwixt Pompeivs and 
i» thy brother dilmay thee: I will go to him and 
make him thy friend. Upan that he went/to Pom- 
| peins, and perſwaded his mind to hate Arijtobulus, 
and co favour Hircanus, informing him thus 3 If 
E 4 thou 
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thou (ſaith he) defend Hircanus, all Iſrael will 
be content to be under thy proteftion, for they 
love him every man; but if thou detend Ariſtcbu- 
lis, the people will not obey thee, for they hate 
him. Pompeius charged him that no man ſhould be 
made privy to their communication; For I (quoth 
he ) will ſend for Ari/tobulus tocome to me to Da- 
»aſco, and then ] will cauſe to be laid hands upon 
him, and deliver him bound to his brother, re- 
ſtoring the Kingdom to him. Ariſtobu/u5 upon the 
fight of Pompeins letters reiorted unto him ; Hir- 
canus allo came from the rock of the wilderneſs; 
and as they appeared together before Pomperns, 
Antipater deſired him that he won1d do juſtice be- 
twixt Hircanus the King, and Ariitobulns his bro- 
ther, that rebelled againit him, and rook his King- 
dom from him withour cauſe, whote ſay ings, a 
thouſand of the Elders of Tſrae! ſtood up and wit- 
nelled to be true : Ariftobnlys anſwered, / never 
Rrove with him for the Kingdom, untill ſuch time as 
I ſaw all theſe that made Bircanus King, to run in 
great obluquie, and to ſuſtain much reproach, becauſe 
he was ſo feeble a perſort, and of no great wit, nor 
ſought much the Kingdom : yea, till all nations that 
were about him , whoſe Dominions our progenitours 
conquered, began now to deſpiſe him, to paſs little for 
offending him, to deny him tribute for his ſimplicity 
#n1 mopiſhueſs, with lack of conrage. 

When Ariitobulns hed ſaid, there ſtood up a 
great multitude of good!ly and beautifull young 
men, apparrelled in cloth of Hyacinth and purple, 
with mighty targets upon them,& other ornaments 
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of gold, chryſtal, and precious ſtones, afhirming 


with one accord, that Ariſtobulus ſaid the truth 2 
namely, that Hircanvs was not favoured by the 
kingdom, Ar which Powperns marvelled, ſaying z 
Happy is this people having ſo many goodly men, 
true in their words, and wiſe : Happy alfo were 
the Senate of Rome, if they could bring to paſſe, 
that this great Nation might be under their (5% 
vernance. So he took his journey to Jeruſalem 
with Hircanns and Ariſtobulyus, But after Ariſfto« 
bulus perceived that Porpeins ſtood nor to the pro+ 


' mile he made him at the beginning or the Vine,he 


ſer light by him, and fled from him ro Alexandriz 
in Egypt, whicher Pompeius followed with his Hoſt 
and beſieged Alexandria. From thence Ariftobu- 
{us fled again to Jerufalem, and Powpeins purſued 
bim alſo thither, wricing to Ari/tobrlzs a letter of 
Truce and pardon. So Ariſtobu/us came forth wn- 
to him,and Pompeirs did him at that time no harty, 
but demanded co be g1rven unto him all the veſ- 
ſels of the Houſe of the LorJ, which A4riftobnl/ns re- 
fuſed to do; Pompeins in a rage, Ccauted to lay him 
faſt in heavy iron chains,and afſaulred Je: ulalem, 
battering the walls very ſore,till they of the rown 
iſſued our againſt him,and {lew of his Hoſt ewelve 
thouſand men. 

Afﬀrer this had the Iſraelites civil Wars within 
Fernfalem, becauſe the fiege was grevious unto 
therm, for they were cCivided into Fations : one 
parc faid, let us open the Gates to Powpeins , 
and ler him in, thac we may ſubmic our ſelves 
under his protection, The other ſaid, Let us fight 
againſt 
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Pomperns had battered : yea the Iſraelites reſorted 
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againſt himunto death, But much people dillikgd 
that,ſo that that {ide prevailed that would yield. 
Wherefore Pomperns entered the Town, and the 
Houſe of the SanCtuary, killed much people of the 
Prieſts,and the people of the Land made Hircanus

King of Iſrael] che fecond time, and Antipater his +} - 
 Connſellor, Moreover,he ſet one S:curus a Roman | 


in the Country,to receive the tribute & deparced, } \ 
leading Ariſtobulus with him bound in iron. And | b | 
becauſe he cook his journey toward Arabia, Hirca- | 
aus and Antipater went with him to condutt him. | 

Ariſt obulus thus being priſoner,and his two ſons 
with him, irc fortuned that one of them ( called |} | 
Alexander) etcaped : and having intelligence,chat | 
Hircanus and his Counſellour were gone out of | 
Jeruſalem, he came thither and rebelled againſt 
flircanus, made up the breaches of che wall that 


unto him, and made him King in Hircanns place. 
Whereupon he gathered an Army,and went forth |} 
to meet with Hircaxus as he came homeward from | 
P.mpeius, where he gave Hircanus the overthrow, 
and Securys the receiver of the tribute fled and 
eſcaped, | 

Then Alexander returned to Jeruſalem, from 
whence ſhortly after, Gabianus a Roman with a 
ſtrong Army compelled him to flee to Alexandria. 
And being in the ſame place beiteged alſo of Ga. ' 
bianns,his Mother Ariſtoabulus wife, went forth to 
Gabianus weeping,and beſought him that hewould {| 
not deſtroy hcr Son : for whoſe ſake he did A4- 
texander no harm, 


F Gabianus 
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-Gabianus therefore having gotten all the Land 


of Fudea, made Hircanus King of Jeruſalem now 


the third time : who ſer Roman Captains and 
Rulers in Fericho, and in Zephor:, and chrough all 
the Land of Iſrael. 

It fortuned after this, that Ariftobulus got out 
of priſon at Rome, and came into iſrael] z to whom 
on every {ide reſorted men in ſuch ſort, chat he 
had a puiſſanc Hoſt of Iſrael. Whereof when he 
had caken Muſter, he choſe out eight thuuſand of 
the beſt, and with them went againſt Gabianns, 
where wasa ſore Battel fought between them,r11] 
the belt of Ari/fobalus men were (lain, and only one 
thouſand left, wherewith he fled tro che Moun- 
tains» But. the Romans followed the chaſe, and 
ſlew them every man. Yer Ariſtob#/as would not 
yeild, but fought alone, alchough his Helmet was 
broken,till he had divers ſore wounds in his head: 
and then fell he to the ground, and the Romans 
took him yet alive, bronght him to Gabianus 
who comforted him, commanding his Surgeons 
to heal him, and after ſent him to che Conſu] and 
Senate of Rome, where he was put in priſon yet 
once again, And this, the Senate taking piry of 
Ariſtobulus wite , which was reported to be a 
very wile woman, releaſed her two ſons out of 
Priſon, and ſet them ar liberiy. Atexander, the 
one of thoſe, could nor be content, bur rebel- 
Jed once again againſt Hircaxus, and the Romans 
Governours, For he gathered together much 
people of Ifrae], encouncred with one of the Ro» 


mans Governors that Gabiauns had appointed,and 
gave 
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gave him the overthrow : but proceeding further 
to fight with G abi;ns, had the worſe. and many of 
the Iſraclices were {lain, yer he eſcaped and fled, 
This done,Gabinins came to Jeruſalem,and renew- 
ed the kingdom of [ſracl to Hircanus the fourth 
time, F -. 

About this time one of the Senators Wives at | * 
Rome conceived a chi;d, and d ed in the birthand |} 
travel thereof : They therefore that were about | 
her, ſtraight-way ripr her, and got the child out 
alive, whom they named F»/izs, and becauſe his' 
mother was cut, they called him Ce'ar, This 
child growing to great towardnefſe, and coming 
to mans eſtare, the Conſul and Senate ſent him 
into the Wars, and whatſoever he did, he had 
go d fortune,and proſperous ſucceſſe. He depri- 
ved the Greczans of the Empire and Dominion, 
eranſlacing it to the Romans : Many Provinces als | 
ſo beſides tat, he did ſubdue, and returningtro [| 
Rome wich a power, attempced to ger the Domini- 
on,and fole power over them. Bur they had made 
ſolemn ſtaruces in the time of their progenitors, 
never to luffer any King among them, or any man 
to have perpetual rule over them; wherefore they 
w u'd not make Faulizs king : [Ipon this roſe a- 


'mongſt them great and mortal Wars,ſfo that Julius 


{ſlew a great many of chem, and without number. 
When P-mpeius underſtood that Ceſar raigned at 
Rome, and had killed the Conſul, and Senate, {| 
with all che Nobility of Rowe, he gathered toge- 
ther his whole Army out of A4ravia, and made 
towarg him. 7uizs having intelligence of his 
coming 
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Coming againſt him, ſent for Ariſfebu/us outof 
3 piiſon,ſpake friendly unto him,vave him a powers 


and made him grand Captain thereof, biddi 
him to go and encounter with Pompezus : in 
his Army was a ſtrong Army, and he himſelf a 
King of no {mall proweſs, and valiantnefſe. Pow- 
peius hearing that Arz/tobulus came againſt him, 
was ſore afraid of his valiantneſſe, and of his 
Hoſt ; wherefore he ſent to the inhabitants of 
Feruſalem that were under his obedience, that 
they ſhould pretent Ariſtchulus with ſome gifr, 
whereby they might deceive him,and poiton him, 
The Inhabi ancs of Ferxſa/ew at his requeſt, ſent 
unto Ariſtobu/us a preſent, by cercain Noble men, 
whereat Ari/tobulus was right joyful, and did cate 
and banquer with them, till he was overcome with 
drink, then they impoiſoned him, and he died : 
The time that he raigned over Iſrael was four 
years, and (ix moneths, He was a good man of 
War, hardy in fight, and a man of amiable coun» 
tenance, | 

Pompeius receiving tidings of his death,the more 
gladder proceeded toward Kome to beljege it ; 
Bur 7u/ius met him in the way, and deſtroyed him 
and his Hoſt, whereby the Em.ire was eſtabliſhed 
unto Fulzus : He afcer chis, fenc Preſents tothe 
King of Syria, and into Egypt, by his C aprains, 
to allure them ro his friendthip ; Antipatey ad 
viſed Hircanu to aid ul w, if perchance he 
might win his favour, which Hircanys did : and 
Antipater was Captain of the Hoſt, who played 
the man, and found {uch favour with Fulits, that 


he 


blamed, and reprehended allo his ſtout heart, 


he made him Lieutenant of his wars; and afre 
he had fought ſundry and great Batrels, he re- 


turned to Feruſalem with great honour, and by -} 


the way proſpered much more. Hircanus after 
this, made Phaſe/ns, Autrpaters fon, Governout 
of Jeruſalem, and Herod his third ſon Preſident of 
Galilee, There was a certain young man at that 
time in Feruſalem called Hizkjas, a valiant man 
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of war, to whom adhered all ſuch as were in any 


diſtrefſe, and he became their Captain. Theſe 


went and ranged about in Syria, roving and mur= Þ 


dering in ſuch ſorr, that the Syrians were weary 
of their lives, for fear of them. Wherefore the 
King of Srri2 ſent unto Herod Ruler of Galilee, 
deſiring him to kill that Hizkzas and his compli- 
ces : whereupon Herod prepared himſelf, and went 
to meet with Hizkzas as he returned from the ſpoil 
of Syria, came upon him unawares and flew him 


and his men. Whereupon when the King of Syriz 


was certified, he ſent a noble reward unto Herod, 
of Silver, Gold,and precious Stones;by which,and 
by like means, he became very famous. The Noble 
men of 7:4: made their complaint unto Hircanus 
upon Antipater,and hts ſons, for their ſore oppreſ- 


ſing the Land of Judas, deliring that Herod might | 


be fummoned fromG21:/2e,to appear in judgement 
and anſwer with other for the killing of Hizkia, 
The King therefore ſent for him, and he upon that 
came to Ternſalenr, appeared before the Judges, 
princely apparelled, with a guilt ſword girt abour 
him, whoſe pride an antient man (called Sama:) 
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gbut he would not give car unto him, nor yet re- 


gard the Judges. When Hircanrs perceived tha 


| the Judges had almoſt determined to give judge- 


ment againſt the young man, and to make him a» 
way, he took pity on him, and ſaid, We will not 
give ſentence to day,to morrow 1s anew day,and 
by that means delivered him out of cheir hands : 
Herod knew not afore that it was a matter of life 


{| anddeath,tharnight therefore he fled to che King 
of Syria,declaring all what had hapned unto him. 
The King of Syria let him have a ftrong Army, 


and came with him bimſelf, purpoling to befiege 
Teruſalem : But his Father Antipater,and his eldeſt 
brother Phaſe/us,came forth unto him,and rebuked 
him, ſaying 3 Is this the reward that thou render» 
eſt unco King Hircanus,that rook pity on thee,and 


would not have thy blood ſhed ? I herefore they 


willed him co depart from [eruſalem, unto whom 
he condeſcended, after he had once lect the Inha- 
bicanrs of Teruſulem know what he could, and had 
ſhewed chem his power. J«/zu» Emperour of Rome, 
about thar cime ( as he was worſhipping in the 
houſe of his God ) was murthered by the conſpi- 
ration of certain of them which had ſerved Po 
peins that was {Jain, as is afore mentioned : The 
name of one of them that killed him was Caff»s, 
of the Country of Macedonia, who fled thicher, 
being afraid co tarry at Rome : this Caſſins had 
great dominions in Macedoxia, Antifater allo of 
whom we ſpake, was a great tcourge to the 
Noblemen of 7u4a, and a great dra) ſorer man 


than was Hircanys himſelf : yea, Hircanus couid 
do

py 
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the ſway throughout all the Realm: Moreover, 
Antipater was in great eſtimation with all the 
Kings of char rime, And foraſmuch as he fo ſore 


opprefled che Fews they therefore hated him,and I 


conſprred to kill him. 

There was a man in great authority about Hirs 
cazus, named Malchis, by whoſe means they 
wrought this matter, He corrupted che Kings But- 
Jer with rewards,to put poiſon in Antipaters cup, 
which as ſoon as he oy drunk, he died, | hele 
things his ſoas Phaſelus and Herod dillembled and 
winked at. as though they knew nothing, Not- 
withftanding they privily wric unto Caſſins that 
reigned in Macedonia, certifying him of this deed. 
Soon after came Caſſivs to Tyre, from whence he 
ſcnt Mctlenges ro Hircanus to come unto him,w'0 
came,and with him Malchias, P».:ſelus, and Herod: 
Caſſius entertaining them all in his Jodging,willed 
his men, that whatſoever Herod bad them, they 
tiouid doit. Herod willed them to kill Mz/chia, 
they {iew him therefore, fitting hard by Hircanus 
ide, Hircanus demanded of the ſons of Antipater 
the cauſe hereof: who anſwered,[s it not manifeſt 
that King Caſizs ſervants flew him, and we know 
no why ? Therefore Hircanus ſtood in fear of 


Phaſelus and Hered, being certain that this was }. 


their deed. Wherefore he ſaid unto them, this 
CMalchias was worthy of ſuch a death, for he was 
a Crafty man, and an [[ſurer. 

Thele chings done, OFavins Augnſius brothers

rule himſelf, but Antipater and his Sons bare Ul}. 
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fon unto Ful.ws that was murthered came to

Pagurus having read this letter, ſent to Hirca-=

all good counſel he could, adviſing him to take 
heed of Herod, becauſe he is (Caith he) a blood- 
ſhedder, and a breaker of his League: And he 
hath called thee, for no love he beareth thee, bur 
becauſe he feareth thee. As long as thou liveſt ſhaM 
he never ſleep ſoundly, leſt the kingdom ſhould 
be devolved unto thee : Itis better for thee to res 
main here in ſome honour,though it be nor of fuch

and whacſoever thy heart defireth,l will doit for 
thy ſake: So the Meſſenger broughr the anſwer ſe- 
cretly to Herod 3 whereupon he ſenc ſtraight to 
the place in which he underſtood Malscs men to 
lurk waicing for Hircanus, and cauled to appre- 
hend them alive. Then Herod commanded to 
call together the Elders, before whom he willed 
alſo Hircarss to be brought, and of him the King 
demanded; tell me whicher thou haſt written any 
letterro Maloc King of Arabia? he an;wered, I 
Writ none. 

Then was Riftius the Meſſenger brought in as 
his acuſer,and the men of war allo of Arabia that 
were apprehended, who declared the woole 


matter before the Council, fo that Hircam:

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was quite daſhed : Then the King commandeg 
him to- be put to death, and ſo was the kingdom 
eſtabliſhed unto ad. The time that Hircanus 
rajgned,was 40. years,and 6, moneths. Afﬀcer the 
death of his mother, heraigned 3. years,and Arj+ 
fiebulus his brother removed him , making him 
Prieſt : Again, 3, years after he returned to his 
kingdom,and raigned 40. fears.

When Alexandre 'had read the Letter (he ſent 
to-Ariſtobulus her fon the high Prieſt, ſhewing him 
that ſhe would flye' to- the Sea Fapho, and from 
thence would take ſhipping into Egypt, perſmwa- 
ding him alſo to fipe with her. We will (ſaith ſhe) 
make two Coffters, one for me, and another for 
thee : and we will wich rewards allure our Ser. 
vantsto Carry out us privily, whereby we may flye 
to ſave our lives. T his their device was perceived 
of one of Herods Servants, who forthwith atade 
tic 
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the King privy untoit, The King commandgd'\ 
bis Servant that bewrayed them, that when they} 


did convey the Coffers, they ſhould bring them 
to him, which the ſervane did, So when the 
Coffers were brought co the Kings preſence, he 
cauſed them to be opened, and touk out Alexan- 
dra and her ſon Ariſtobulus, to whom the King 
ſpake ſharpiy, and rebuked them ſore. But 4- 
lexandra anfwered him again as ſhort; inſomuch 
thac the King moved with anger, flung away from 
her into his chamber, ſaying - Ir is betrer to fit 
ſolitary in a corner of che houſe, chan wich a braw- 
ling and ſcolding-woman in an open place. The 
King diſſembled the matter, and ſhewed no great 
diſpleaſure a year after, 

As Ariſtobulus the high Prieſt, apparralled in his 
Pontificial veſtures, ſtood inthe cemple nigh un- 
to the Altar to offer ſacrifices, the Iiraclics beheld 
his beaucy, bis wiſdom, and behaviour in the 
miniſtery, whereat every man rejoyced, praiſing 
God, that had 1iot taken all away, but left one to 
revenge the injuries done to the houſe of (haſmo- 
any, The King hearing this, was ſoreafraid, and 
not a little diſpleaſed, thinking to himſeif the Iſ- 
raclits would reſtore the Kingdom of their fathers 
unco him : He percr::ved every mans heart to be 
enclined cowards him : Wherefore he 4eiiberaced 
a while, and in thefeaſt of che Tabernacles he re- 
muved co Ferichs with all his houthold, whereas 
he ma:le a greac feaſt co all his nobles a!:d ſervancs,

- lamentation, conſidering his Virtue, Nobility, 
d and Beauty, every man was full of orrow that 
” he ſhould have fo ſhort a life : and they bewailed 
$ ſo much that it was heard afar off, But Marimz 
1 chiefly, and Alexandra the young mans Mother, 
| could no wiſe be comforced. Yea, the king alſo 
" | wept & madegreat mone,for it repented him that 
he had done ſo wicked ana&; yer all rhe people 
2 knew well enough that rhe thing was procured by 
the king: inſomuch that Alexandre his Mother 
in law, letted not to tell ir him to his face, 
Þ NET, that 
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that he was the murtherer of her husband , nd} an 


of her father, and now laſt of all, of her ſon, to | 


whom the King anſwered neither good nor 
bad. 
From that day forwards there was continuall 


hatred between Alexandra and Marimi, and Kis | , [* 


parim ; the mother ot Herod and Salumith, his Si- 
ſter, that came of baſe and ſervile blood, For 
Mar:mi caſt in their teeth to their faces, that they 
were not of the ſeedof Iſrael: but prophane, un- 
holy, and of baſe birth. Notwithſtanding Herod 
loved Marimi as his life, wherefore he would ne- 
ver diſpleaſe her as long as ſhe lived, nor ſay fo 
much to her, as why ſaift cfbu ſo, | 

Theſe things done, Marcus Antonius a Noble 
man of Rome, next unto OFavian Auguſtus King of 
Kings, being ſenc by Azgytus to war upon the 
Kings of the Weſt Countries, reigned in Egypt, 
and by the provocation of his wife, rebelled as 
painſt Ofav:an Auguſtus, made war with him, 
both by the Sea and Land. And foraſmuch as 
Egypt is near adjoyning to the Land of Iſrael, Fe- 
rod joyned with him, and helped him. For Mar- 


cus Anton-us had aided him before in ſuch ſort, 


that no King durſt meddle with him , for fear of 
Mrrcus Antonius, Whereupon when Marcas con- 
ſpired againſt his Prince and maſter, Herod;aideth 
him with an Army, with horſemen and with 
ſhips alſo againſt Oftavian, In which wars Oa- 
vian got the victory, flew Antony and all his peo- 
ple coming by ſhip ro the lle of Rhodes, and fo in- 
co the Land of Egyp7,

and that Ofavian Augujtus was come into Egypt,

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he fainted for fear of the diſpleaſure of OGFevies, 
Yet ac Jength he rook heart unto him, prepared 
a royall preſent to be carried before him, and fol- 
lowed after himſelf ro Oftavian Auguſtus. And 


, ſetting forwards, he called Foſeph the husband of 


Salumith his fiſter» whom he made chief of his 
houſhold, commanded him that if OFaviay pur 
him to death, ke ſhould poyſon Marim his wife, 


_ faying; Ic ſhould nut be ſeemly for Kings, chat a- 


ny mean man ſhould marry with a Kings widdow, 
and ſleep with her upon the Kings bed. 

So then he took his journey towards OFavian 
Auguſtus, who then was at the Rhodes, where he 
underftood OFavian to be diſpleaſed with him, 
for that he had ayded Marcus Antonius, Theree 
fore as ſoon as Herod came to Offavian Auguſtus 
preſence , having his crown upon his head, he 
took it of,and fell down proſtrate upon the ground 


at Ofavians feet, ſaying: Moſt Noble Emperour, 


I confeſs my treſpaſs againſt your Majeſty, that T ge 
ved Marcus Antonius my compenion in league, who 
was my neighbour and ayded me: and i true that your 


| Majeſty fince the time you made me King, have heard 


of mine affairs that hapned unto me but never ſuccour= 
ed me. This Marcus Antonius did wotſo. I con 


, feſs therefore that in bis wars againſt your Majeſty, 


I ayded bim with an Army, with Horſe-men and 
ſhips: Neither went I out with him for aty wars upon 
mine own boyders, but when(oever I went with him 1 
helped him to the uttermoſt of my power, When he was 

falling,

falling, TI bolſtered hin up: and wh'n he aire ge Tt 


raiſed him again. Am ngit all theſe ] proteſt allo, 
that I would not be counted of your Majeſty a breaker 


of leagre: but now Marcus Antonius is dead Wheres } 
fore whether that it ſhall pleaſe your Majeſty to ve-. 


ſtore me my former eſtate or no , foraſmuch as T have 
kept touch with Marcus Antonius againſt your Ma- 


jefly amongſt others, if you put me to death, you will | 


do me no wrong, but juſtice, becauſe by the Law of 
arms I have deſerved death. 
When O0Javian A'guſtus heard him ſpeak ſo, he 


ſaid unto him: Ariſe thou King of Iſrael in peace, | 


be of good comfort, and fear not, for thou art 
worthy to be nigh, yea next unco my perſon. '[ 
know that Marcus Antonius was inticed by his wife 
and would not follow thy cuunſel, for if he hai, 
] dare ſay he would never have conſpired againſt 
me. So he commanded the Crown to be ſer a- 
gain upon Herods head, and made a league wich 
him. Then chey went both together teward E- 
gy}t, to be revenged upon (eopatrs. Bur that 
wicked woman when ſhe ſaw her City to be over- 
come, puton her moſt precious apparrel, and lit- 
ting upon the thione of her Kingdom, comman- 
ded a Viper to be brought unto her: which as 
ſoon as ſhe had wffered co ſting her breſt, ſhe di- 
ed. As Od-vian A-:gujtus came to the Pallace, 
and ſaw her fit there, he rejoyced that he might 
be revenged of her, and commanded to thruſt 
her from her Throne: but when they came to her, 


and found her dead, it grieved Ofavien veiy | 


lore, 
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/. 7 - In this while Foſeph Salumiths husband diſclo- 


ſed unto Marimi, that che King had commanded, 
if it ſo happened to him to beput ro death by 4s- 
guſtus, that he ſhould poyſon her. Whereupon 
Marimi conceived yer a greater hatred toward 
the King, inſomuch, that when the King was -re- 
curned in ſafety and ſound, and with honor alſo 


from Od&avian, and thac all his men and whole 


houſhold rejoyced greatly, Marimi thewed no 


' countenance of gladneſs, no not when rhe King 


himſelf cold her how grearly he was magnitied and 


| honored of OfFavian Avgrſtus : but alwaies ſhe was 


very ſad. Salumith the Kings Lifter perceiving 
that Marimi (o vexed the King, ſhe cold him how 


; Foſeph hier husband had lien with Marimi whiles 


he was with Auguſtus. But Herod ( (ay what 
ſhe could ) gave no credit ro her words, knows 
ing that ſhe envyed Marimi, vntil ar lengr}: he 
asked the cauſe of Marimz , why ſhe rejoyced not 
as others did, when he returned in ſafecy from 
Auguſtus , but was very ſad, whichhewed her to 
have rancor and malice in her heart towards him, 
She anſ{wered; Thou haſt ſaid heretofore, that 
thou lovedſt me above all thy other wives and conte 
cubines; yet thou didſt will Foſeph thy Sitters 
husband to poyſon me. When FHered heard this, 
he was exceedingly abalhed, that Joſeph had diſe 
clofed his ſecret,and began to miſtruſt with himſelf 
that which $4a/y1ith had told him, chathe h2d ſlept 
With his wife indeed, and upon char det: &+d that 


' ſecrer. Therefore he departed out of bis palace 


in a great anger and rage, whereby $alumith per- 
ceived 
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ceived that he deteſted Merimi, and therefore he : 


accuſed her further, ſuborning falſe accuſers art 
forgers of lyes, to witnelle that MMarimi wonld 


have poiſoned rhe King, whereof ſhe had divers :; 


preſumprions alſo by her countenance. She added 
moreover, if thou (f{aich ſhe to the King ) let her 
eſcape thus, ſhe will ſpeedily deſtroy thee, and 
bereave thee of thy Kingdom, the law giverh a 


man this counf ], If any man go about to murcher 


chee,prevent him, and {lay him fi: ſt. 

With this, and ſuch like words, ſhe ſo moved 
the King, that he commanded to bring Marimi 
forth,and to be beheaded in the high ſtreet of the 
City. And as ſhe was brought forth into the Mars 
ker place of the City, ali che women of the City 
followed her : A/exandra her Mother alſo curſed 
and railed at her, ſaying, Come out thou that haſt 
abhorred chy Husband, and conſpired againſt thy 
Lord : Alexandra wept allo, as though it had 
been for the wickednefſe that her daughter had 
commicred, chinking ſurely to pleaſe che King by 
chat means, and to blear his eye;, if peradventure 
he might ſuffer her to live,till ſhe might have op- 


portunity to poiſon him. Mzrrim: thus going to 


execution held her peace, and looked neither to 
the righc hand,nor tothe lefc,nor yet feared death 
any thing,knowing that ſhe was innocent in deed, 
and thought, and therefore God would render 
her a good reward in the World to come; where- 
fore ſhe bared her Neck withour fear, and they 
cut off her head, ſhedding the innocent blood, 
Bur God made no delay in puniſhing the _

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[ for there fell a ſore plague and peftilence in the 


houſe of H-rod, ſo that his chief ſervants, his 
Noble women, and Concubines died ſore there- 
of, yea, throughour ail 724ea raigned vehement= 
ly; which afil &ions all I-ae/ knew well enough, 
chanced unro them for the blood of Marini, 
They cryed- therefore unco the Lord, ſayings 
wile thou for the offence of one man, deal fo 
cruelly wich che whole congregation ? the Lord 


| took pity therefore upon the land, and withdrew 


the plague from the people. The King repented 


. him alſo, that he had ſhed blood withouc a cauſe; 


and love fo grew in his heart that he was fick,and 
at deachs door, Then A/exandra Marimy mo- 
ther, ſfoughc means how to poyſon him, which 


bring uctered unto the King, he commanded to 


apprehend her, and to kill her, In this manner 
dealt H+r04 with all the poſterity of the Macha= 
bees, leaving none alive that were called by the 
name: Herod put to death alſo Feſepbat the hus- 
band of Salumrh. 

The King had ewo Sons, Alexander and Aris 
ftobulus, by M-»rimi his wife : They were bothat 
Keme when their Mather ſuffered, for their Fa- 
ther the King bad ſent them thicher co learn che 
Roman congue: When chey heard tidings of their 
Mothers death , they wept and mourned for her, 
hacing their Father for his craelty, Soon after 
the King their father recoveredof his tickneſs; was 
eltabliſlbed in his Kingdom, builded ſtrong Ci- 
ties, aud roſe to great proſperity. In the chir- 
teenth year of his A therefell a great dearth 

| in 
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in the land, wherefore the King took out of hjs 
trealure,much gold and fi|ver,and precious ſtones, 
wherewith he ſent into Egypt; and procured plen« 


ty of corn, and refreſhed with bread all that lackr, + 


and were in diſtreſs of hunger; yea,he ſpared nor 
his own proper goods: And not on]y to the Iſrae» 
lits ſhewed he this l1beralicy, but alſo to all that 
came unto him out of other ſtrange Nations, hea» 


ring of his renown : Moreover, in all his wars he |], 


had good fortune: Beſides this, he thought it good 
to renew the houfe of the SanCtuary, whereupon 


he deliberated with the 1/raelirs, to have their ad= | 


vice for the building of ir, after the ſame quantity 
and meaſure that Solomon King of Iſrael! had 
builded it. For the Fews returning from captivity 
in the time of Coreſch, began to build it atter the 
meaſure that Coreſch preſcribed them, and nor as 
it was before. The King of Iſrael hearing that 
the King was purpoſed to pull down the Temple 
to the ground, and build ir afreſh, they made 
hm no anſ{wer, fearing left when he had pulled 
it down, he would not be ſohafty to'build it up 
again, But the King perceiving what they feared 


in their minds, faid he would not ſlack the mat-: 
exr,nor ref} till he had brought ir to paſs, He ſaid 


moreover', that he would take out of his trea- 
ſury plenty of gold and filver, and give ir to 
graving : allo precious ſtones, ſtones of Thafies 
and Marble. To the Carpenters alſo and Maſons 
he would deliver Timber and Scones, Gold and 
Silver, Braſs and Iron, to make all things neceſ- 
lary to the work, Wherefore if he pulled __ 
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js || the Houſe he was able to build it ſtraight waies a- 
eS ain, | 

Ne So he pulled down the. Houſe, and repaired it 
t, (+. again, and finiſhed it in length a hundred cubits, 
fo al of white Marble ſo that the-whole heighc of the 
fm ſtone was in all, a hundred and twenty cubics.

d | He made alſo a Vine, of gold a marvellous cun- 
y ning piece of work, che arms thereof or bigger 
ie branches, were glittering gold, the leſſer bran- 
5 | ches, ſlips, or lateſt ſhoots of gold, ſomewhat red, - 
Ty and all above was yellow gold, whereupon hung 


e | cluſtersof Cryſtall. The Vine was ſo great that ic 
weighed a thouſand pound weight of pure gold. 
In all the world was nor the like to be ſeen, He 
made alſo a porch, and before the porch two walls 
of Silver , marvellouſly- and canningly wroughr. 
Behind the houſe toward the Weſt, he made a 
court of a hundred fifty cubics long, and a hune 
dred in breadth, which was paved with pure Mar: 
ble. Toward the ſouth and north, the lengch of 
the court was alſoa hundred and fifty cubits, and 
a hundred in bredch. He ereCted in it alſo a bhun- 
dred and fifty Pillars of white Marble in 4 ranckss 
Thelengch of one ranck was fourty cubics,and eve- 
' Ty Pillar was fourty cubits high, and three cubirs 
thick, Z G 2 Fhe 
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The pillars were all of like meaſure*', asthe 
Court of the North ſide, and of the South was 
alſo of like meaſure, with all the pillars thereof. 
Towards the eaſt, the court contained ſeven hun-- 
dred and twenty cubirs,even to the brook Cedron: 
no man ever ſaw the like building in all the world, 
The Vine that he made, placed he before the 
porch : In ghe extreafh parts of the Court, he 
made al{o walks and galleries of ſuch height that 
they that walked therein, might cally fee the 
waters running in the brook Cedron by the ſpace | 
of a Cubir; Berween the porch and the houſe al- | 
ſo ( as though it were a vail or partition ) the. | 
King made a wall of Silver, of half an handfull 
thick. In the which was a door of beaten gold, 
and upon the gate a (word of gold of cwelve pound | 
weight, There were certain Poſies gravenin the | 
ſword, as thisz What ſtranger ſoever approached 
nigh here, let him dye for it, So the things that 
Herod made in the Temple, were wonderfull : 
neither was there ever heard of in all the world, 
any King that was able to ere ſuch a building, 

When the work was finiſhed, the King ſent to | 
Saroas his paſtures, for his Cattel, from whence | . 
were brought him three hundred young Bullocks, | | 
and very many ſheep. according to his Princely | 
eſtate. So then they dedicated and hallowed the | 
houſe with great joy and gladnefſs. | 

There was one certain day in the year, when as 
the King was accuſtomed to make a grear feaſt to 
all his Courc, to all his Nobles and Sages in Iſ- 

racl: Againſt that ſelf ſame day the King was 
. minded 


a 
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minded to finiſh his works, which made both him 
more glad, and all hispeople, Theſame allo was 
commanded to be done in all the Provinces of his 


. \ Kingdom, ſending his Letters by his Purſuivants 
tothe Noble men, Captains, and Prefidents of the 


Provinces, that they would obſerve chat day af- 
rer the ſame manner every year. The people 
alſo that were ſquandred in cheit enemies coun- 


| tries, their head Rulers and Captains came out of 


every Country, far and neer, to ſce the Houſeand 
the King, for they could never believe ic, ill they 
had ſeen it: and when they had ſeen it, it excee- 
ded far that chey bad heard of it. 

Theſe things done, the Kings two Sons, A/ex+ 


ander and Ariſtobulus which he had by Marim, 


came home from Rome to Feryſa/emin a great heat 
and fury, with a ſtrong company, yea their kearts 
were very heavy alſo; for A'exander the elder 
had married theiKing of Capadect as Daughter, 
and Ariſtobulus the Daughter ot Salumith the King 
his Fathers Siſter. Theſecoming to Jeruſalem, 
went not to the Court to do their duty to the 
King their Father, neither would they fee him: 


. whereby the King gathered, they went deviting 


ſome miſchief againſt him: Moreover, all his men 
gave him warning to take heed of them, and to 
keep his power or Guard about him. | He bad a 
Wife of baſe ſtock out of the Country, before he 
came to the Kingdom, by whom ke had a fon nam- 
ed Antipater, And when he had put Marimi his be- 
loved wife to death,he called home his wife, which 


he had diſdained before, to his Court. 
WA Where- 
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Wherefore, now ſeeing the two Sons of Mapi« }; ': 
1i hated him, he appointed Antipater his ſon 'to 
be heir apparant, and toraiſe his eſtimation, he 
gave him all kis treaſure, made him Lord and ru- þ 
ler of all that he had, affirming thar he ſhould 
raign after him, This Antipater had a (ubtile wit, 
and his talk was daily to his Father; 1f it like your 
Majeſty, wherefore ſhould you give me all theſe things, 
when as theſe two Lions ſhall be ever in my topy and 
ready to (deſliroy me.» By ſuch ſurmiſed means he 
Taiſed diſcord and hatred between them and their | 
ug albeit the King was loath to hurt his two 
ons, 

Not long after he took his journey to Rowe to 4 
Oftavian, and his fon Alexander waited on him, 
hoping that Ofavian would be a means for him 
to turn his fathers hatred from him, and pur all 
malice out of his mind. When the King was come 
thither, Ofavian rejoyced much at his coming, 
ſaying,]I have thoughr long to ſee thee. To whom | 
haſt thou leffthe Land of Fuda? Herod anſwered, 
for the homage that I owe untomy Lord che Em- 
perour, Iam come to appear before him, and to 
declare my chances with this my ſon his Servant, 
So he told him the whole matter, from the be- 
ginning to the end. T hen Otavian Auguſtus bla- 
med the young man, becauſe he hated his Father. 
The young man anſwered, How can I otherwiſe 
do? How can | forget the moſt chaſt womb that 
bareme, which was the holy ſtock. If I forget my 
mother that was ſlain guiltleſs and wichout crime, 
then let me forgetmy right hand, 'Theſe and _

\ Hike words ſpake the young man, not withont tears 
\ in the preſence of O7Z4vian;lo that his bowels were 

much moved, and the Noble men that were abouc 
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O#avian, could not abſtain from weeping, but la- 
mented greatly, 

OFavian firſt reproved Herod for his great tranſ- 
crefiion and cruelty z then laboured he to pacify 
the young man with comfortable words, bidding 
him to honor his Father, and to ſubmit himſelf 
unto him. When he had done as he was willed 
( for he would not ſtrive againſt the Emperour's 
commandment ) OfJavian took the young man by 
che hand, and pur it into Herods boſome. Then 
his Father kiſſed and embraced him, ſo that they 
both wept; afrer that chey took their leave and de- 
parted from OFavian who comforted chem, & gave 
them a gift, committing ic into Herods hands. 

Herod yer perceived,that the hatred of the chil- 
dren of M#rimi would not be appealed ; where- 
upon when he came home to Feraſelem, he called 
together all the Elders of {ſrael and faid unto 
them, I had determined once to place one of my 
Sons, Captain over the people of the Lord, bur I 
might not do it withouc the conſent of QQFavian 
Augnſtus, 

Now therefore I have appointed my three Sons, 
and have divided my Kingdom equally amongſt 
them : Help ye them againſt their enemies, bur 
In no wiſe ſhall ye help one of chem againſt ano- 
ther: And if ye perceive any breach of friend- 
{hip between chem, do what lyeth in you ro make 
itup, Whereunto he made them (wear preſently 
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in Jeruſalem; and the bond being made, each man 


"d 


departed hometo his houſe. 

Bur for all this, the hacred between Antipater 
and his two brethren was nothing diminiſhed, for 
he feared them, becauſe they were of the houſe 
of Chaſmonany , .and allied with Kings of grear 
power; he ſuborned therefore falſe accuiers, to 
ſay unto the King that the young men , ſons of 
Murim:i were determined to deſtroy him : Like- 
wiſe he ſet variance between Sa/um:th and them, 
for ſhe was in greater eſtimation chan he, inſo- 
much that the King did nothing wichour her coun- 
ſell ; che ſame wrought he alſo becween Pheroras 
the Kings brother and them. But co Sa/umith he 
ſaid, doeft thou not conſider how the ſons of M1+ 
rim; know that cheir mother was put to death by 
thy counſel! ? therefore if they may bring to pals 
to make the King away, they will hew thee to pie- 
ces. But when the young men heard this, they 
came before the King, and ſwore, they never in- 
rended Go hurt their Father, and wich weep ng 
Fhey fo perſwaded the King that he believed them, 
and chey got his favour again: whereat Autipater 
was nor a little difpleaſed,therefore he hired falſe 
witneſſes, to ſay they ſaw Alexander the Kings 
Son upon a cer:ain night, with his ſword drawn 
before the Kings Palace, minding co murther 4u- 
tipater, Hc {uboincd allo certain of che Kings ſer- 
vancs co wictne(s againlt 4 exarnder, that he ſhould 
give themgreatrewards to allure them to his plea- 


ſure,and to abuſe them in unnaturail venery,which 


they refuled. Morcover, that he defired chem 
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we poyſon the King, which they would not agree 
) alſoco do : Whereup:n the King was fore dif- 


pleaſed cowards him, commanding not only him, 


| buc all that cook his part, or defended his integri- 
ty to be apprehended aiid pur in priſon,that exe- 


curion mighc be dune upon them. Then Alexans 
der writ knro Arch:/aus his Facher in Law, 
dehring 4iim to come to fersſalem to his Father 
Herod. 

This Archelaus was a very wiſe man, and a 
Noble Counſellor : when he was come to Fernſz- 
lem, Herod was very glad of his coming, and de- 
manded what matters brought him thither at chat 
p1eſent, he anſwered,l have heard that Alexaxder 
thy Sun, and my Son in law, hath attempted co 
rebell againſt thee ; Ic is not poſſible but my dau- 
ghter his Wife ſhould be acceſſary of this thing, 
and yet ſhe hath not ſhewed ir unto thee, where- 
fore | utcerly deteſt her, as one that hath conſpi- 
red againſt thee; yet neverthelefle, ] know 
well, that for the love thou beareſt unto me, 
thou wouldeſt ſpare her; for this cauſe 1 am 
come unto thee, that when thou haſt put him 
to death , I alſo may ſlay my Daughter; for it 
is better that we ſhould make chem away, than 
they us. ' 

Herod hearing this, was very glad,and gave cre- 
dit to his friendſhip : when Arche/aus perceived 
that Herod had a good opinion of him, he altered 


bis communication, ſaying to the King ; Firſt ler 


us diligently examine, and well try the cauſe, 
foralmuch as there are many falle witneſſes , 


and 
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and lying perſons inthe world,and let us not ſhed 


innocent blood upon any uncertainty : For Ar. Y 


chelaus had a great ſuſpi-jon that Herod had given 


too leight credit, knowing how ready he was to þ 
hear an evil tale, which was the cauſe of the mil- 


chief, that befe]l upon the people of his houſe: 
Wel, Herod thought his counſel good, One of them 
thac accuſed the kings children, was Pheroras the 
kings brother ; and to ſay the truth, he was the 
chief of all. Herod loved Archelaus,the king of Caps 
padocia as himſelf. Arcbelaus perceiving,turned his 
tale ro rebukethe king, ſaying, Thou art now wax» 
en old,& well ſtricken in years,thou (uffereſt theſe 
backbicers to rule thee, who ſtir thee to work all 


theſe miſchiefs in thy houſe; yea, Pheroras thy 


brother hath falſely provoked thee againſt thy 
ſons. WhenPheroras heard theſe words, he was ſore 
afraid,for indeed he had ſeduced'the king. There 
fore came Pheroras ro Archelaus,and beſought him 
to ſave his life. Archelaus anſwered him, If thou 
wilt obtain pardon for thy wickedneſs, come and 
fall before his feer, and confeſs that thou haſt ſpo- 
ken falſely againſt his ſons,chen will promiſe thee 
that he ſhall be merciful un:o chee,and to his ſons; 
Pheroras did (o, confelled that he had falſely ac- 
cuſed the kings Sons : Then Archelaus beſought

Notwithſtanding, An:iparer lingred for the ſpace 
of {ix monechs, to ſee it he might learn ſome- 
vhar of kis facher”s doings, but he could hear 
nothins : The meiſengers his father had ſent, 
lay upon him every day and urged him to make 
haſte ; Thercfore at the ſeven monechs end, he 
took his journey towards Fudea, and came to 


(eſarea. There heard he his father had taken 
diſpleaſure with his Mother, and baniſhed 
A H L & 
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her the Court, but he could not learn what ſhould 
be the cauſe, therefore he was ſtrucken with ſuch 
fear, thar he would have gone back again. But 


they that waiced upon him, being defirous to go 
home to their houſes, and famtlies, dealr crattily 


with him, and perſwaded him, that if he ſhould | 


now turn back out of his way, he ſhould juſtitic 
his enemies words to be true ; but if thou come 
once to thy fathers preſence(fay they) who loveth 


thee ſo entirely,thou ſhalt. prevail againit thy foes, .| 
and get the upper hand of them that trouble thee,” 


50 he followed their counſe], and came to Je» 


Tuſalem. When he entred inco the City, no man 


came forth to meet him, nor once to bid him wel- 
come home : For all the people hated him for his 
lyes, ſflanders, perverſe and wicked counſel, bur 
chiefly for fear of the King. Yet went he forward 
to the Court,although with a fearful heart: When 
he came to the King*s preſence, he fell down and 
did his duty : but the king turned away his face, 
and could not abide to look upon him. He went 
home therefore unto his houſe with a heavy heart) 
hanging down his head,and hiding his face, There 
his mother told him how their counſel concerning 
the vial of poy{on was bewrayed,and howythe king 
was wonderfully incenfed coward him:chat increa- 
ſed bis fear more and more. The next day by the 
kings command he was brought forth, and, before 
all che chief of Iſrael aſſembled rogecher,the king 
ſat to judge Antipater's cauſe: There the king 
rehearſed unto them, his ſons lewdneſle and lyes, 


how he had ſeduced him, and incited him to res 
| his 
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his children that were of the kings blood, far bet” 
rer and more virttons than he ; inſomuch that 
with a loud voice the king burſt out,and bewailed 
his Wife Mrrim: whom he put to death without a 
cauſe, and his two fons,that they that were far off 
might hear him. 

Then Antipater lift up his head and began to 
ſpeak craftily and ſubtilly, Firſt he forgot norco 
give gentle words to pacifie his father*s wrath (but 
that he couid noc do ; ) after, he fell co entreaty in 
ſuch lort,that ai} che Nobles were moved to pity, 
and bewailed his evil Forrune, not wichouc tears, 
ſave only Nira'es the kings Secretary, who loved 
the kings children that were? pur ro death. He re- 
buked chem allchar were forry for the calamicy of 
Antipater,crying with all kis might; Where areye 
Alexander and Aryt151/us that were {lain guiltle(s? 
Lifc up your heads and behold this wicked man 
fall inco the pit that he himielfmiade ; lee how his 
foot is carched in the ner, that he laid himſelf for 
others. Mark youno:.how your Maker revengetch 
your dean, and requirech your blood at his hand 
m the time of his d-{rruction ? For the wicked man 
is ſpared unt:! the time ft his d-ath. So the King 
himfelf very much incenſ-d. fent to ferch a con= 
demned perſoa 0::; ot prikon, who being brought 
before them, and ra!lti:g a -litiie of the poyton in 
the V:al, teil down 1ca-1 cherewich, 

Then the Krug comraanded Antipzter tobe car- 
ried to priſon,and ro be» lat:tin ttrong irons, The 
fortieth year of his rei_n, which was the (every 
year of his age, Kinz Ferod fell fick , and na 
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remedy, no Phyfick could be found to help him, 


neither his ſervants nor Phy fitians could procure 


him any reſt, ſo grievouſly came his difeafe upon | 


| him, wich ſhortneſſe of his breath, and through 
the anguiſh of the manifold evils that had hapned 
upon him by his own folk : Whereupon he cryed 
out, faying, Wo may he be, that hach nonelefr to 
ſucceed him in his Kingdom, nor none to go be- 
fore his Coffin, and mourn for him ac his death, 
Then called he to his remembrance his wife Marj- 
mi, and his two fons, rehearfing them by name, 
howling and weeping ſi1}| continually. Upon a cer- 
rain day when his ſickneſs came ſore upon him, he 
called to his ſervants co ferch him ſome pleaſanc 
Applegto ſee if it might comfort his hearcz8 when 
they bad brought ic,he asked for a knife ro cut it, 
and one was brought him. Then he gathered his 
ftrength unto him,and reared himſelf up upon his 
left arm,and perceiving his life co be full of forrow, 
and lamentation, he took the knif with his right 
hand, and fetched his ſway to thruſt ic into his 
belly.; bur his ſervants ſtept to him and caught his 
arm, holding his hands, and would not ſuffer him 
co doit:then wept he ſore,and all his ſervants, that 
their voice was heard our of the Courr,and ſhortly 
all the City was in an uprore, ſaying, T he King is 
dead,the King is dead. Antipater being in the pri- 
ſon, heard the noiſe, and asked, What buſineſs is 
this? they anſwered him, The King is dead. Then 
he rejoyced wonderfully,ſaying unto the Jaylors, 
Strike off my irons, and let me out, that 1 may go 
to che Palace, and I will remember thee with a 
good 
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good turn; the Keeper anſwered, I fear let the 
King be yet alive,[ will go therefore and know the 
truth,andcome again by an by, Atipater ſeeing he 
could nor ger looſe, wept for anger art the keeper : 
So the keeper cameto the Court,which being cold 
to the King,he commanded him to be brought be- 
fore kim; then che King asked him, Waat did A4u- 
tipater ( |] pray thee ) when he heard this mourn- 
ing,and that | was dead ? The keeper anſwered,He 
was very glad thereof,and when I] would not (mice 
off his irons and ler him our, he wept for anger : 
The King cryed unto his Lords,See how he haceth 
me, being yet 1n priſon, if he were here, he would 


- do what he could co kil me;he would nor do as my: 


ſervants did, make hafte co wreſt the knife our af 
my hand, As true as God liveth, he ſhall never 
have that which he gapeth for , ſo the King com- 
manded he ſhould be pur to death : and there 
was not one that would intreat for him, or deſire 
the King to the contrary, but every man was glad 
of his deſtruion. 

The King commanded the keeper to bring him 
forth to the Market-place z which done, his head 
was cut off,and ſo he mitſed of his purpaſe: More- 
over the King commanded his body to be taken 
and carried to the City of 4nkalia, there to be 
buried, bur not in the Cicy ; That done, and che 
people being returned from the burial, the King 
{enc to call all the Nobles of Iſrael togecher, and 
enforcing his ftrengch,he (at up in his bed, & com - 
manded to call his fon Archel/aus, on whom the laid 
his hands, and made him King over Tſree/; th-n 
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ſhouted every man,God ſave the King. The King 
lived five dayes afcer the execution of A4tipater, 
then he fainted and died, He raigned over Iſrael 
40.years z he was a worthy Warriour, a wile and 
prudent man,a goodly man of perſon, having God 
on his ſide. He ever loved the Sages Hille/,and $2- 
MJ, with their companions : he enriched the ſe- 
cond Houſe, more than all other Kings, and was 
more liberal than all the Kings that were before 
him. His gifts and rewards were rich,for he coun- 
ted Gold and Silver,as chaffe and ſtones : he kepr 
Iſrael in peace from all his enemies : he bui ded 
alſoa fairer Temple than King Solowon; but he 
made the yoke of tribute znd exzficn in Iſrael 
more heavy,and gave open ear to evii congues. He 
was a cruel blood-ſhedder of poor and innocent 
perſons,and Archelaus his ſon reigned in his zoom. 
He willed, before his death, that hey ſhould bury 
him i che Ciry of Erodion.two da'es journey and 
a half from Fer«ſa/em : So they pur him in a Cohn 
covered with Gold, ſet here and there with pre- 
cious ſtones, Fhe Bed under him was wrought 
with Gold,and full of precious ftones; likewiſe up- 

on his head was a cloth vi Rayes powdred with 

precious fiones, and upon that a Royal Crown, 

made faſt to the left fide of the Cofin,and on the 

right fide was a Regal Scepter ; upon the Bier was 

alſo a cloth of Riyes, very thick powdred with 

precious ſtones, Cry (tal, Amerhyſts, and very ma- 

ny aphirs. Tnen all the chief men of War went a- 

bou: him in their coats of fence, and drawn ſwords 

in their hands, with helmets on their heads 

as 
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as in the time of war. After them came Archelaus 
hisſon that was made King ; then foilowed him all 
the people : There were fifty of his ſervants that 
went abour the Bier,every one having achathndiſh 
of Gold in his hand, wherein they burnt (weer 
woods,and perfumes concinually;as many as went 
about him, caſting upon the Hearle pure Myrrhe.. 
Hz was born by certain great Lords, and Noble- 
men of Iſrael, upon their ſhouldders, going lei- 
ſurely, and with a majeſty, till chey came to Ero- 
dion; where they buried him with great honour, 
the like was never done to any King, Theſe things 
done, there reſorted togecher ſuch as hated He- 
rod, and were weary of their own lives whiles he 
lived, rejoycing that they had eſcaped his 
hands,faying ; We have looked till our eyes blears 
ed, waiting for the death of Herod that Tyrant 
and blood{hedder, that oppreſſed us with ſuch 
heavy yokes; thar left us nothing to live on, for 
the tributes and raxes that he laid upon us ; yet 
now Archelaus his ſon is worſe than he: Wherefore 
they conſulced togerher, and caſt their minds and 
good will coward Artipater the fon of Salumith, 
the Kings Siſter, one of the blood of Chaſmonany, 
and wene with himto Ofavian Anguſtus, requeſting 
him to tranſlate the kingdom from Archelays to 
Antipater ; bur he would not grant them their 
ſuite : yea, he rather confirmed and atſured the 
kingdom to Archelaus, who wropght wickedneſs in 
the fight of the Lord ; for he married his brother 
Alex anders Wife,that had children by 4/exanger, 
and commirted many grzat offences.

Archelaus alſo that was depoſed before, died'in 
the time of this Tiberius raign, Then Tiberius

was 11, years, In Agrippss time died Tiberius Ca 


| ſer, and Caits ſucceeded him: This Caius called 


himſelf a God, and would ſuffer no ran to ware» 
ſhip any thing in his Empire but himſelfe - he 
continued nor long in this dignity, bur decayed 
and died, Afcer him ſucceeded Clauydins.

ſure ar. ny 

Ic chanced that B:roxice, King Agrippa's lifter, | « 
came at that time to Jeruſalem our of devotion to | p 
vific the holy place. She ſeeing Florus violently 
oppreſs the people, and for payment of exaCtions 
and tallage ro {lay many of chem, even at the en+ 
trance of the I emple, ſhe came forth weeping un- 
to Florus, beleeching him to ſpare the people; for 
ſhe pitied them very greatly: Yet Florys relented F 
nothing; but when ſhe was departed from him he 
flouted and mocke her, though {he were the Kings 
ſiſter, and that in the Temple of the Lord. 

There was preſent at chat time a valiant young 
man,Eleaſar the ſon of 441i the high Prieſt. He 
while his facher :yas ex<cuting his office, could 
not abide to ſee the .iraclites ſo miſuſed at F!o- 
rs hands, but bei::2 kindled with a fervent zeal, 
{ſounded a Trumper, whereby there aſſembled a- 
bour him forthwith divers companies of young - 
men, goodly warriours, by whoſe ayd he rai- 
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ſed a great commotion , and encountered whh 
Florus and the Roman ſouldiers, of whom he 
ade a great {laughcer, prevailing much; and,get- 
ting at length the upper hand of Florws, over- 


threw all the hoſt, ſo that Florus was conſtrained 


| ro fly alone our of Jeruſalem unto Egypt. In the 


way as he fled, he chanced to meer with King 
Agrippe coming from Rome, from Nero Ceſar, and + 
going home into Fudea, to whom Florus declared 
what had hapned him through the yourh of che 


' Jews at Jeruſalem: And as Agrippe had paſied 


lea» þ+ 


Egypt, and drew toward Jeruſalem, his fiſter Be- 
roxice direCted her letters unto him, moving him 
rorejoyn with the Jews, and to aid cher: the peo- 
ple allo caine wholly the ſpace of fourty miles our 
ofthe City of Jeruſalem co meet him, and fel down 
flat before him, crying, God ſave our King A- 
grippa. Bur the King ſtudied all he might to pro- 
cure quietnels and peace tothe City and people: 
So he entred into Jeruſalem, accompanied with 


two Noble men of Kome, worthy Captains, whom 


he brought wich him in his train ; And whenne 
came into the midſt of che City, the people crv- 
ed mainly out upon him, ſaying, Deliver ws, O 
King, and let thy hand aud heip be on our fide, to 
ſuccour us, for we will never more be under the Ro- 
man ſubjeFion, The King hearing chis, pityed the 
people very much ; norwichſtanding, he was not 
content that they were mind«d to Rebel againit 
the Roman Empire. Wherefore he called rhe peo- 
ple together at the entrance of the Court of 
the Temple, where were preſent the Elders of 
P Iſrael 


\ = 
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Iſrae), and all the chief men, with the high Prieſt 
Antani , and declared unto them the power of 
the Romans, the ſtrength of their Kingdom, and 
what Nations round abour them they had ſubdu- 
ed, in ſuch ſort, as no remainder of them was 
left: Wherefore he beſought them not to provoke 
the Romans, nor to deſtroy the people remaining 
in Ifrael. * 

He added moreover, If ye will give ear to mine 
advice ( ſaith he) T know zt well dear breathren, 
that there reſteth in your hearts @ great grief, and 
1 my ſelf am full of ſorrow and anguiſh, that we are 
not of power to withſtand the Romans ; albeit, if you 
will be ruled by my Counſel, ye ſhall find a redreſs for 
this matter. For where Counſel z, and good deli- 
beration, there's ſafety, and things come to proſperous 
ſucceſs; ye ſhall ſuſtain for a while the yoak of the 
Roman Captains, till [ may certify Nero of the mat- 
fer by my Letters, and entreat him to rid us of theſe 
Rulers ; I beſeech you, be not haſty of Liberty: M- 
ay ſeeking liberty, have fallen into further captivity 
and greater bondage ; there be among our people ma» 
ny evil diſpoſed perſons, whoſe delight is in wars, for 
it is their whole ſtudy ; among ft whom many good men 
do alſo periſh; wherefore hear my word;: as for them 
that be wiſe, they may perceive th? matter themſelves; 
they that lack experience , let them learn wiſdom at 
my ſayings. Keep trerefore ſilence, which ſhall be as 
well to mine, as to your own commodity, for I ſhall not 
need to ſtrain myſelf, but ſpeak the (»ftlier wit hleſs 
pain; and ye on the other ſide may the better hear ant 
underſtand what Tſay. If ye bold not your peacc, # 
ſa 
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| ſal have two diſcommodities;ye ſhal interrupt my come 


munication, and hinder your ſelves from hearing. But 
now to the purpoſe: Te ſhall be content, aud ſuffer till 
I write to Rome of theſe _— that Ceſar may 
remove theſe evill Rulers, afid (en us them that be 
more human, and gentle; If ye may have ſuch a one, 
then ſhall ye not think your ſelves in bondage, but in 
liberty; and worthily, for then only is ſervitude griee 
pousy when as the Ruler is an unjuſt man , and wick » 


| ed. Now therefore ſtay your ſelves, quarrel not with 


them; for although they be wicked, yet will they be 
aſhamed to do wrong openly, for what they do, they 
do it ſecretly; but if ye ſhould accuſe them too much, 
they would rub their forebeads, and do it epenly with- 
out all ſhame; ſo ſhon!d you make of your Fuages, and 
Rulers,your open Enemies: But it were far bettey to 
ſuffer an unjuſt governour, then a juſt enemy ; for the 
one robbeth men privily, the other zs au open deſtroyers 
provoke them not therefore. ( onſider the wild beaſts 
that be under mens power, and kept in chains, as Lye 
ons, Bears, and Leopards : if a man let them alone, 
they are quiet axd harm ns man ; but if a mango to 
their dens and anger them, they will fly upon him, aud 
worry him, and others too that be preſent : The ſaws 
ye may perceive in a fever, and an ague, which if @ 
man will go about to cure at the beginning, he ſhall 
make it more 'grievouw, but if be will remedy jt by 
leiſure the fervency of it will eaſily be quenched. Now 
therefore refrain your ſelves, and take heed that you 
draw not Czſar upon your heads, and the whole Ry- 
man Empire: Czlar coveteth wot your harm, neithesy 
ſent be unto you theſe Rulers ta þurt you ; his eyes Cans 


uot 
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wot fee from Eaft to Weſt, nor hs band reach from| 


Rome hither, for it is fleſh and blood ; but if you 
will abide,till T may ſend Embaſſadours to Ceſar, 1 
doubt not but I ſhall remove theſe Rulers, and r14 jou 
of them peaceably, without any war, or bl;od ſhed, 


Tf ye be ntterly determined to refit the Roman Em-|. 


pire, you ſhall underſtand, you be in no wiſe able to qþ 
it, fer God w every where on their fide, ſo that thy 
be Lords throughont all the world, and all peoply ſerve 


th:m, and fpall do ſo till their end ſhall come : But 


if je will not do this for your own ſakes, yet do it for 
' yory own Conntries ſake, your children, and wines, 
the Sanfuary and Prieſts, whom ye are bound to love 
aud fpare, leſt ye caſt away and undo them all at 
once. FT beſeech you take my words in good part, far 
T bave ſpoken nothing but that is for your good , and 
that may further our peace with the Romans, which 
1 woſt wiſh: If you will be ruled and chiſe peace, 1 
will take your part, and do the beſt T can for youzhut 
if yew will needs have ways, ye ſhall have it alone for 
me, I will not medal: with you. - 

With this Agrippa fell on weeping, and ſo did 
a'!fo ail the Elders with him , and the men of moſt 
wifdom, the chief in all Iſrael; yea Anani the 


high Prieſt alſo could not refrain from tears : | 


Nortwichftanding, Eleazer his flour ſon, with his 
rours of warlike young men about him, they wept 
not at al], nor wouid hearken or give any ear co 
wholefom Counteli, bur all at once with -therr 
drawn ſwords, violently ruſhed upon the Roman 
Caprains thar came with Agrippa and (lew them, 
their men , and all the multitude thac was with 

| him 
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| bim if Feruſalem, and Fudea. The Elders in F- 


dea, with the wiſeſt and goodlieſt Traclites, ſee 
ing what was done, departed from Fernſalem, fea- 
ring Nero, and the cruelty of the Romans: theres 
fore they took the Town of Sion, and remained 


_ there; for they would not be taken of the Romans 


co be of the ſame confederacy with the other: The 
ſeditious hearing that, took the Temple of the 
Lord; ſo ſedition and civil wars fell between the 


| Seditious, and the Ancients : For when Eleaſar 


beard, that the Elders and the heads of the peo- 
ple were fled to the Mount Sox, he and his com- 
pany ſetupon them, prevailed againſt them, and 
ſlew a great many of them. Agrippe perceiving the 


| power of the ſeditious grew apace, he (ent our of 
' his camp, where he fay withouc the Town, two 


valiant Captains,one named Darzys, the other Phz- 
lippus, with 6000. men to {uccour thoſe Elders and 
Sages, that were deſirous of peace: - Theſe prevai- 
led againſt Eleeſar, and the ſeditious that took 
his partz madea great {laughter of them, skirmiſh- 
ing fer the ſpace of ſeven daies together y and at 
length put them to flight, and purſued them to 
the Temple. From that time forch the wars in- 
creaſed more and more, between Eleaſar and his 
complices, and Agrippe with his hoaſt, and che Sa- 
ges, Elders, and Princes that took their part. 
Upon a time when the Captains of A4grippe en- 
tred the Temple,cercain cut- throat murderers,rat- 
ſed by che ſeditious, mixt chemſel ves amonglt the 
Kings bands,and getting behind cheir backs, woun- 
ded them wich daggers chat they had under their 
jackets;

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kers; fo that the Kings ſouldiers having Lauin- 
ces , and great arming ſwords in their hands,

ſuch as they tle in the wars, could not wield Þ 


chem in the preſs; by this means many of them 
were flam, and the ſeditious got the vifory. 
Thus Darius and Philippus with the Roman Army 
were put to flight, and che Elders wich the Sages 
that were deſirous of peace, departed out of town, 
and fied to King Agripps, Then had Eleaſar and 
the ſedicious che whole rule of the Cicy, and all 
eo cheir greasdawage ; for thefury of the fediti- 
ous increaſed to ſuch outragioufneſs, that chey 
fer a fire King Agrippe's houſe that he had in Fe+ 
rrfalem, ſpoiled all his treaſure, and all that was 
#ny ching worth they divided amongtt clicimlclves, 
They burnr che books of acccunts, and bills of 
debts, every one thar were in his Palace, Ber- 
nice's houſe alfa, the Kings ſiſter they ſer on fire; 
and they flew a)] the cunning Artificers that were 
Maſters of the Kings works; ſo their rule and 
power in the City,gvrcw every day more and more 
grievous then ocher. 
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N thoſe daies dwelr the Jews and Aramites to- Þ 
F gether in all the Cities of Syr/a, amongſt whom Þ 


alſo was war waged : for the Ceſarians brought 
the Romans into the Town againſt che Jews, and 


few them as many as they could find in the Town. 
T he 
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. miftrufting any ſuch matcer, 
© Fernſalem heard how the Aramites had deale with 
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The Damaſeciaxs alfo confpired together to de- 
' flroy all che yo that dwelt amongſt them, which 


thing ehey kept ſecret from their wives, becauſe 


' for the moſt parc they favoured the Fews religion. 


Therefore the Aremites upon a certain night ar- 
med for the _—_ , beſet all che wates and en- 
trafices into the Town, and houſes alſo, and flew 
about ten thoufand of the Fews,coming upon them 


utiawares, when they were in their beds, nothing 
When the Fews of 


the Fews in their Countrey, ſuddenly they puc 
chemfelves in arms, and ina fury and rage, like 
as it had been Lions and Bears that had ſoft their 
whelps, they ran ro Pamaeſco, burnt their holds, 
put the Damaſecians tothe ſword, men, wonen,and 


children, even che very ſacking babes : yea, their 


Oren, Sheep, Camels, and Aﬀes, with all orher 
Carcle, leaving none alive. And thus they deale 
with many Cities of the Syrians, ſlaying and kil= 
ling them, nor ſparing ether old or young, male 
or female, but deſtroyed all in moſt cruel witez ec» 


Yeti the very Infants and fucklings they haled from 


their mothers breaſts, and murthered them, inſo- 
much chac 21] che whole land was full of che ſtink 
of rhe dead bodies that were flain, for there was 
no tran left to bury the Carkafes, Sorhe Jews was 
ſed all che Land of the &r amites; arid had deftiroy- 
ed it, had not Caſtizs a Caprain of the Ramens de» 
livered Syria and the Country of Zephz. The peo- 
ple therefore departed wholly from Aram, to re- 
curn mco Judea,and in the way they came to 5c# 
| I 


thepolis 
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thopolis a City in Syria intending to beſiege it, for 
it was yet left untouched, and was very ſtrong: Ac 
chat time allo the Fews and Aramites dwelt toge- 
ther in ic. The Fews therefore that were without, 
offered peace to the Fews that dwelt in the Town, 
bur they refuſed it, and defied them, railing at 
them, and for their friendly offer, requited them 
with approbrius words, and with injuries alſo. 
For thoſe Fews that dwelt in the aforeſaid City, 
with the Aramites, loved together like brethren, 
and for the moſt part, they were of the Leviticall 
tribe, ſtout men and hardy. The hoſt of the Few: 
without the City ſaid unto them, We come friend- 
1y unto you, and would aid youz The other Fews 
within anſwered : We will neither your friendſhip 
nor ayd: T hearmy of the Fews hearing that,con- 
ſented and agreed to raiſe their fiege, to goto Fe- 
ruſalem and there to remain; for they had a great | 
booty of Gold and Silver that they had gotten to-. 
oecherof the ſpoiles of Syria. 1 
After this the Syrians that dwelt in Sithopol# 
faid to one another, put caſe the Fews return a- 
gain, and make warupenns, ſurely if they ſhould 
ſo do, theſe Fews that dwell among us, would joyn 
with them, and deliver up the City into their 
hands, and then would they be revenged upon us, 
and deſtroy us, as they have done the other Cities 
of Syria : I herefore they agreed to ſay ynro the 
Fews and inhabitancsof the City with them, We 
underſtand your country men will invade us again, 
and make war upon us, wherefore depart ye 


forth of che City with your wives ad chil Js 
| an 
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| and Todg in the wood nigh unto the City,till their 


army be gone again, and then you ſhall return 
unto us, The Fews were content to fulfil theic 
minds, went out of the City, and placed them- 
ſelves in the wood. 

There was amongſt them a certain young man 
named Schimeon, a good man of war, fierce, big- 
made, and very ftrong withall; hein the favour 
of the Gentiles had ſlain many Fews, and deftroy- 
ed much of the people'of God, For during the 
time that the Fews befteged Scithopoly, he ifſued 
out continually, and skirmiſhed wich the hoſt of 
the Fews, many tunes putting them to flight, and 
never would (uſer them to waſte the Town, or to 
do any harm to the inhabitants thereof. 

Now as Schimeon with his father Saul, an ho- 
neſt old man, and the reft of the people of che 


Fews that dwelt in Scithopoliz, remained altogether 


bodily inthe Wood, without miſtruſting any harm; 
the Romans joyned with the Syrians in greatnum- 
ber, entred che Wood, and flew the Fews, all chat 
ever they could find, to the number of thirteen 
thouſand ; Schimeon himfelf with his father and 
their familtes , had pitched their tents nigh unto a 
fair founcain thac was in the Wood,to whom when 
their enemies came to ſlay them, and deftroy their 
whole families, Schimeon ran upon them with his 
drawn fword, made a great ſlaughter of them, and 
conſtrained them to retire: Bur when a great mul- 
tude environed him, and he perceived all the reſt 
of the Fews were {lain, he with the houſhold only 
remaining, neither ſaw he any way to eſcape; he

withal ; yea, beth thcir blood and mine have-I pledge 
ed. nnto. you, and have kept inviolated the love of 
ftrangers,hating my own-people, of whom for your plea» 
ſures, 1 bave ſlain oft both-the fathers and the chil« 
dren;, and. now. ye render evil for the good I have done 
unto you... But indeed God of his juſt judgment hath 
ſtirred. you up toreward, me in thisſort, to wurther me, 
that hath. ſo of tex preſerved you: Now therefure ye 
ſhall bear me witneſs that I ſhall ſufficiently and ſharps» 
ly enough, take vengeance of my own life, not without 
rage and fury, moſtſeverely, becauſe T have ſlain my 
fellows and.friends; TI will therefore ſlay my ſelf, to 
be avenged. of my ſelf ;for my brothers blood that T have 
ſhed, and ſoſpall Therevenged of their blogd; and ye 
ſhall well perceive me to be of that courage, that ra» 
ther than ye ſhall ſlay me, and after boaſt and brag 
bow. ye have kjlled Schimeons. I will bereave my ſelf 
of my life, aud puniſh the ſhedding of my brothers blood 
10 otherwiſe, than the Law. puniſheth a murtherer and 
wan killer. 

When be. had ſpoken this, his eyes were filled 
with 


, 
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with blood, and his face with rage, and ſe infla- 
med wich fury, laying aparc all picy, ran and 
caught hold of his father, haled him our of the 
Wood, and (ſlew him : Then flew he his mother, 
Jeft ſhe ſhould increat him For the children, and 
be ſorry for their ſakes: That done,hjs wife came 
running of her own accord, and he'd her neck 
down to the ſword, left The ſhonld be conſtrained 
ro ſee her children dye. Yea, Schimeons children 
came and offered rhemſelves to be Nain, leſt they 
ſhould ſee rhe death of their father , or remain af- 
ter him to be delivered to the enemies. After this 
he flew all his whole family that nor one of his 
ſhould come into che hands of cheir enemies, Fi- 
nally, he gathered their bodies together into one 
place, like a valiant ſtout warrior, and then bold- 
ly goared himſelf on his own ſword, left any man 
elſe ſhould impair, his ſtrength, or boaſt that he 
had killed hitn, 

All this Schimeon did with a great coutage; to 
take puniſhment of himſelf, becauſe he had be- 
ſtowed his love rather upon ſtrangers, than upon 


his own people, and to declare his force and man- 
hood. 


So he digd an abominable and derteſtable 
death, ve ol ic was an argument of his haugh- 
ty AEAnNg great courage, as it is faid be» 


fore "3&7 0! 

Now when the Fews had thus rebelled againſt 
the Romans; and flain their ſouldiers, and Cap- 
tathggrRing Agrippe Went to Rome and recoum- 
ted unto Nero Ceſar che Emperor of Rome, all

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that was hapned; whereupon Nero ſent Captain 

Caſſius ( that was at that time in Szri4, and had | 
made war upon the King of Perſia, and vanquilh- 
ed him and all his power, and ſubdued his domi- | 

nions to the Romans; ) and with him a puiffant 
Army of the Romans, commanding him to go 

into 7udea, to offer peace unto the people, to 

comfort them, and to bring them again into 

league with the Romans, if ic might be, Caſſius 

therefore took his journey towards F»dea, Agrip- 

pe mer him in the way, and informed him what 
had hapned unto him concerning the Fews ; how 

he had offered them peace, and they would have 

none of it ; how allothey had burnt his Palace, 

and ſacked it - Caſſius hearing that, was very glad 

that he had gotten ſuch an occaſion, to revenge 

the blood of the Romans, and Syrians, which the 

Fews had ſhed : Wherefore he levied a mighty 

Army and came to Ceſarea, and whereſoever he 

did eſpy the goodlieſt buildings , thoſe caus 

ſed he co be burnt. From thence went he to 
the City Fapho, which he beſieged both by land 

and Sea,and ae length wan it, where he flew in the 
ſtreets $4000 men. After that he came co Jad-s, 
where he firſt burnt all che Country about ic, and 
whomlſoever he caught without thg Town, he ſlew 
rhem: Bur the Citizens of Zippory. wens aut to 
meet Ceſſixs, and beſought him for peace; whom 
he ſpared ; he came not nigh their: Town, nor 
flew any that dwelt in their Countrey, Theſedi- 
tious Jews thar were in the Cicy of Zippory, hea- 
ging of Caſſi coming, fled unto the mountains 3 
| : | | bug 
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© | 
but in the way they lighted upon part of Caſſius 
Army, whereof they ilew 200 men, and woun, 
ded their Captain G/aphire : yet at Jengrh the 
ſedirious were put to flight, and many of chem- 
Glaphira with his horſmen purſued , overthrew 
and deſtroyed,the reſt fled co the mountains. Then 
Glaphira Captain of Caſſius Army, went to Ceſarea, 
that was ſubdued to the Komans, there to cure his ' 
wounds that the Jews had given him. Thence 
went he to Antipire, which as he would have aſ- 
ſautted, he perceived it to be furniſhed. wich a 
great power of the Tews, and feditious: Theſe 
hearing Caſes alſo was coming, they went pur» 
poſely ro fight with him, but perceiving that (aſs 
fix power was very great, they determined to en» 
counter with him in the plain of Gibeon, fifcy miles 
from Teruſalem : whereupon the Jews with their 
companies fained themſelves to flye, to the incenc 
they might draw the Romans after them ;. And 
within fix dates they came to Gibesn, and there 


\ reſted: Caſſius purſued afrer them-with all his hoaft, 


till he came to Gibeon, which he befteged and af- 
faulted alſo. It chanſed then upon one of the Sab- 
baths in the morning watch, the Jews ( armed at 
all points ) iſſued out of the Town, to-give theac 
enemies a Camilado; fo afcer they had given a to- 
ken of war,they marched toward the hoaſt of Ceſ- 
fius, whereof they flew 515 horſmen, and foormen 
ewenty ſeven thouſand, with the loſs of only 22. 
of their own company. In that batte]] did well 
appear the valiantneſs of M»gbas, a Captain of 


the Jews Army: One Baudius alſo played the 
| I 4 Man 
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of Eleazar the Prieft, chief of the (edicious, be ſer 
f$rſt foot within the Rowans camp. Then began 
the Jewiſh warriours to be famous, afcer they bad 
once ſo manfully incountered with the Koamans : 
This done, Caftivs and Agrippe ſent their Embaſ(- 
Fadours once again to Feruſalem, to Eleazar the 
fon of A4a»i the Prieſt, chief of the rebells that 
were in Fudea, and Fernſalem, requiring peace, 
and to come in league with Eleagur, left the peo- 
ple of the Fews ſhould be utterly deftroyed by the 
uli— incurſions, and invagons on every ide, 
But Eleazar refuſed to hear the Legates, and flew 
one of them, becauſe he made too many words, in 
perſwading the peace and league, 


people together, to go out and fight with Caſtivs; 
Eaſtins perceiving how Eleazar, and the people 
were affe&ed, and what minds they were of, how 
they had utterly conſpired to deftroy the Roways 
that were there, and to conſume them clean, ha- 


ving a ſufficient trial alſo of the force and valiant» 


neſs of the rebels ; he determined fully to go to 
Romez for he perceived he was not able to match 
withZrhe ſedicious, neither his own power tobe 
compared with theirs. Wherefore he would go ſee 
what end ſhould come of the wars,and what couns« 
ſel Ceſars Majeſty would give, Taking his jour- 
ney therefore to the City Fapho, he found there 
letters of the Romans, for thither was their army 
come. From thence went he with them and his 
OWN army to Kome, and made report to cnn -

oo this, Eleazar aflſembled the Prieſts and

The 
firſt War was made by Antiochm the wicked King 
of Macedonia z who had determined not to leave 
one man in Iſrael, His miſchievouſneſſe procees 
ded ſo far, that he flew the people of God, the 
Sages, and Wiſemen, Princes, Elders, and young 
men, children great and ſmall, Iſraelics, Levites 
alſo, and Prieſts, yntil all che chief men of Judee 
cali their heads rogether, and went to Mattharthigs 
ſon of Fochaugh the Rign Prieſt in the Mount of 
Modiit, where he hid himſelf for the iniquicy of 
Antioch and his Rulers, crying upon him, and 


ſaying, Deliver at this ſeaſon the people of the 


Lord, and never think to eſcape thy ſclf, whiles 
the moſt wicked enemy rangeth chus, 2ni{ run- 


neth upon thy people, and thedderh thy blond. .

hood,or for the Kingdom ,'A»tigonss reigned chree 
years: In his dayes Herod fled and joyned him- 
ſelf with the Romaxs, by whoſe help he flew Anti- 


' gonus the third year of his reign, and reigned after 
' him 32. years,and chen died. After Herod ſuccee- 


ded Arckelans his ſon, who was taken by the Rg- 


mans, the ninth year of hjs reign, laid in bonds, 


and ended his life at Rome, Next to hint reigned 
Antipater his brother, who changed his wame,and 
called himſelf Herod; he reigned full ten years, 
overcame and waſted Spajn, becauſe che King of 
Spain had raviſhed and caken away his brothers 
Wife, and there died. 

Afcer him followed Agrifppa, fon of Ariſfiobulns, 
trac was his brothers fon ; he reigned three and 
rwenty years, after whole death his fon Agrippe 
reigned twenty years.

The 20. yearof the reign of King Agrippe, the 
9. day of the 5.moneth,that is called Ab,viz. July: 


Nero Ceſar lenc a Preſent for a burnt-offering, to | 


be offered in the Temple at Feruyſalem, requiring 
peace of the Elders and Sages of Fudes, es. Fern 
ſalem,and that they would teceive him into league 
with rhem, ſaying ; My requeſt is, that you wonld 
offer my preſent to the Lord your God, for bis ſervice 
aud religion liketh me very well; ſo that I defire you 
to joyn in league with me,according as you have done 
with the Emperours of Rome my Predeceſſors in time 


paſt. I have heard what Caſtius the Captain of mint | 


Army hath done to yow, which diſpleaſeth me out of 
meaſure 3 wherefore 1 aſſure unto you @ faithful 
league, by the conſeut and counſel of the Senate of 
Rome, that bereafter there ſhall never any Roman 


Captain ſtir hand or foot againſt yon, but rather your þ 


Chieftains, Rulers,and Judges ſhall be all Fews, and 
of Jeruſalem : Tea Agrippa your King,ſhall be Lord 
of all your Rulers,and what he commandeth, you ſhall 
do it 3 the Romans ſhall only be called your Lords,and 
have no more to dowith you. 

So when theſe Legates came to Feruſa/em, they 
went and ſpake with Anz; the Prieft, informing 
him of Nero's minds and ſhewed him his Preſent, 


placing it afore him: The Preſent was this ; A 
u 
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Bull for a burnt-offering, wich a Crown of Gold 
upon his head, his hornes alſo were covered wirh 
Gold ; upon him was a cloth of purple powdred 
with precious ſtones: there went certain before 
him that carried ten talents of Gold, behind fel- 
towed very many Sheep for peace-offerings. When 
Eleazar Ananies Son heard thereof, he came and 
caſt out of the Temple of the Lord Nero Ceſars 
Preſents, ſaying, We will not profane and unhal- 
lhaw the Sanftuary of our Lord, with the offerings 
of ſtrangers ; for God will accept neither theis 
burne- offerings, nor their peace-off Sings. : When 
he had fo ſaid,he ſounded a Trumpet, (et his men 
in array againſt the Hoſt of the Komaxs that kept 
watch and ward in the City of Feruſalem,and flew 
many of them that day, with one of their Cap- 
cains alſo,and another they cook alive;. He being 
2 valiant man, and ſeeing the routs of the Fews to 
urge him grievouſly, ſaid unto them, Save my life 
and I will yield 3. unto whom Eleazer the Rebell. 
ſware, that he would not flay him, bur ſpare 
tim for his manhood ( for he had (lain very many 
o 1k Fews before ) whereupon he yielded him- 
elf. 

Then Eleazar ſaid unto him ; Like as thy ſword 
hath made many Women childieſs, ſo ſhall thy mother 
be made childleſſe of thee above all other ; and theres 
with contrary to his oath,he commanded his ſervants to 
kill im. King Agrippa ſeeing this, was wonderfully 
ſorry, Therefore as he ſtood in one of the ſtreets, 
he cryed,O chou Rebel Eleazar, I pray God thax: 
cis miſchief, whereof thou art cauſe, and thy 


afts 
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aſs, may light upon thee, and thy fathers Houſe 
which when it cometh to paſſe, we ſhall never be 


diſmayed ar. It appeareth they ſhall have ſome. 
whac to do,that ſtudy to make peace and tranqui-'|. 


liey in chy dayes ; for chey are ſure to be deſtroy. 
ed with thee. How Jong wile chou continue to 
bring us into the Bryars, Thou enemy and hater of 
the Lord ? Why doeſt thou deſtroy and waſte che 
Vineyard ofthe Lord G O D of Hofts? Eleazar 
anſwered him, What takeſt chou upon chee the 


name ofa King ? if thou be a King, why com: F 


mendeft thou not us to be puniſhed ?

ſpy if che Rebels could make any ſtir coward him, 
and ro let him have knowledge; He therefore lay-. 
mg kis hand upon his head,gavea lign to the king 
to tlee, ſaying, Away, away, for if chou tarry any 
longer,che fedirious will {lay thee and ns togerher. 


Aorippa percerving that, he vat from thence with 


all ſpeed,and che Rebels purſued him, but in vain, 
tor they could nur overtake him,, So he gat to

way, between Jeruſalem and Japho; Bur afrep 
they had joyned batte], many of the Jews were 
flain'by the Romans : the reſidue, Caſtins and 4- 
grippa put to flight,and purſued thechaſe untothe 
gates of Jeruſalem, belteged alſo the City for the 
ſpace of three dayes. The fourth day the Prieſts 
and the people iſſued out ſuddenly unawares up- 
on the Romans, ſer upon their Camp, and flew 
hve thouſand Footmen, and one thouſand Horſe» 
men. Caſtins ſeeing that he nor his could eſcape, 
he choſe ouc forty thouſand of his beſt ſouldiers, 
and pleced them betwixt his Camp and the 
Prieſts,

theſe three they committed the whole Land of 7#- 
dee, dividing it to chem by lot, and gave them a 


' furnicure of war, One chird part therefore (which 


was whole Galilee from che Land of Nephtali and 
beyond ) fell ro Foſeph the Prieſt, fon cf Gorioz,to 
his honour and glory,whofor his worchineſſe,chey 
named allo Foſephon, becauſe he was then anvinced, 
appointed, and confecrated to the Wars. The fe- 


' cond lot came forth ; which fell unto 4naxi the 


Prieſt, who had the City of Jeruſalem, and the 
country about it, with a charge to repatr the 
walls of che City ,to ſuſtain che brunt of VYVeſpaſian 
if be (hand come ſo far, The third lor fel} to Ele- 
azar the fon of Anani the Prieſt, to whom was 
joyned Caprain Jehoſcza, and other Jewiſh Cap- 
tain*s By the Vertue of this !o z fell ro him che 
whole Land of Edom, from Elas co the Red Sex. 
K The 
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The reſt of the Land from Fericho to Euphrates, \ 


wich that alſo that is beyond the river, and all the 
Land of Meſopotawia,fell to CaptainMenaſches lot. 
To other Princes of Indez, and to the worthieſt 
Prieſts they committed the fenced Cities from the 
limits and bounds of Jeruſalem to Egypr. 
Veſpaſian taking his journey with his hoſt from 
Antiochia,came and pitched his tents in Aramzofa, 
For he had deviſed thus with his ceuncil ; Firſt to 
invade Galilee, and after to try what they could 
' doin Indea. Toſeth Gorion haying intelligence of 
chis his purpoſe, departed from Ternſalem to Gali 
lee, built up the Towns chat were deſtroyed, and 
repaired their walls, gates, bars, and palaces; 
ordained alſo Captains over the people, to lead 
and govern them ; ſome of thouſands,ſome of hun» 


dreds, Tribunes and Decurians. He inftrufted the 


people alſo in feats of Wars, what the ſound of 
Trumpets ſignified, what ſound ſerved to fall in 
array, whar to gather the ſouldiers together, and 
what to divide them. After he had inſtrufted them 
in the knowledge and feats of War, he ſaid unto 
them thus : Te ſhall underſtand { dear Iſraelites) 
that ye go to fight at this preſent againſt your enemies, 
Wherefore let no fear overcome your hearts,nor diſmay 
you at the ſight of your enemies, but play the men,and 
take a good courage to youto fight for your (ities, tor 
Four Countrie,and for your ſelves : Be not afraid of 
death, but rather be ſtout in defence of your Cont* 
tre, that ye be not led away from it, and to fight 
| 'for the Santinary of the Lord, that it be not ſtained 
ard polluted with the uncleanneſſe of the Gentiles,

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Conſider, that it is better to die in battel, than. to 
live in captivity and bondage ; Therefore when as ye 


| ſhall come to joyn with your enemies, and ſhall ſee any

your God, wherewith it becometh you to revenge his 
quarrel, and being moved therewith, ſtrike him that 
he never riſe again, but if you ſhall ſee any of your 
fellows down,being inclined with the zeal of your God, 
reſcue him from the hands of your enemies, and if he 
be not yet killed, cure him. If he be dead, ye ſhall 
do what ye can to bury him in the Iſraelites brr:al 3 
and (0 if we chuſe rather to die than to live, we ſhall 
proſper in our Wars; we ſhall die for the Covenaut 
of our God, and deliver our ſouls, bringing them to 
the light of life in Heaves. 

Afﬀcer he had ſaid this, he choſe out of the Jews 
60000. footmen, and but few horſemen : And out 
of theſe he choſe 600, of the beſt, ſuch as not one 
of them would ſhrink from ten, ten from an hun= 
dred,a hundred from a thouſand,a thouſand from 
ren thouſand. Witch them Toſeph went to the Ci- 


ties of Agrippa that were in Txdea, to win them : 


for Agrippe ſtuck tothe Romans, were it right or 
wrong,with all the power he could make. He went 
firſt ro Tiarve, a great City that belonged co 4- 
grippa, whereas both his creaſure and munition of 
War lay : When he approched the City, he ſpake 
to the people upon the walls, and offered them 
peace, on condition that they ſhould open che 
gares, and deliver unto him all the treaſure of 4- 
grippa,and alli his jewe's ; this if they would do,

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he then would ſpare them, and kill none of them, - 
Were it it not better for you ( ſaith he ) to take 

part with them that defend the San@uary of God 
and his Inhericance, than to joyn your aid with 
Agrippa, which is confederate with your enemies, 
and affaileth us, augmenting the power of them 
that hate us, ſo that he refuſeth not to fghr a- 
gainſt che Sanduary of the Lord, and the people | 
of his Inheritance? The men of the Town con+ 
deſcending to Foſeph, opened the gates, and he en-

Af that time came news to Joſeph, that trou» 
' bled him ſore; namely, that Tjberias had 
rebelled and revolted from the people that dwelt 
in Jerufaſem, and were changed from his lot, to 
become Veſpaſians ſubjefts, who had ſer a Ro-

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Tiberias therefore ſeeing the Ships diſperſed in 
chat faſhion, they conjetured it, was done by 
ſome of Joſephs hoſt, wherefore the Romans fled to 
the Town,got in,and ſhut the gates, Joſeph not= 
withſtanding came to one gare of the City, and 
cryed that 14 people might hear, ſaying:; What 
meaneth this conſpiracy of yours againſt me? ye 
fight not againſt me, but rather againſt the Lord 
God, whoſe Covenant ye have cranſgrelſed, and 
broke the Bond that we made wich him; Ye have 
alſo violated your oath that you ſware by the God 
of Iſrael, that we ſhould fight againſt our enemies 
to abate their pride, The people anfwered from 
the walls, We beſeech thee our Lord,hear thy fer- 
vants ſpeak ; God forbid we ſhonld joyn with the 
Romans, and not rather with the people of the 
Lord God of Iſrael, and his Sanuary, with thre 
people of his Inheritance : howbeir there bea-

' . mongſt us certain proud men, ungodly . perſons, 


that have made a league with Yeſpaſian, and have 
brought into the Town one of his chief Caprainss 
wherefore and it pleaſe thee, my Lord, to enter 
the Ciry with thy ſouldiers,come unto us, that Wwe 


may live with thee, rather than co periſh inthe. 


hands of them that hate us. =1\6 
So.they opened the gates, ſo that Joſeph went 
in and took the Town. Then he cauſed to appre- 
hend choſe ungodly perſons that were there, a= 
bout fix hundred men, and laid -them in irony 
ſending them to- Tizrva which he had afore.taw 
ken ; the other wicked men that had aided YVeſpa= 
ftan, he put to the ſword.But the chief Governour 
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of the Town he apprehended alive, carried him 
our of the City, and commanded one of his Soul- 
diers to cut off his hands, Then the Captain be- 
ſought Joſeph, ſaying, I beſeech thee, my Lord, 
tet one of my hands be cut off, and leave me the 
other, Then Joſcph and his (ouldiers laught him 
to ſcorn, judging him to be no valiant man,nor of 
haughty courage : Joſzph bad his ſouldier give 
him the (word in his own hand, and let him cut 
off which hand he liſt, and leave him which he 
will. So the Roman Captain took the (word, and 
- cat off his left hand himſelf, leaving him the 
right, and ſo he was let go. He came therefore 
unto Veſpaſians Camp, to ſhew them what ſhame 
"was done him. 
After this, the Citizens of Zifpory rebelled alſo, 


making a league with Yeſpaſian and the Romans 


hoſt. Joſeph being certified of this, made thither 
with his hoſt co befiege it, buc the Town abid the 
brunt of the aſſault that Toſeph could prevail no- 
thing againſt it, wherefore he beſieged ic a long 
Seaſon. 

About that time, it was ſignified alſo to them 
of jeruſalem, that the Akalonites had entred in 
' friendſhip with the Romans. They ſent therefore 
Neger the Edomite,and Shiloch the Babylonian, and 
TJehochanan with a power of the common people, 
who came to 4kalou, and beſieged it a great 
Apace. Within the Town was a Roman Captain 
exlled Antonius, a valiant man, and a good Warri- 
-our: who upon a certain night in the morning 
watch, iſſued out of the Town with his company, 
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- 


'  togive a Camiſadoto the lews that beſieged che 


Town,entred cheir camp,and made a great ſlaugh- 
ter, continuing the ſame till ic was day-lighr, fo 
that about 10000. of the Jews were {lain, the reſt 
never moved out of the place, ſaying, Ic is better 
for us co die in this battel, than co flee from our 
enemies 3 therefore they cook a good heart unto 
them,and ſtood manfully in their [tations and pla- 
ces,truſting in the Lord God of Iſrae/; and when 
it was day,they alſo ſet themſelves in array againſt 
Antony,{(lew many of his men, not withoucr lotle al- 
ſo of their own part:for $hi/och the Babylenian,and 
Tehochanan of Jeruſalem were deſtroyed, by che 
Romans,with others of the Jews,to the number « f 
$000, fighting men, that were under $hi/och and _ 
lehochanan,and never a one of the Jewiſh Captains 
eſcaped that conflit,ſave only Neger the Edomite, 
who hid himſelf in a;Sepulcher that was there in 
the plain, whom the Romans in their purſuite 
ſought,bur found him not, wherefore they ſer on 
fire the wood,that it burnt reund about the Sepul- 
cher wherein he lay hid,an. {conſumed all the trees, 
fhrubs,and buſhes, but came no nigh the Sepulcher; 
For Neger had called to the Lord with his whole 


« hearc, to deliver him this once from his enemies, 


leſt he ſhould be ſhamefully handled of chem, pro- 
miſing at another time to be ready to dic valiant- 
ly in his quarrel: So Neger eſcaped the Romans by 
the help of the God of Iſrael, in whom ke pur his 
cruſt, 

Shortly after ſent che Jernſolimites much peo« 
ple ro Askalin, to the number of eighteen 
K 4 thouſand. 
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thouſand good men of war, to bury the bodies of 
the Jews that were (lain in the conflifts by 4«- 
tony. They ſought alſo the body of Neger the E- 
domite,but they found ir not, till at length he cry- 
ed unto them out of the Sepulcher, ſaying, I am 
here:For God hath delivered me out of the hands 
of mine enemies, to the intent I may be avenged 
of them in the wars of the Lord, So Neger decla- 
red unto them at large, all things how they chan- 
ced unto him: wherefore the Jews rejoyced great- 
ly that they had found him alive, and that he was 
ſaved by ſuch a miracle, and the Lord delivered 
him : Therefore they put their cru in che Lord, 
believing that God would be preſent with them 
to aid them, whereof this deliverance of Neger, 
they took for a ſure token. The Romans kept 
themſelves within the Town for fear of the Jews 
that were come to bury the bodies, So the Jews 
buried all the bodies of their own part that were 
{lain in both batcels, for the Romans were not able 
to prohibite and let them, but held them in the 
Town. And when the buria) was finiſhed, they 
took Neger with them to ſernialem, to give God 
thanks there for his deliverance at that preſent. 
1 hen 7oſeph the Prieſt gathered his ſtrength, aad 
came upon Askalox with his whole Army,aſſaulred 
them,gatche upper hand,and won the Town; after 
{lew Antony and all his people with the Sword, that 
of a)l the valiant men of War that were with him, 
not one eſcaped. Beſides this, alſo the Villages 


and Hamlets that were thereabout wichout the 


Toma, he burnt chem all: And ſo ſerved he 
| all 
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all che Towns thereabout, that had entred into 
league with the Romans , {laying both Tews and 
Romans that dwelt in them with the ſword, as ma- 


ny as he found, and their — burnt. 


This done, Toeſph returned again to Zippory 
foughc with themand got the upper hand, cnere 
ſhed he much blood of che people that had con(pi- 
red with the Romans,utterly deſtroyed them, burnt 
their Cities and Villages, led their wives and chil- 
dren priſoners unto leruſalem; and all che Romans 
he found there, he put them to death. 

When Yeſpafian & Titus had heard of all that 7o- 


* ſepbus had done againſt the RImans, both how he 
F. flue their Garriſons as many as he could find in 


Galilee, and ali the Tews that haUmade any league 
with him and his ſons, they were wonderful incen« 
ſed, and in agreat rage, They toouk therefore their 
Journey, and came to Apite/ma, otherwiſe called 


. Acho, where at that time, Agrippa King of Iu 


dea, was abiding, and forty chouſand men with 
him, all good men cf war, and archers every one: 
theſe joyned themſelves with Veſpaſians Army by 
which means the Romans Camp became very great, 
Moreover, out of other Nations round about Tn- 
dea, good men of war wichouc number, joyned 
with Yeſpaſian. He had aid of the beſt men'of war 
out of Meſopotamia, Aremzofa, Aſſur, Sinear, Per. 
fia, Chaldea, Macedonia, and out of the-Pro- 
vinces of the people of the Eaſt, yea, the peo 
ple of Mizraim, Lod, Denan, and Seba,with all 
Provinces far and near, that were under the ſubs 


J<&ion of the Jews, caſt off the yoke from their 
necks, 
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necks, and rebelled againſt the Dominion of [e- 
ruſalem, joyning their power with the Roman Ar- 


my,to aid Veſpaſian and Titys. For theſe were al- | 


ſo ſabje&s unto,the Fews that ſore had burthened 


them; wherefore they came to help the Rowan, þ 


and to invade Jeruſalem -and the people of the 
Jews. But the Edomites had not aſſociated them» 
ſelves unto YVeſpaſiax and Titus, for they werein 
ſubjeCion to the Jews and ſerved them,ſothat not 


one of them aided the Romans. For long before, |} 
they had moved war againſt Jeruſalem, and could | 
not get the vidtory, but che Jews prevailed againſt Þ 


them, and ſubdued them. 
Hircanw aiſo the firſt King of the Fews circum- 


ciſed them. They dwelt alſo in Feruſalem, kept } 
watch and ward about the houſe of the Lord, and Þ} - 
his covenant, withour all rebellion againſt the Tews, * 


and Ternſolimites. And at that preſent was thirty 


thouſand of the beſt of the Edomites in Feruſalem, 
which kept the walls, and the houſe of the Lord, Þ 


Aﬀeer this', Veſpaſian and Titus with all their hoſt, 
took their journey from 4cho', and came to Gali- 
lee, and in the mount they pitched their tents : 
Wherefore when tidings was brought to Joſeph, 
how the hoſt of the Kowaxs lay upon the mount 
of Galilee, and how Yeſpaſian had ſent before him 
a great power, to repair the broken waies, to fill 
the holes, and caſt down the hills; to levell the 
way, that his people might paſs the better, for 
he was ſore moved againſt the Fews : Foſeph iſſued 
out of Zippory with all his power, ſet upon them 
and ſlew them, taking ſuch vengeance of them, 
as 
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25 never was the like before, for his God was with 
him: YVeſpaſian and Tits hearing of this, deter» 


'al-| mined toſer upon Foſeph at nnawares, and to bee 


ſet all the waies, that he ſhould eſcape of no fide; 
| but Joſeph had intelligence of their coming, 


wherefore he left Zippory, and went to Tiberias, 
whither Veſpaſian followed : Joſeph perceiving 
them coming, fled from thence ro Torpara, the big- - 


geſt City in Galilee , cloſed up the gaces,and there 


remained wich his Army, Then ſent Veſpaſiarn 
certain Noble men, Embaſſadours to Joſeph, to 
debate the matter with him in chis wiſe: Yeſpaſfiar 
Generall of the Roman Army, defireth to know 
what it ſhould avail chee to be chas pend up withe 
in a walled town, he wills thee rather co come forth 


- to increat of peace with him, and to enter into 2 


league together; for it ſhall be to thy avail cuſerve 
Ceſar Emperor of the Romans , that thou mayeſt 
live, and not be deſtroyed , nor any of thy people 
with thee. Then Joſeph ſent Embaſſadours again 
to Veſpaſian , demanding truce for a few daies, 
that he mighe deliberate upon che matter with the 
people, and let them underſtand his words; Pers 
advencure ( ſaith he) they will be perſwaded to 
make peace with chee, and then will we enter 
league with the Roman Empire, So Veſpaſian ceae 
ſed from fighting againſt Joſeph, permicting him 
to conſult of the thing. Upon char, Joſeph ſenc 
Embaſiadours to all the people at Feruſalem, to 
che Prieſts, Chief men, Rulers, and co the reſt of 
the people, giving them to underftand Veſpaſizns 
mind: 1e ſhall underſtand brethren, that Veſpaſian 

| Generall 
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nerall of the Romans, ſent bis Embaſſadors unto Me, 


enquiring, What it wonld avail 1s,to be tiffe again 
them, and not rather to come forth, aud intreat of 
peacey and to Joyn 'in league together, that we may 
ſerve the Emperour of the Romans, ſo to ſave our 
lives,and not to be deſtroyed : And T pray ye, why will 
ye loſe your lives, your wives, Jour ſons and dangh- 


. ters? Why will ye all fall together on the ſword? that 


both they that ſhould be left alive among you, ſhall bs 


led Captive out of your Countrey, to a people that they 


never knew, whoſe language they underſtand not; and 
your Country to be made deſolate, your SanFuary laid 
waſt,that there ſhall not be ſo much us one au left to 


enter into it. Never ſaffer thy, yon that be wiſe men, - | 4 


but rather recerve my counſell, and come hither to us, 
that we may deliberate together, what conditions of 
peace we ſhall make for the ſafety of our lives, rather 
than to be deflroyed ; and that we may uſe the conims- 
dities of your Countrey, being at peace therein: For 
life and quietneſs, 1 to be preferred before death and 
baniſhment. 

The inhabitants therefore of Jeryſa/em both 
Prieſts, Chief men, Rulers, and Noble men of Ju- 
dea, with the reſt of the people, ſent unto Ioſeph, 
ſaying; Take heed to thy ſelf, thar thou never 
conſent to this,to receive conditions of peace wich 
them, bur be ſtrong to fight, till ſuch time as thou 
ſhale conſume them, or till thou and all the peo« 
ple dye in battel, and ſo ſhalt thou fight the bat- 
re] of the Lord, for his people and his San&uary, 
with the Cities of our God: in the mean ſeaſon, be 
Ir as it may, but let thy power not be with them. 
| When 
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When 'Joſeph heard the determination of the 
people. of Texyſalem, how all forts with one con- 
ſent willed by the Embaſſadors the continuance 
of the wars; he was wonderfull wroth, andin a 
great fury Macd out wich all his people, and ſer 


them in array againſt Veſp«f6an, and the Roman 


hoſt, in which conflict were ſlain very many of the 
Jews: and from that day forward,Veſpaſiax began 


{ fiercely to war upon the Tews. He departed thence 


to the City Geerara, a great City in the higheſt 
Galilee, beſieged it, and won it; razed it, flew all 
the people, Man, Woman, and Child,Oxen,Sheep, 
Camels, and Aſles, leaving nothing alive; And then 


' he faid, Now begin I to be revenged for the Ros 


mans, which the /ews murthered in the land of In- 
dea. From thence he departed, and brought his 
Army to Terpata, where Joſeph remained : The 
firſt day that he incamped about Torpata, he re- 
lieved his ſouldiers wich meat and drink plenty, 
and made them good cheer , then furniſhed he e- 


' very man with weapons. 


So on the next morning early, the Roman Ar 


| my gave a great ſhout, and beſet the City round 


about on every fide, In this buſineſs Toſeph ſtood 


upon a certain Tower, from whence he beheld che 


huge camp of the Romans z wherefore he ſounded 
forth a Trumpet and gave a ſign co battel, iſſued 
out with the whole power of the Jews that he had 
with him, and ſer upon the Romans camp at the 
foor' of the hill, continuing the fight from morn- 
ng till night; And when it began to be dark,they 
cealed fighting, and departed che one from the 


other 
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other; the Jews to the town, the Romans to their | 


tents. In this battel were many {lain on both fides, 
as well Jews, as Romans. Tht Romans advan- 
cing themſelves, proudly and ſtoutly ſaid, We will 

wckly vanquilh this little Nation, as we have 
ſubdued all other Nationsthat we have conquer- 
ed, that they ſhall annoy us no more, and af- 
terwards we ſhall beat reft. The Fews alſo on the 
other fide encouraged themſelves againſt the Ro» 


mans, faying; Arthistime we will all dye toge- | 
ther, for the zeal of the San&uary of our God, | 
and never ſuffer theſeunclean perſons to pollute | 


i ; and having once deſtroyed them, we ſhall be 
quiet: So whar with the pride of the Romans on 


the one ſide, and the ſtiffe-necked ftubbornneſs of | 


the Fews on the other ; much people was (lain in 
that fight, for it continued cill che ſecond, third, 
and fourth day, In this while, all the Fews that 
dwelt about Torpata, fled unto Veſpaſians camp, 


. and joyned chemſelves to the Romays to aid them; | 


and ever as Foſeph skirmiſhed with Yeſpaſian with- 
ottc the City, VYeſpaſian ſent a power to allaulr the 
Cicy. So F*ſeph and his men fought with Veſpaſian 
without the Town, and the Tews that were wich« 
Tm che Town defended the wall againſt the Army 
of the Romans, that was a lefler hoſt made of the 
main Army : but the Jews that were within che 
Town, began to diminith every day, untill very 
few werelefr. - The hardicſt alſoof Toſephs ſouldts 
ers,and the worthieſt young men chat fought wichs 
our, were all (Jain, excepta very few, wrth whom 
Iifeph fled and recovered himſelf into the Town, 
rampering 
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. rampering up the gates after him : but as Yeſpaſiar 
with all his Army beſteged Tesrpatea a long while, 
he eſpied at length a Condi without, that ran 
into the City,where ofthe Citizens drunk becauſe 
the water was good and ſweet; that he cut off, 
and derived the waters thereof befides the City, 
whereby the inhabitants of the City were deſtitute 
of beverage, having nothing lefc them but Well- 
waters. Teſeth therefore perceiving thar the cone 
duit water whereof they were accuſtomed to drink 
' was taken away, conceived with himſelf; Now 
will the Romans brag and boaſt againſt us, and 
think to take us at their pleaſure, whiles we have 
no water, but ſhall be conſtrained to dye for thirſt; 
| He took therefore garments, and dipped them in 
the well waters that were in the Town, and hang» 
ed them here and there over the wall, to declare 
to the Romans , that they had water plenty inthe 
| Town, leſt they ſhould conceive any hope of wine 
- ning the Town, thinking they had no waters. 
' Then commanded FYeſpaſian a mount co be rai- 
ſed nigh tothe Town fide, to plant an iron Ram 
upon, to batter the walls with, and beat them 
down. 
R The manner of the making of an iron Ram, is 
tnus, 
Firſt they take a great long thick beam, u 
the abs. whereof . a put : great ſtrong hn 
| madelike a Rams head, with horns, all of prinej= 
| pallftrong iron, the weight of it is as much as half 
the beam,$& covereth the beam tothe midi, Then 
faſten they into the ground over againſt the place 
| chat 
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that they intend to batter, two great Trees, like 
two maſts of ſhips, b&tween which they Fang the 
beam that is called the.Ram, with firong ropes 


- made of hemp, the beſt that may be gotten, and 


iron wier twiſted together : Atthe hinder part of 
the beam from the wall-ward, are rings of iron 
ſurely fafined , with ropes made with hemp and 


wire, tied tothem : that when the affaulters wilt 


barter the walls, chey puth forward the beam as 
though it were a (pear, and faften his ſtrong horns 
among the ftones. Then hung they werghts ar 
the rings of tne hinderparc, and much people 
far off take hold of the ropes that come through 


the rings behind , and hale that part of the beam | 


upon the ground, and by ſuch means they ſhake 


the wall, chat chey make it quake again, 
Thus in many places they did wreft, and wrench 


| out the ſtones of the building, ſo that afterward 


the wall falleth down. There bealſoother man: 
ner of engines, as an iron Ram upon four wheels, 
bound with iron and faſtned wich ironnails, To 
this they make four feet, ashath a Ram, as the 
bigneſs of the beam requirecth. The biggelt for 
che moſt part is thirty cubics long, and the leaſt 
is ten. And look how many feer the Ram hath, 
fo many wheels hath ic alſo, for every wheel hath 
his foot by him : and when they will batter the 


. wall, certain men appointed thereunto, draw ir 


fi:ſt a good way off, then a great muiticude of 
men take hold of the hinder parc thereof, by four 
porters or levers of wood that are pur therein,and 


with al: their frengch ſhove forward the Ram to 
ſtrike 


} 
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frike the wall they will batter. The head of this 
iron- Ram that goecth upon whee)s, hath no horns 
but is bjunc, made of che ſtrongeſt kind of iron, 
with a wonderful thick neck : they have alſo up. 
on both' {ides of the engine, a pentiſe of wood for 
the ſafegard of them that ſhove forth the Ram be- 
hind, from the arrows or ſtones of chem that are 
upon che walls. The Rams that Titys uſed ac Je- 
rufalem, for the moſt part ran all upon wheels. Of 
the other ſort he had only a couple,as we ſhall de- 
clare in this place. 

The beam of chis Ram we even now defcribed, 
was as Caick as ten men could fathom, and the 
length thereof was fifty cubits, It was allo hol- 
low within, and- filled with Oxe-hides folded 


and ſowed togetii'r. : The wood lerved for none 


other purpoſe ti 11 that the faſhion of the leather 
might be {er as upuii « -nold, The hinder part of 
the beam was cover. over with iron plates. 
The leather was put wichin, that the beam 
ſhould ave break wich ae poltie of the weights 
thac were hanged by che rings behind, whereas 
men appointed for the purpoſe, haled at the 
ropes to draw back the veam, The wood there- 
fore that went about the iczcher, terved to keep 
the jcather in falhion, Trey covered it with an 
ron place, leſt they chat kepe rhe walls (houl4 
ſetit on hre : thie horns thac were upon the heal 
of the Ram, were as matiy as they hiited, bur ne- 
ver fewer than ten, and then the beam was X X. 
Cubits long, nor alſo ftiiore than fitcy, and then the 
beam was a hundred cubics in length. Betwixc 
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every horn wasas thick as a man could fathom,the 


length wasa Cubit and a half at leaſt, TI he wooden 
wall or pentife was as long as the leather that was 
putin the beam, and it was ſet on both ſides to- 
ward the hinder part of the beam, to defend the 
men that laboured to batter the walls, left they 
ſhould be hurt with arrows or darts, 

The Ram that Veſpaſian uſed at Forpat a,which 
he beſieged, and me in it, was made in this ſort, 


The length thereof was fifry cubirs:it had twenty | 


five horns in the head.,, which was as thick as ten 
men, every horn alſo was as thick as one man,and 
betwixt every horn, 'the ſpace of one cubit : 
The weight that was hanged at the hinder part, 
was a thouſand five hundred Talents, eyery 


Talent was about a hundred Troy weight ; the {| 


men that Jaboured in the executing of chis Engine, 
were fifteen hundred. To remove it from one 
Place to another, or from one City to another, 
were appointed a hundred and fifty yoke of oxen; 
or elſe chree hundred brace of Horſes and Mules : 
If they were toafſaulc any Forts or Cities that 
ſtood on hills,then they did divide ir in parts,and 
bring it up tache fiege by piece-meal, and there 
1t was fet together again. | 

Now when the Romans had battered the walls 


; of Forpata,and Foſeph perceived them to ſhake he | 


cook great ſacks,filled them full of chaff, and han- 
ged them down by the walls, that the horns of 
the Ram could not come nigh the ſtones of the 
wall, bur light upon the ſacks, which by reaſon 
of the ſofinefſe of the chaffhindred and brake = 

{troke 
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| ftroke, that the walls were leſſe hurt : For the 


nacure of ſoft things is, to give back tothe hard 
and to weaken their force. | 
But Veſpaſian ſeeing the ſubtilty of Foſeph, uſed 
alſo policy for policy ; for he ſenc into the Town 
ſecretly, Fews, ſpies, which when the batteries 
ſhould be, might cuc aſunder the cords char the 
ſacks were tyed to, and wich them {lip down the 


walls, where the Romans were ready to receive 


them, that they ſhould not hure them in the fall 3 
and immediately they ftruck the wall with the 
Ram. There was at that preſenc in the City, a 
certain valiant man, named El/eazer, of the honſe 


_ of Ananithe high Prieſt that then dwelc ar Feru- 


ſalem: This Eleazer perceiving the Roamaxs to go 


. abour to batter down the wall as they did before, 


plucked out of the wall a miyhty ſtone, ſo that he 
made a great hole, or gap, whereat he {lid down 
the wall, and ftradling did light on the Engine; 


made faſt an iron chain to the horns thereof, and 


got again up nimbly and quickly, from the beane 
into the Town, with the chain in his hand, for the 
wall was not very high above his head, as he ftood 
upon the Ram; then the other rall fellows took 
hold upon che chain, faſtened ir to the pillars and 
walls in the Town, that the.K9mans might rather 
be conſtrained to break their Ram, chan take ie 

away from thence. 
| The Prieſt Eleazey yet once again boldly went 
down and fat upon the beam, flew fifry men chac 
laboured abour the Ram,. and che reft he put to 
flight ; then returned into the Town being drawn 
L 2 up 


I 


up acainfrom the beam to them that were within 
the Town,greatly rejoycing in his manhood. Afcer 
that,ke went up upon a high Tower, from whence 
he tumbled down with a mighty force a great 
ſtone, and a hard, on the head of the Ram and 
brake ic, that both a great part of the head and 
the hornes fell on the ground : For the iron that 
it was covered wirhal was old and rufty, fo thatit 


was much waſted, and eaten therewith ; the ropes } 


were alſoold. Aﬀter that, El/eazar went down a- 
gain,took part of the head that was broken, and 
hurled ic into the Town ; the Romans that remain» 
ed, either he flew, or put to flight, The Archers 
ſhot at him, and wounded him with five Arrows, 
wherefore by the help of his fellows upon the wals 
beclimbed up, otherwiſe he had not been able for 
the grief of his wounds. 

The people then gave a ſhout for joy of the 
victory cf the worthy Prieſt E/eazar that had (lain 
the Romans, and broke their Ram, wherein they 
put their confidence, and brought part of it in'o 
the Town, and faſtened it with an iron chain, that 
the Romans could nor pull it back a#ain to them, 
nor have the uſe of ic afterward, wherefore di- 
vers of. the beſt Ciries of Forpatz armed them» 
ſelves that day,being ſtir*'d with the great courage 
that they had ſeen in Eleazar ; and went down, 


hewed the beam to pieces, brought the poyſes with | 


the Rings,and two maſts with them into the town: 
and the {ame day died E/eazay with great renown, 
as onethat had fought for the Sanfuary of the 
Lord, and for his people and Country of Pow 

like 
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like a faichful ſervant and ſouldier of the Lord : 
whom all the people mourned for, burying him in 
the Town, honouring him for his death, worthi- 
neſs, and faithfulnefle, appointing him a worthy 


memory alſo, for that he had waged battel with 


the enemies of the Lord, 

The young men of the Jews ſeeing this, and e- 
ſpecially two of them, the one called Nitrazthe 0- 
cher Polipas, men of great wiſdom and underſtand- 
ing, and therewith expertinthe Wars, being mo- 
ved with zeal of the God of Ifrae], opened the 
gates, and iſſued againſt the Romans, »kirmilſhed 
with chem, and ſlew many of them. But at lengrca 
they were (Jain themfelves in theskirmiſh, for the 
Sanftuary of their God,for 1ſrae!,& their country, 

When Foſeph ſaw the Wars to encreale more 
and more,he iſſued our, and madea great {laugh- 
ter in the Roman tents, burnt the mount and En> 
gines of V/ar thac the Romans had lefr ; by which 
means the Wars waxed yer hotter, infomuch chat 
Foſeph repulſed the Romans. For when they ſaw the . 
ſews ſo deſperately give their lives for their. God 
and Land,they would not abide their force, 

Veſpaſian ſeeing his men ſhrink,he ſtood up, and 
encouraged them, exhorting them with fair words 
and promiſes, as well Gold and Silver, as meat 
and drink, wherewith the Komans allured, fought 
with 7oſephthat day unto the Sun-ſerting, and as 
the battel waxed hor, the Jews wounded Veſpa fian 
with an arrow in his right leg, which ſore diſmay- 
ed tie Romans, when they ſaw the blood run down 
his leg ; and that day was a ſore fight berwen the 


LI Jews 
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Jews and the Romans. Tit ſeeing his father 


wounded, being ſore abaſhed, ran to him to help 
hjm, to whom his father ſaid : How 1s it my fon, 


that thou art thus aftonied ? Take heart to thee, and | 


with a courage revenge thy'father of theſe Zews that 
have now the better hand of us. So both Titus and 
Veſpaſian,with all cheir whole hoſt,foughe that day 
a ſore fight, and many were {lain on both parts, 
F <2overy few were lefc on Joſephs part, with whom 
he returned into the Town. | 
The next day, the Romans raiſed a new mount, 
inſtead of that which Foſeph burned, and planted 
another iron-Ram thereupon, between two poſts, 
accordingly ; for Veſpaſian had brought four of 
this (ort with him from Rowe, bur other battering 
picces upon wheels, had he with him thircy, what 
more what leſſe ; the bigger ſor: were 39. cubits 
Jong, the leffer ten, He broughc alſo cen En- 
vines to hurle great ſtones withal, which he had 
placed about the walls. The Romans therefore re- 
newed the aſſaults againſt the Town, as they were 
wont before, Bur the Town was now deſolate 
and naked of the ſtonteſt warlike men, for they 
were all ſlain in the fights. Albeir Foſcph remained 
and a few with him, who went every one, and the 
women alſo, to defend the walls, for there was al- 
moſt no men lefc fit for the War. Then the Ru- 
mans flung, with the Engines that ſtood on the 
mount, ſtones into the Town on every fide. It 
chanced that a great ſtone hic a woman with child 
with ſuch violence, thar it paſſed through her 
þody,and carried the child with it, by the ſpace - 
S| hal 
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half a mile. They caſt up and raiſed yet other 


Mounts alſo, from whence they flung fttones. And 


another like chance hapned. A-ftone came and hit 
one of Foſephs men of war, a valiant man, in ſuch 
fort, that it divided his head from his body, and 
made ir fly a large mile off, Arthe ſame time,one 
of the Roman ſouldiers deviſed with himſelf, how 
to hit Foſeph with a venomed arrow, and gat him 
under a wall where. oſeph was, to accompliſh 
his purpoſe; but Foſeph efpied him, and cryed 
to him, Hold chy hand, thou wicked fellow, 
and do not kill me: Witch that the fellow ftar- 


ted ſomewhar afide, being afraid at Foſephs 


voice, and fuddenly the Jews out of the Town 
poured hot Oyl upon him from the wall, and his 
skin was ſcalded off, and he ran away naked, 
howling, and yelling to the Romans Camp,where 
he died, 

Veſpaſian and his ſon Titus were fully determi- 
ned co continue the afſaulrc, until the 47, day 
notwichſtanding the walls were ſo high, that they 


could not win the Town. Yet at length the men 


were ſo ſpent within the Town, that they that re- 
mained alive, were ſo wearied with toyling, thac 
they were not able any longer to furniſh theirwatch 
upon the wall. This,upon a certain night,Yeſpaſian 
and 7:irus underſtanding,ſcaled the walls at a quar- 
ter where watchmen were lacking, and afcer them 
many more of the Roman ſouldiers followed, 
which went down on the infide, and brake open 
the great gate of the Town, whereac entred the _ 
whole Army of the Romans. And being within the 

L 4 'Fown, 
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Town, ſcunded their Trumpets, and ſhouted to .F 


battel. The Jews with the alarum, cumult, and 
| hurly burly of the Romans, awaked our of their 
{leep,and were ſore afraid, Notwithſtanding every 
man took him to his wezpon, and drew to the 
Market-place as faſt as chey might. They had 
made the Market-place of the Town fo large of 
purpoſe, that if any buſinefle ſhould happen,there 
miphr come together the waoleCity if taey would: 
' and as they looked abour them,they ſawthe Roman 
Army enrtring in at the Town, by the way thac 
game from the great gate, TI hen fought they with 
the Romans,and divided even in the Markec-place: 
where they ſtood,exhorting one another, and [ay- 
ing,Letus die here fohting, and never ſuffer our 
ſelves to beraken alive, Buc Foſe;hard forry men 
with him, worthy ;nen ail, fled awzy into a wood, 
where they fous 4 criin Cave, and hid them- 
ſelves therein, All thc +-@ of the-Citizens were 
{lain in that confli&,for they would nor yield, nor 
commit themſelve: rothe Romans, they truſted 
them fo little. For on a timeza certain Tew beſoughe 
a Roman ſouldicr to tave his life, and the Roman 
{ware unto him, ſaying, God deal thus and chus 
with me, 1f I flay thee, therefore yield and come 
hither tone. The Jew required him to give his 
right hand that he might truti him,and the Roman 
reached him his left hand, T he Jew being diſmayed 
17 that great fear mark*t nor that it was his left 
hand ; But when the Romen had once hold of him, 
he kepc him faft with that hand,and with his right 
took bis {word,&flew the Jew that then was naked, 
having 
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” having caſt away his weapon, upon cruſt of che 

Roman. 

When the Jews ſaw how the Romax regarded 
not his oach, but flew the Few, that upon the truſt 
of his promiſe and oath, had yielded hiniſelf unto 
him; they determined co die ajrtogether, and ne- 
yer to truſt the Romans : Whereupon they relol- 
ved with themſelyes, utterly to die for the holi-

1: Þ .nefle of the Lord God of Iſrael! ; bur info doing, 
n they flew much people of the Romans, and far 
Ic more than they had done in any other batrel, yer 
hb at length che Ciry was taken, When VYVeſpaſian had 


knowledge where Foſeph and his company was, he 
ſent Nicanor, Pilerinm,andCallicans with him to 
Foſephzto will him to come forth, and he ſhould 
have his life and not be {lain;; upon that Zoſeph 
debated che matter wick them that were with him 

- in the Den, requiring their advice : For my part, 
( ſaith he ) if ye will follow my counſel, 1 chink 
It beſt we go unto them ; but upon this condition, 
That they will make us a formal afſurance of 
our lives, effetually as we ſhall require them ; 
which done, I doubt noc but Veſpaſian, when we 
come unto him, will extend his favour towards 
us, 

When theſe men perceived Foſep5 to be inclined 
to yield unto the Romans, they laid, We marvel 
at thee (O Prince Feoſeph) at thee, we ſay,that waft 
choſen our of rhouſands of people, and promoted 
to the Prieſthood, and Kingdom, to ſanttifie 
and hallow che Lord God of Iſrael, who waſt al- 
fo appointed Captain General of ſo great an hoſt, 

and 
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and haſt ſeen wich thine eyes the ſhameful res 
proach of thy people, with the diſpleaſures and Þ- 
damages of thy Sheep, that thou haſt yet any de- 
fire to live in this diſhoncur. What ſeeſt thou that þ 
thou wouldeſt deſire tolive ? Should*ſt thou not 
rather deſire death than life ? Peradventure thou 
perſwadeft thy ſelf that they call unto thee to ſave 
thy life,or for thy commodity ; but without doubt | 
this werea vain perſwafion : For they call thee for Þ 
none orher intent than to cake thee alive, and to Þ 
brag how they took Foſeph, that was conſecrated 'f 
and addifed tothe Wars, and make it an argu- 
ment that their power proſpereth. Now therefore 
( our dear Brother and our Prince ) conſider that 
this they wil: do, yea if they ſave thy life. Bur put 
the caſe they pur thee to death; Were it not betrer 


for thee to dic on thine own (ſword,than on theirs? Þ .. 


yea, if it were for nothing bur this, ic is better for 
thee to die than live ; leſt thou ſhouldſt hear their | 

reproaches, their upbraidings, and their quarrel- F 
lings : and if they preſerve thee alive, never think 
they do it for thy good, but rather for chy igno- 
miny aizd ſhame, which is far more grievous chan 
death it ſelf. Wherefore,our dear Brother, and our 
Prince, What comes in thy mind, that thou purpo- 
ſeſt to live,afrer thec thow haſt loſt thy people, and 
thy brethren? And to what purpole ſerveth thy lite 
after they be ; one? Mark diligently what Moſes 
(of worthy memory) our Maſter did, how he (pake 
before God touching the people of !ſrae! : © par- 
don their fins ((aith he) or elſe blot me quite out of 


thy book which thow hajt written ; He would

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not live after the deſtruction of his people, al- 


| though the Almighty ſaid unto him; Let me alone, 


that I may wreak, mine anger #pon them, and conſume 


. them. Why doſt thou not call unto thy remem-

Unto thee therefore do I lift 
mine eyes, thou that dwelleſt in Heaven, to deal 
mercifully with thy ſervants, and with me, to turn 
our hearts that we conſent not unto thiz, to murder 
our ſelves : If thou kn1w any among them, that 
intend ſo wicked an Af, Thbeſeech thee, O Lord 
my God, let me find favour in thine eyes ; give 
them an heart to hear wholeſome counſel, that I 
may deliver my ſelf and mine own life, which 1 
commend into thine hands, that thou wouldeſt re- 
ceive it unto thee, for in thy haud i the life of | 
every living creature, 
Thus when 7-ſepb had finiſhed his prayer, 
he turned lim unto his fellows, and ſaluced 
them; Then ſaid they, Thinkeſt thou there- 
fore to move our minds, becauſe thou haſt pray- 
ed unto Ged for thy (elf, and for us ? Did not 
wetell thee ere while, like as we cell thee now, 
that weare determined todie by one means or 
other? wherefore ſay thy mind, and tell us by 
w! at death thou wilc end thy life ; for we have 
| ever 
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ever known thee a juſt man, and a worthy 


Prince, therefore art thou worthy to die firſt. 
Foſeph perceiving his fellows were utterly de- 


termined to die,and would give none ear to his 


perſwaſions, for he could by no reaſons draw 
them to his opinion, he wenc ſubtilly co work 
with them on chis wiſe ; Seeing ic will be none 
otherwiſe, Brethren (quoth he) I will ſhew you 
my advice : Ye aredetermined to die, ye ſay, 
and that upon your own ſwords, therefore 


' there is no better way, than to do it by lot in 
this wiſe.: Let us caſt lots amongſt our ſelves, 
. that we may be joyned together by couples, 


then will we caſt lots which couple ſhall die firſts 


afterwards they two ſhall caſt lots betwen them, 


which of chem ſhall kill his fellow ; he that re- 
maineth ſhall! chooſe him one of the ſecond 
couple to kill him ; likewiſe the ſecond couple 
ſhall caſt lots berween themſelves, who ſhall 
die firſt, and he that is lefr ſhall chooſe him one 
of the third couple, whom he hath a fancy to 
be killed of : then they ſhall try by lot who 
{hail die firlt, who being {lain, the other may 
chooſe him one of the fourth couple to kill 
him, and ſo even cill all be flain, that we ſee 
not the captivicy of our people : The laſt couple 


- that remain ſhall dothus; Run one upon the 


others (word, or elſe let them caſt lots between 
themſelves, and upon whom it fallech, lec him 
die firſt : But foraſmuch as we are forty and 
one, ſo that we cannot be juſtly jJoyned in 


couples; let us caſt lots firſt of all, and ſee 
M 4 which 
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which of us ſhall firſt be flain, and when he1z 
once out of the way, then Jet us divide the 
couples : He that is to be ſlain firſt, Jet him 
chooſe one of the firſt couple, and caſt lots, and 
do as I have deviſed. Then every man liked 
his device (which was Gods doing who heard 
Foſephs prayer ) and ſaid all with one mouth, 
We will do as thou haſt adviſed, and to thee 
it appertaineth to divide the men, and to caſt 
thelots 3 Foſeph anſwered, But let us ſwear by 
the name of the Lord, that this device ſhalſ 
ſtand, be ratified, and performed ; whereunta 
they accorded, and ſware ail by the name of þ 
the Lord, thar they would have this device to 
be ratified and kept, which Foſeph had inven« 
ced by caſting of lots, Then Z:ſeph caſt Jots, 
who ſhould be the odde man, and ic fell npon/ 
Febojada, the ſon of Eliakim, a Galilean, which 
was a valiant man, and chiefeſt in every coun-: Þ 
ſel next to Foſeph, and the principal perſwader 
of this wicked fat to kill chemſelves ; Afﬀeer' 
that, did he craftily divide them into couples, 
ſo thar the lot of his own couple came forth 
laſt of all, who looked to be ſaved, and truſted 
in God, believing that he would deliver him 
from this abominable deed. 

Then Fehojade choſe him one of the firſt 
.ccuple, who ſlew him; Thar done, the firſt 
couple caſt lots,between them, ſo the one killed 
his fellow, and choſe him one of the ſecond 
coupleto kill him ; Then they of the ſecond 
couple, caſt lots between themſelves in thepres- 

| lence 
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ſence of Foſeph, and the one killed the other 3 
then he that remained, choſe him one of the 
thicd couple to ſlay him; And in this manner 
| didthey all, till they were all ſlain, and none 
left alive, but Foſeph and his fellow, who ſaid 
unto Joſeph, Go to, ler us caſt lots, that we may 
g0 to our Brethren, 
Foſeph anſwered, We will do ſo if thou beſo 
| diſpoſed ; but firſt hear me, I pray thee, ſpeak a 
few things inthy ears ; Tell me, Have not theſe 
| ſinners rebelled againſt God, in this murder- 
ing of themſelves (o ſhamefully ? neither could 
'& 1 by any means diflwade them, nor divert them 
from this opinion; Wherefore ſhould we two 
fin againſt God fo grievoully, and againſt our 
' own ſouls? If the lot ſhould (o fall that I ſhould 
kill chee, | ſhould be counted a man-ſlayer, and 
' that werthilyz and ic may ſo chance [| ſhall e- 
| ſcape afcer thee,and ſave my life ; butif che lot 
ſhould fo fall,chat cthon ſhouldeſt iflay me, thou 
ſhould be taken alſo for a murderer, and per- 
advencure thou ſhou]d*ſt nor eſcape after me z 
; yea, alchough thou chinkeft char thou mayeſt : 
Buc affure thy ſelf of this, we loſe our hope in 
God,in as much as we fin againſt our own ſouls. 
For all theſe men that thou ſeeſt here dead, Lo, 
-they have ſinned againſt their own ſouls,dying 
without diſcipline and good order, If chou wilc 
{ay, How ſhall we do by reaſon of the oath thar 
we have ſworn ? Doſt thou not know, that he 
| that breaketh a wicked oath, doth nothing 


wickedly himſelf therein ? For a man is noc 
con- 
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conſtrained to perform any oath unto God, but 
to the keeping ofhis Laws ; and hereupon is it } 
that David ſaith, Thave ſworn,end wil! perform; |. 
for neither vow nor oath that 1s made againf 
the Commandments of God,can be ratified be. 
fore God, And what more 1s, before we ſwear, Þ 
our fathers ſware firſt long ago,at the Mount of Þ 
Sinai, that they and their children ſhould keep Þ 
the Law of the Lord. Moſes alſo made a Cove. Þ' 
nant with them upon the ſame, and not only 
with them that were there, bur alſo with us. Hoy 
then dare we be ſo bold to ſwear, to break the Þ 
Law of God, and become man- killers? Seeing Þ 
it is one of the cen Commandments exprelly, |. 
Thou ſhalt not kall. Wherefore my Brother,thou 
ſhalc underftand,that we need not be folicitous, 
nor carefu] for the oath that we have made, 
bur rather to break ic, for God will never be 
diſpleaſed with us for that : Forl being afraid 
of theſe wicked perſons that lie now here dead, Þ 
| Invented this ſubrile means and way to ſwear, Þ 
that I might fave my lire : Now therefore, my 
Brocher, if chou wile be ruled by mine advice, þ 
thou ſhalc (ave thy life and mine, and I will þ 
caſt no lots, nor perform the oath that we 
made, which is no. good in the Law 5 if thou 
wilt not, | wil] withſtand chee, and fighe with 
thee, to kill chee, and ſpare my ſelf: And with 
this 7oſ:pb leapt back, and dr: w out his (ſword, 
ftandin ove: agaiiift him ar his defence, to ſee 
what bis fellow 0:1!) anfwer ; His companion 
hearing (:-, wu1cd neicher haud nor foot 9» 


gaink 
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ainſ him, bur ſaid ; Lo, I am content,do what 


- thou thinkeſt good, becauſe thou art a man of 
God. And bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſrae! 


that hath not withdrawn his mercy from me, 


.& bur made me to be in thy lot, whereby my ſoul 


is ſaved from going to hell: Thy lot is a juſt 


 Jot : For the Lord will uot leave th: ſcourge of 
| ſinners, upon the lot of the juſt. Much beſides this 


' ſpake Foſephs Companion to him, for he was 


ſore afraid of him, left he ſhould have killed 
him, if they had encountred together ; for Fo- 


| ſeph was a better man of his hands, and there- 


fore Joſeph choſe him into his lot, War he 


. might be able to make his party good with 


him. In this point Joſeph played the wiſe mans 


part, for he eſcaped by this means, both from 
the hands of thoſe wicked fools. and alſo from 


his fellow. Therefore Foſeph called out of the 
Cave to Captain Nicanory and ſaid to him in 
this wiſe: Wilt thou promiſe me, that neither 
thou, nor any of thy men that be here with 
thee,or in the Romans Camp,ſhall kill us, before 
thou haſt brought us unto YVeſpaſian ? and lJec 
him do with us as he thinkerth good. Nicanor 
anſwered : So, and fo, deal God with me, if I 
fulk] not chy requeſt, if ſo be thou wilt come 


* forth unto me, together with the men thaz thou 


haſt with thee. Zoſeph anſwered him, I will come 
forth co thee, and ſo many more of us as be a- 
live : for it is come to paſſe, that ſome of us 
be dead in the Cave, wherefore, how can they 
come forth? Then ſaid Nicazor, Never think 

( friend 
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(friend Joſeph) that I come to deceive thee, 
Come forth and cruſt in thy GOD, for thou 
needeſt not to fear, Feſeph ſaid ; Swear unto me 
chis, by che God of Iſrael, although he be un- 
known to thee. Nicanor anſwered, I ſwear un» 
to thee by that God chat made the World by 
his wiſdom, that thou needeſt not to fear me, 
but boldly mayeſt come forth unto me. So 
Nicanor made a covenant with Foſeph and his 
fellow, confirming and ratifying it in writing, 
afcer the manner of the Romans, and reaching 

he Cave upon a ſpear,ho\ding the point 
of the OM in his own hand, Foſeph took the 
writing, read it, and believed Nicazer : Then 
came he forth to Nicanor, and his fellow. with 
him. 

When Wicanor fitting upon his ſeat of State 
that was made him in che wood nigh to the 
Cave, ſaw 7-ſeph come roward him, he roſe up, 
and embracing him, kiſſed him, ſer him on his 
right hand, and wept with him abundantly : he 
honoured his fellow alto, placing him between 
Pollerinus and Gallicanus, whom he had then 
preſent with him. Then Nicaxor asked him for 
the reſt of che men that were with him,deficing 
that they (hou'd cone forch, and he would ho- 
nour them allo, and do them no harm. ' Joſeph 
declared the whole maccer wnto him, and told 
him what was become of chem. 

Nicanor hearins of the pertinacions ftubborn- 
ne(s of the Jews hearts, and their wicked in- 
tents, was wonderfui'y moyed, 50 then he Tm 
all 


' 


To 
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and went from thence, with Foſeph and his com- 
panion unto YVeſpaſian. When the Roman Army 
ſaw Foſeph,they were greatly aſtonied, and gave 
a mighty ſhout ; ſome rejoyced that Foſepb was 
taken, ſaying, This is good Juck, thar our eyes 
. ſhall ſeeour long expected deſire, Other la- 
mented and let tears fall from their eyes with 
penſive hearts, ſaying, Is not this that worthy 
man who made all the Roman hoſt to quake for 
fear, and whoſe fame and renown was known 
chroughour all Lands ? How is it come to paſs 
that ſo mighty a man is taken in his own Coun- 
try, and amonegft his own people ? If chis chan» 
ceth unto ſuch a man, to be taken in his own 
Land, in the midſt of his families and friends; 
How ſhall we eſcape in a ftrange | and ? Cer» 
tain evil diſpoſed perſons of the Roman ſoul- 
diers, went to Veſpaſian, and ſaid, Sir, you ſhall 
do well co command this man to be ſlain with- 
out mercy,thar hath been the deſtrufion of fo 
many of the people of the Romans, This is the 
very (ame, that ſhor che arrow and ſtuck you in 
the leg 3 Put him co death, and then ſhall ye be 
ſure he ſhall never move war more amongſt you. 
If ye do not, ye ſhall ſee him one day again 
raiſe an Army againſt us, and deſtroy us, But 
Joſeph did find friendſhip at Titus Veſpafian ſon's 

hands, which came of the Lord, 
| Therefore when heheard thoſe wicked mens 
*words, that defired Veſpaſian to put Toſeph to 
death,he diſapproved their advice,anfdpartly in 
mockage he taunted chem, ſaying, Will you 
cell 
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tell my Father what he hath to do ? will you 
give him fo wicked counſel, to kill that man 
char yieldech himſelf co us, upon the cruſt of 
our leagne and band of friendthip, which you 
now $0 about to break and fruſtrate? Did not 


Captain Nicazor in my fathers name and Ce- | 
ſars, with all the Roman hoſt, make a Covenant F 


with him? Take heed what you fay : Is ic rea- 
ſonto break the Ceſarean fidelicy ? Moreover, 
who can tel{ whether it may ſo happen, that 
ſome of us be taken by the Jews, like as Foſeph 
is priſoner herc with us? VVhen Veſpaſian 
heard his ſons words, it pleaſed him, and he 
ſpared Feſeph, nor ſuffering him to be lain, but 
committed him to a certain Captain of his, and 
carried him about with him through the Cities, 
cogether with King Agrippe, Aﬀcer this Veſpe- 
fian removed his Camp tv Thalmida, which al- 
ſo is called Acho, and from thence he went to 
Ceſarea,a great City. 

When they of the City ſaw Joſeph, they cry« 
ed unto YVeſpaſian, Kill him, kill him, or elſe he 
will one day be an occaſion to ſtir great wars 
againſt thee, But Veſpaſian gave no ear to them. 
Whiles he was at Ceſarea, tidings came to him, 
that che Citizens of Paphos invaded and ſpoiled 
the Ifles that were ſubje& under his Dominions 
with a Navy. Veſpafian hearing thereof com- 
manded to Jay wait for them, that they might 
bemecwichal, So there was an ambulh laid) 
wict o.1tthe Town, and it came to paſſe, that, 
when the Pyrates were gone out a rovilss / 


V eſpaſias 
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VeſtRſian entred the Town and took it without 
great reſiſtance, becauſe their ſouldiers were 
abſent. 

When the Rovers therefore returned with 
their Navy, and ſaw the Romans in the City, 
they laboured to ſet a land; bur ſuddenly a 
huge tempeſ}, and a mighty ftorm, drove all 
their ſhips againſt the rocks chat were in the ſea 
ſhore, ( for there was no haven for ſhips ) and 
' there they were luſt many of them, and thoſe 
' that ſwam toland the Romans flew : they that 
were drowned in the Sea, and {lain by the Roe 
mans, were in number four thouſand good men 
of War, beſides them that were flain in che 
Town 40000. all Jews. 

This done, Yeſpafien ſet forth Yalericus and 
Taribys, two Roman Colonels, with his ſon 
Titus, who went, befieged, and wan the Towns 
of defence that were in Ga/:i/8e; And thus did 
Titus uſe them, They that yielded unto him, 
he ſaved their lives ; and whoſoever withſtood 
him, he ſlew. Moreover, all the Cities that be- 
longed to Agrippe in Galilee, he reſtored them 
unto him again, only Tiarve excepred, which 
heutterly raſed, and flew all the Males, eſpe- 
cially ſuch as were apt to the Wars, fold alſo 
their wives and children. And this was the 
only City in all Galilee, that Titus ſhewed ſuch 
a rigour and excremity unto. 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. VII. 


V Eſpaſian departing thence , took his 
journey to Gama/a, which is a Citief 
upon the top of a Mountain ; the nameF 


thereof is called Gamala, of an Hebrey 


word Gama), that fſignifieth to Requite, orf- 


ro do a good turn, becauſe it is the beſt 
City chat belongeth co Agrippa, and the inha- 


| bicants thereof were all very rich, The Ci-F 


ty alſo, called Seleucia, was not far diltant 
from it, a Countrey repleniſhed with . good 


| Towns, Gardens, Brookes, and all kinde 


of fruicfull Trees 3 Agrippa beſought Veſ- 
paſian that he would not deſtroy this Ci- 
ty: Let me go firſt ( faith he) and offer 
them peace, peradventure they will take it, 
that they may ſave their lives from deſtru- 
&ion ; Veſpaſian was entreated , ſaying un: 
to him, Go and do as thou wilt , for thine 
honour's ſake I will do ſo much for thee. 
So Agripps went to them, and ſpake friend- 
lily and peaceably unto chem, and they 


meant deceic, ſaying; Thou art our Lord 


and King, to whom therefore doth - 
t 


received him in iike manner, but <iþ 


= 
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that is of any price, or to be defired in all If- 
rae] belong but unto thee ? Therefore come 
near unto us, and debate the matter with thy 
Servants. 

Agrippa crediting theſe Words, came cloſe 
up to the Ciry, and as he liftned to them that 
talked with him,one caſt a great ſtone from che 
 Wallwhich lighted juſt between his ſhoulders 

with ſuch a violence,that it ſtruck him proſtrate 
to the ground,and brake his back, with one of 
his arms alſo, But his Servants Rept to him, 
took him up,and carried him to YVeſpaſian z who 
' ſeeing him ſo ſore hurt, ſware he would never 
go from thence, till he had taken the City, and 
ordered them in like manner as he did at Tiar- 
va, to leave not a man therein, The Roman 
Phy ſicians did beftow ſuch diligence about 
Agrippa, that they cured him. | 

Veſpaſian in his rage againſt the Seleticians, 
becauſe they had wounded their King, beſieged 
and aſſaulted them. The Jews within the Town 
encouraged one another,ſaying, Let us ſtick to 
it now, and play the men,for we have no other 
hope to ſave our lives,ſeeing we havethus uſed 
the King. Certain ſtout men of them therefore 
iſſued our, and encountring with the Romans, 
made a great ſlaughter amongſt them. Afﬀeer 
that, the Romans made ready their Engins, 
planted their batcering Ratns, playing © with 
them againſt the Walls; and by chat time night 
came, bear ſo great apart theteof down to the 
earth; that Veſpaſeun and nuich people with hin 

N mighe 
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might enter at their pleaſure. But Veſpaſian 
gave commandment to his Army, that they 


ſhould not enter char nighc into the Town, but} 


ftand and compalle the walls until the morrow, 


that they mighc che becter ſee how to win it, 
Nocwithſtanding, they would not be ruled by 
him, but entred. Then the Fews came upon 
them, drew the chains crofſe their ſtreets, and 
cloſing the wayes of the City, mtrapped them 
in ſuch ſort,thac they could go neicher one way 
nor other. After that,ſerriig upon them, bet 
them down even there; fo chat they wereal 
flain,ſave ten men that fled with YVeſ»afi2n, and 
a Captain named Butizs, one of the beft men of 
War in all the Roman Army, yer him che Few 
purſued and flew. Buc Yeſpaſian and nis, fled to 
che Mountains, that he might be there in ſafe- 


gard ; and from thence he ſent to 7irus his fonff 


that was in Syria, for the Roman Army that he 
had ſent with him to Perſia, which Titms led 
mto Jury, 

Shortly after, Veſpaſian gathered ſouldiers 
and,repairing his Army, joyned with Agr:ppe's 
company, and returning to Seleucia, wan it, 
and {lew every man, leaving none alive : and 
afterward going again to the Cities of Galilee, 
took chem, ſerving them in like ſort, After! 
thar, he came tothe City called Naſce/a,which| 
was a walled Town, and of all the Towns of 
defence throughout all Galilee, none left but 


ic, 
Fhis he beſieged , becaufe thither reſorted 
many

many cut-throats and wicked perſons, without 
che fear of God, ſuch as were robbers and ro» 
vers of the Land of F»dea, Amongſt whom 
was 4 certain man named Fehochanan, learned, 
wiſe, and prudent, eſpecially to do miſchief 3 
a witty Counſellour, and of ſuch eloquence; 
that he could perſwade cunningly, and dif- 
ſwade men from that chey had purpoſed. Be= 
ſides this, he was a murtherer, ready to ſhed 
blood, and to do any miſchief ; a greac robber, 
and one that ever gaped for other mens goods, 
by which means he was become very rich : 
wherefore there reſorted unto him all vain per- 
ſons,man- {layers,rebells, and ruffians like him- 
ſelf giving them Jarge rewards, that chey mighe 
be of his fracernity, his brethren,and adherents, 
and he to be their head, Titus was fenc to chis 
City by his Father, ro offer them. condirions of 


peace ; whicher when he was come, he ſent his 


Embaiſadours to the Citizens ro treate of 
peace with them; whereunto the Cirizens ac- 
corded & were ready to enier into leazue wich 
Tirus. When as tins wicked tehochanan percet= 
ved chat the ancicnt men of the Town. and the 
heads would accep: of peace,he commanded his 
companions to g1-rd the wals, to hinder them 
fiom (peaking with tneRemans,(aying,that they 
themſelves would return them an Anſwer : So 
therefore fedicious Jehochanax made anſwer to 
theEmbaſſadors of7iras,laying;To morrowhave 
we a ſolemn feaft to the LordGod,tell thymafter 


Titts therefore that he grant us truce for 2 dais, 
N z2 and 
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andthe third day we wil give him anſwer;wher- f 
with Tits was content,and deferred the aſſault 
for two dayes. Theſe things were done on 
Whit-ſun-even, which was called the Feaſt of j 
weeks, and harveſt. The night afore the third 
day appointed was come, Feh»chanan and his 
complices gat out of the Town,and fled toward 
Feruſalew, ere Titus knew thereof : On the 
morrow he ſent his Embaſſadors ro demand 
their anſwer, what they would do; They an- 
ſwered, we delireto enter into a league with 
you,for we are yours, and ſubmit our ſelves to 
your pleaſure, upon the condition, that none of 
the Romans hurt us, either in our bodies or 
poods, Titus upon this made peace with them, — 
confirming it by Writing ſealed, for the better 
aſſurance thereof. So they opened the gates, and 
Titus came into the Town with his whole Ar- 
my, and the Jews received him with great joy, \ 
honouring him very much. 

| Then Titxs enquired for Jehochanan and his 
confederates, The Citizens declared unto him, 
how he fled by night with all his unto. Jeryſa- 
lem : Titus hearing that, ſent after to purſue 
him,yet they found him not, he had made ſuch 
ſpeed. Notwithſtanding, many of the people 
that went out of the Town with him, thac they 
might eſcapethe danger, both men, women,and 
children, old and impotent perſons they over- 
took, ſlew them every one, and returned wich 
a great (ſpoil. Aﬀter this, Titus won all the Cities 
m Galilee, and ſer Rulers in them, Then Yeſp«* 


fin 
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fien diſlodged from hence, and came to the 
Mount Tabor, which hath ſnow on ic continus 
ally ; the height thereof 1s thirty furlongs, and 
upon the top is a plain twenty three furlongs 
long : Thither ſent Yeſpaſian one of his Cap- 
tains called Palgorus, which took the Mountain, 
and the Town that ſtood thereon, 

But here I'will leave off the Hiſtory of the 
other battels that were fought in other places 
in the Land of Tſrael,and Galilee, and ſpeak no 
more'of them in this Book, for they be almoſt 
innumerable, and we have made mention of 
them, in the Hiſtory of the Romaxs,

will declare all things cruly, as our

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It came to paſle therefore, as Febochanan the 


_ Galilean was fled to Jeruſalem, he found there 


men meet for his purpoſe ; injurious perſons, 
wicked men, murderers,deceivers, blood- ſhed- 
ders, an infinite number. For out of all Coun» 
tries within the Land of J=dea, there repaired 


thicher all men of War, co defend the Sandtua- I 


ry of our God, and Anani the high Prieſt re- 
ceived all chac came. Theſe,ſeeing Jehochanan 
an1 his vaitantnetle, revolced trom A1#2ni the 
high Prieft, and'clave to him, conſulcing with 
him concerning all their affairs: So he con(pi- 
red with cheſe cuc-throats co lay hands upon 
the ric? rm-n of che Cicy, and ro ſpoil them of 
their gouts ; and this was their manner . When 
they eſpyed aiuy notable rich man of the City, 
they would afcer this ſorc quarrel with him: 
Arc noc thou he that haſt ſent letrers to the Ro- 
mans,and to Veſvaſian, to betray the City unto 
them? Thus would they examine him before the 
people,and whenhe would anſwer, God forbid 
ſthoul ij doſo; then would they bring in godlels 
perſons,limbs of cone devil,of cheir own company 
to bear falſe wicneſs againſt him, that he might 
be condemned to death by the law for a rebell, 
' Thus dealt they with Autipas and Lohia,

borh Noble men,and of the chief of che City: | 


and their goods, with ail their jewels,the ſedi- | 


tious {eized for them(+lves. They pick*d quar- 
rels aſſo wich che wgl Piietts,thruft them from 
their chairs, that cliey conld noc-<xecute their 
ſeryice, Moreover, they caſt lots, who nn 
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have the Prieſts office, and who ſhould be no 
Prieft. For they held the Prieithood and ſer- 
vice of God,for toyes,gaudes,and trifles, So the 
Jot fell upon one that was called Pax; the fon 


of Peniel, a carterly husbandman, ignorant of 


whac belonged to the Prieſts office, ſo that he 
was utterly unworthy of the Prieſthood : fo 
light a matter made they of the Prieſthood. 


' The good and the god'y men of Feruſalem,ſee- 


ing the power of theſe ruffians, and wicked 
perſons bear ſuch ſwinge, they ſtuck together 
and decermined to withſtand them by force. 
The people therefore earneſtly moved with ans 
ger, (erupon them, and encouutcred with them 
in ſuch ſorr, that the fight was great on both 
fides,in the Screercs, in the Market- place, ir the 
Temple,and in the entrance of che Temple, till 
all the City was filled full of dead bodies and 
ſlain men. For there was not ſo much as one 
ſtreet, but there was ſome skirmiſhes in it. The 
people ar length got cheupper-hand of the ruf- 
fians,for they were eagerly ſer,& earneſtly bent 
againſt them, The ſedicious therefore ſeeing 
themſelves not able to make their party good 
with the people,fled every man into theTemple 
of the Lord, ſhut ic after them, and there re- 
mained, Bur 4#24; the high Prieſt, ſeeing the 
wicked to be fled to the Temple,wiiled rhe peo 
ple co ceaſe theirfighting with them in theTem- 
ple of the Lord, leſt they ſhould pollute it wich 
the blood and dead ca. katſes of thoſe wicked 
perſons, The people therefore left off the fight.

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Then Anani beſet the Temple round about 
with 6000. of the choiſeſt and ableſt men of the 
people,well armed all of them with jackes and 


fallers,and as well weapon'd, with every man a 
ſword,a target,and a ſpear or pike, to keep the 


Temple,that they ſhould not come forth. Moree || 


over, Anani caſt in his mind,that beſides the in« 
vading them in theTemple,which were nowaies 
ſeem]y,it ſhould alſo be as great a damage,if the 
People of the Lord ſhould afſault one another 
in that place, For theſe cauſes, he ſent Embaſ- 
ſadors to Fehochanan the Galilean,chiefCaptain 
of the ſeditious and thieves,offering him p_ 
but Fehochaxan refuſed it: For the ſeditious 
had ſenc for theEdomites to come and aid them, 
The Edomites had been ever from their firſt be- 
ginning very valiant and warlike-men,yer they 
were ſubje& to the Fews. For Hircanus King 
of 7444 had conquered them,and cauſed them 
to be circumciſed,binding ſuch of them as were 
the beſt Warriours to this ſervice, to ſtand in 
arms, and keep watch and ward upon the walls 
of Feruſalem day and night, and the reft of 
them to pay tribute to the Fews. 
Upon a certain night came two and twenty 
thouſand of theſe Edomites, all good men of 
War,againſt Feruſalem. When Anani the Prieſt, 
and the people that were with him, heard the 


noiſe of the Edomites Army, he went upon the | 


watls, and demanded of them what they 
were, from whence they came, and whi- 
ther they would? They anſwered, We are 

| | Edomites, 
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FAdomites, and came out of I4umea, to viſit the 
Lord God and his Temple, and to ſec in whar 
caſe his people ſtandeth : for thus we come ac- 


cording to our accuſtomed manner as ever here- 
tofore, Anani anſwered, You are diſſemblers, 


| and not as your words do ſhew, neither come 


ye to ſeek God and his Sanctuary, nor yer ro 
aid his people, bur rather ro the ſupporting of 
Fehochanan grand Captain of Thieves, Were 
it not better for you toaſliſt the Sanftuary of 


God, than theſe finfull ſeditious perſons, chat 


covet nothing els then tolay walite the Houſe 
of God, and to deſtroy his People ? They in 
the moſt holy City of God, do thed the blood 
of Juſt, Godly, and Innocent men ; through 
whoſe wickedneſs the Rymazxs have the upper 
hand of us, becauſe we have civil wars at home 
with the Seditious, and external wich the R9- 
mans. Yea, the wickedneſs of the Seditious is 
grown fo far, that che moſt part of us had ra- 
ther be ſlain by the Romans, than of our bre- 
thren the Fews. Itlobeye be come to main- 
tain them, ye ſhall underſtand that ye offend 
our Lord God exceedingly, to help finners 
and murtherers, that tread the people of God 
under their feet, like as men tread grapes in a 
wine-preſs, and make the Temple of the Lord 
a dwelling-place of man-killers and wicked 
perſons. Ye ſay, Ye come to fſeck che Lord : 
how 1s it then that ye are thus in Arms, after 
the manner of war? Ye fball underſtand, we - 
ſhuc nor the gates of the Town becaule of you,

left ye ſhould come in, afcer your accuſlomed 
manner: bur becauſe of your armour and wea« 
pons that you have with you, wh ch are inſtru« 


ments of deftruion, a very unmeetr faihion to 


come and vitit the Lord ; You 'hould rather 
have come with off-rings, ſacritices, confeſlion, 
aud praiſe, Notwiihttanding, if ye will enter 
into the Town for devotion fake, ye are wel 
come: but ye muſt lay away your weapons and 
ſo enter in pe.iceably. 

The Edomites anſwered, We marvell not a 
lirtle at thee which art the high Prieft , our 
Lord and mediator, and at the reſt of the Priefs 
of the Lord, with the Elders and Judges of the 
people that be preſent with thee; and your 
wo d> ſeem ſtrange in our ears, For we under- 
ſtand you rake us for your enemies, and there- 
upon you ſtop us of our encrance into the City, 
to vilic the Lord God afcer our accuſtomed 
manner, In that we be arined as ye objed& un- 
to us? Do yenoc know that Veſpaſian draweth 
nigh to come to this holy Cicy ? This we hea- 
ring of, was the cauſe that we took our wea- 
pons with us,. to come to ayd yon, and keep 
the I own, as we have been wont cheſe many |} 
years. But how ſhouid ye gather this, that we | 
come to ({upport the wicked and ſedirious that * 
be wich you: when as from the firſt day that | 
ever we and our fathers were circumciſed, we | 
never {xarved fiom the Law and command- 
ments of che Lord? Tell us if there be any *

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man to ſtrengthen and maintain the power of 
the wicked, to the which we are bound co 
hearken, and to ayd theſe? God forbid we 
ſhould do this, for we all both that be bere, 
and the other Edsmites alſo, be ſervants of the 
Lord and his people, ro maintain and defend 
the Law, the people,and che houſe of the Lord, 
Whiles they were thus talking together, there 
aroſe up a great cloud, and li.;hrnings were 
ſeen with fire, and darkneſs with mighty chun- 
der-claps, and ſhowers of hail, that all that ſaw 
it were wonderfully atraid. Wherefore the 
-people fled wholly ; left not only the walls, but 
' Anani allo ; for they could not abide to tarry 
any longer, But A#2ni took heartunto him, 
and abode it, to. mark thoſe horcible figns of 
heaven which did appear, that he might judge 
-what they berokened. |

Elders that were with him, without perceiving 


chat all theſe figns berokened the evils that 


' ſhould come upon Fernſalem and all Iſrael. 


When they that were ſhut in the Temple, 
perceived that they that kept the Watch before 


ithe oate of the Temple , were fled alſo for fear 


of the tempeſt, they went and opened che doors 


' of the Temple, and in that darkneſs, which 


| although ic was ſo great, that one could not 


ſee another for the thickneſs thereof, neither 
durſt any of the Town once look out of his 


| doors (they were fo afraid of thoſe terrible

ſigns of the Element) yet came thoſe deſperate 
fellows , the Sedirtious out of the Temple, 


. drew toward the walls withour all fear, with 


ſaws and other inſtruments, to cut aſunder the 
barrs of the gates. And when che craſhing of 
the thunder and hail was greateſt, then labour= 


." ed they hardeſt, in wreſting aſunder the locks 


and bolts of the gates, leſt they ſhould be per- 


ceived. And ever when the thunder- clap was 


y paſt chen ſtayed they and left offi} it came a- 


gain, Thus plaid they till they had broken 


and opened the gates, and let the Edomites in- 
tothe City : who being once come in, wandred 


here and there , for that night, devifing how 
they might ſer upon the Citizens of the Town, 
and utterly deſtroy them, 

They call*d our firft cheir confederates, that 
remained in the Temple, brought them thenee, 
and joyned together with the Edomites, ſwea- 


ring 
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Ting one to another, that they ſhould be oge 
people and one Army. And forthwith, being 
ſo confede: ate together , they flew the ſame 
night, $500. of the people of (3od, all good 
men of God, all good meniof War ; befades in- 
numerable other, char they killed of the com 
mon people. In the morning they laid hands 
on the rich men, haled them before the Judges, 
and Ixz Elders, which otherwiſe is called $ay- 
hedrim, whom they called together : And there 
wicked FJehochanun the Galilean, ſpake: unto 
them in this wiſe, 

Why condemn ye not theſe rich Cobs, that 
have made a conſpiracy with the Komans, and 
determine to betray this holy City i co their 
hands? namely, one Sechariahu a juſt man, a 
perfett , god!y, and vertuous, one that feared | 
the Lord, and loved both God and man ; but 
For his riches only which were great, this Je- 
Þoochanan { Captain of the Seditious ) appre- 
Hended him, willing the Elders to condemn 
him to death, for thar he had joyned with 
their enemies, ( as he ſaid) to betray the Ci- 
ty to them. The Prieſts, Elders, and Judges 
Hearing his words , and perceiving that 
both the and the reſt of his bloody band, defi- . 
red nothing elſe than to make this man away, 
althongh they knew |:im co be moſt innocent, 
they wept and fighed greatly : Fehochanas lee- 
ing them weep for Secharzahy, and that they 
would not condemn-him, reſpeGing hi> juſtice 

and integricy 3 Whac, quoth he, do you begin 
to mourn before chere be any corple Owens 
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* we ſhall chink 
; ſhame, with an obſtinate mind, the wicked forc 
” hoyſed away Sechariahu , carried him our of 
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j would I ſhould never come where God hach 


to do, bur if ye order it thus in your judgments, 
ye ſhall be the firſt that we will lay bold of, and 


' we will {it in judgment our ſelves, to diſcern 


the matcer for che people of God according as 
good, Then laying apart all 


the place of judgment, and brought him up to 


the ropofa high Tower, at the Eaſt end of the 


Town, from whence they calt him down head=- 
long , and he died at the walls i1dein the vale 
of Fehoſchiphat, The Prieſts cherefore were 
ſore afraid f« r their own parts, and the judges 
alſo wich the Elders, {ceing the wickednets of 
Jebochanan, and che reft of the Seditious: For 
ns had given ct«m warning and ſaid, 

xcept ye give lentence on every man that we 
ſhall bring uno yon, acco divig co our minds, 
be ye aſſured, all ye (ha!' go the ſame way char 
Sechariahu 1s gone before you, Afrer tharythey 


_ apprehended a juſt man, and a rich, char was 


beioved of all tie ! own, whoſe name was Go 
rmian, ſurnamed Va'iarr, and he was a valiant 
man indeed, moſt expert in wars. thereto wile 
and wicty, and a man of a pure and pet: Et lifeg 
one that was ever the formoſt in bacre)l, when 
ſoever they had any contli& againſt the G--ti/'s 
that beteged Feruſalem And this was h1s aCc- 
cuſtomed manner, when the enemies ma: ched 
to joyn barte] wit the Jews, he would run 
upon them with ail his might, and make 


fuck flaughter of chem, chat in ipigic of 
their 
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their hearts he- wonld force them co retite $ 
and by that means his body was full of skarg, 
his face and head wonderfully mangled with 
the wounds that he had received in the battels, 
xhar he had been in for the people of the Lord 
yet now becauſe he would not tollow the villas 
nous mind of Fehochanan, and take his part, Fe 
hachan#an commanded him ro be apprehended, 
and brought before him,and when he was come, 
ſaid thus unto kim ; Make thy Will, and ſer thy 
houſe in order , and confeſs thy ſelf unto the 
Lord, for there is no way with thee but death: } 
And ſo they led him out of 'the Town to kill 
him chere,leſt thereſhould be any buſineſs about 
his death, if he had been put co death within the F 
Town ; for all the Citizens of Feryſa/em loved þ 
him, and he likewiſe loved them. When they 
were come to the place of execution, Gorinian 
fell down before them, and beſought them with Þ 
rears in this wiſe ; Seeing ye have ſo determi- 
ned that ye will needs {lay me, when as nor- Þ 
withſtanding I have commicced no crime, not 
any offence, and that ye will in no wiſe ſpare þ 
me although 1 be innocent, as you know well F 
enough yourſelyes ; yet I beſeech you, let me 
obtain this one thing at your hands, thar you 
would do fo much art leaſt wife at my requeſt, | 

as to bury my body ; other favour 1 defire not. 

They made him anſwer, If chou hadſt not ſpo- 
ken to us thereof, we had thought to have 

done it, for ſo we were determined with our | 

ſelves: bur now, ſeeing thou art ſo bold as to | 
demand this of us,we will {lay thee, but buriall | 
gettelt

Gorinion yet beſought them to the con- 
trary, uncill che moſt cruell Fehochanan ſtruck 
him, and ſlew him, and after threw out his bo- 


Veſpaſian in the mean ſeaſon drew nigh to F* 


! ruſelem; for he had pitched his cents at Ceſares, 
| where he relieved his armyy and paid hisfoul- 
' diers great wages, wherefore they tarried in 


the Cicy many daies: For when Veſpaſian 1hi- 
derftood of the wars in Feruſalem, he ſaid unto 


.his people, Let us make no haſte to befiege Fe- 


ruſalem, till ſuch time as they have ſlain one 
another among themſelves, and ſo ar length 


ſee themſelves waſte away with cruel] war, hun- 


polictick man in all feats of war, and his wiſ- 
dom never turned him to more commodity, 
than by chis device only. So he fojourned at 
Ceſarea , with his men many daies : In the 


- mean ſeaſon, the people of Feruſalem made war 
' upon Febochanan, and his complices, ill innu= 


merable of them were deſtroyed. Some of them 


- were ſlain with ſwords, ſome the Seditious kil- 


led with ſhort daggers. For certain of che Se- 
ditious carried ſhore daggers ſecretly ugder 
their garments, wherewith they would comeſo 
ſuddenly upon an: honeſt and juſt man, and 


dead

dead in the place, without knowledge -who 
firuck him : So by this means what with ſwords 
in open fraies, and what with daggers ſecretly, 


many of the people were ſlain, and far more | 


that way than by the Romans, inſormch rhat 


now very few Citizens were left alive. Thus Þ 
when Fehochanan had gotten the upper hand of. 


the Cicy, he ſent an Army out of Feruſalem, to 

o and take the Cities thar had made peace 
with YVeſpaſian, which they ſacked and razed to 
the ground, and whomſoever they found there- 
In, Romans, or Fews, they flew: Yea, Fehochas 
au went with them himſelf, ſpoyling and car- 
rying away all the riches that they found in 
them. They took alſo the City Gerara, that 
flood beyond Fordan, whereas they remained. 


The inhabicants of Feruſalem, both Priefts, El- 


ders, and the reſt ofthe people, ſent Embaſla- 
dours to Veſpaſian, to deſire peace, of him, and 
ſuccour againſt Fehochanan,and his wicked rab- 
ble, which daily in the Town flew very many 
of the people of God. T he Citizens alſo of Ge- 
rara ſent Embaſſadours unto Veſpaſian, ſaying; 
If thou wilt be Lord over the Land of Fades, 
and the City of Feruſalem, and defireſt to aſſure 
therule chereof, and eſtabliſh it unto thee,then 
hearken unto our counſell, and come unto us 
without delay, to deliver us from the hands 
of Febochanan, and the wicked4feditious per 
ſons, that with all cheir might endeavour to 
ſpoyl all our goods, and to get the dominion 
Over us, OUr Waves, and children, to none other 


purpoſe, 
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purpoſe, than by that means to deſtroy us ut- 
rerly, thac no remnant of us ſhould be lefr, If 
ſo be chou wilt come, and valiancly withſtand 


| 


them with thy power, we will alſo tight againit 
\ them in c>&@ Town, till chey be all (lain, and, 
then thou ſhalt be our Lord 3 And that done; 
thou mayelt go to Fernſa/em without any impes 
diment, or hinderance of any man; for they al- 
ſo of that Cicy deſire the fame,and would gtad- 
ly become ſubjects unto the Komans, 

When as therefore Peſpaſian heard the peti- 
tions of the Citizens cf Gerara, he took his 
journey thicher co ſuccour chem, and deferred 
to goto Feruſalem, But Fehochanan heard of his 
repair, wherefore he {l:w the chief Governour 
of Gerara, and got him our of che Town with 


' his companions, and took thein co their feet, 


determining to flee intoa certain wood: Veſpa 
fian having knowledge thereof , made atter 
them, ſending ouc Po/zgory , who overtook 
them, and made a great {laughter of them And 
in his return toward Gerara, upon Fordan tides 
he light' upon much peopie going to Fernſalem, 
that they might eſcape together wich the Sedi= 
tious. Them Polzgorus drove back to the Ri- 
ver, where he ſlew 13. thouſand of chem; the 
reſt leaped into Fordax, and were drowned, to 
the number of 91. thouſand men , women, 
and cliildren , with much Caciell chac were all 
drowned together in the River, inſomucu 
that the channell of Fordan was ſo ſtuffed, and 


{topt with dead bodies, that the waters roſe 
O 3 and 
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and ranover the banks here and there into the 
fields, and plains: yer at the length the waters 
increaſed, and bare che carkaſes down the Ri- 
ver, as faras the ſea of Sodom, which is the ſea 
of Pitch, otherwiſe called the (glt-Sea; and 
all the banks of Fordan lay fulFof dead bo- 
dies, 7 
Aﬀter this, Veſpaſian took his journey from | 
thence, and went into the land of Ed», where Þ 
he won two ſtrong Cities, the one called Lega- 
rith, the other Cephar Toco, and flew ten thou- |. 
ſand of the people thereof, leading the reſt a- 
way in bondage. Thence hediſlodged, and 
came to a Town call'd Chamath Gedi, which he 
ſubdued. In this City were wel-ſprings of hot 
waters, from whence the hor baths of Tiberias 
have their Originall, The, natural Philoſo- 
phers and Aſtronomers of that Country, held 
an opinion that theſe are the heads ofall the 
hot Wel-ſprings in that whole Country. De- 
parting from thence, he came to Samaria and 
won 1, 

Then repaired he again allthe Towns that 
he had ſubdued, and made up their walls, pla- 
cing Garriſons therein, to ayd him, what time 
he ſhould beſtege Feruſalem, That done, here- 
turned to Ceſarea, to take muſter of hig whole 
ran and prepared to go to beſiege Feruſa- 

em. 

But in the wean ſeaſon, came Meſſengers 
from Rome, and brought him word chat Nero 
the Emperour was dead, and how that as he 
was 
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was a hunting in the Country, the fireofthe 
Lord came down from heaven, and fell upon 
him, that he died of it. 

Afcer whom reigned G alba, not one whole 
year : for,afore it was fully ended, he was {lain 
by the noble men of Rome; and Vitellizs crea- 
ted in his ſtead, a fool, yet a (ore cruel man, 
much given co Drunkenneſs, ſo that he was in 
all points unworthy of the Roman Empire. 

\ The Noble men of Rome that were with Yeſ- 
paſian hearing this, greatly diſdained at that 
matter, and faid, Was there never a Noble 
mai in Rome lefc, to be placed in the Empire, 
but ye mult chooſe a drunken wine-ſucker ? 
why did ye not rather ele& the mighty Prince 
Veſpaſian that is here with us, a Sageanda 
Wiſe man, thereto alſo moſt valiant, one that 
conquered many Cities, and vanquiſhed many 
Nations, and thoſe moſt fierce ? What puiſſanc 
Kings hath he ſubdued under the Rowan Em- 
pire How far and wide hath he enlarged the 

Empire of the Romans? And now when as the 

Empire ought to have been beſtowed upon YVeſ- 

paſian, or ſome one like unto him, and none 

ſuch could be found amongſt you, ye beftow ic 

upon a fool, and a blowbole drunkard, wherein 

ye have done very undiſcreetly, Well, che Eme 

pire of Rome ſhall havea better Emperour one 

day,and God ſay Amen. 

Whereupon the Princes that were there, laid 
their heads rogether, and decreed ro make 


Veſpaſian Emperour, T herefore with one con- 
O 3 | ſenc 


ſent they went unto Veſpaſian, and ſaid unto 
him, Thou ſhalt be our head, for the Empire 
belongeth to ſuch a one, and thou ſhalt have 
Dominion over us. But Peſpafian refuſed to 
take it on him, and would in no wiſe conſent 
to them. Notwithſtanding they compelled him, 
and placed him upon the Throne of Majeſty, 
ſetting an Imperiall Crown upon his head, 
which he would have put away, and pulled off 
with his hand becauſe he would not be Empe- 
rour. Wherefore the Roman Captains drew 
out their ſwords and ſaid , Thou ſhalt be Em- 
peronr and reign over ns, therefore refuſe it 
not: if thou do, thou ſhalt dy upon our 
ſwords, Veſpaſian therefore ſeeing himſelf con- 
rained, being afraid of his life, he was con- 
tent to ſuffer himſelf co be proclaimed Empe- 
rour. Then all the Army was (worn unto him, 
and he fate npon the royall ſeat, as Emperour 
and King of Kings. 

The civil wars at Fer»ſz/ew encreaſed more 
and more, and much blood was ſhed through 
the wickedneſs of Fehochanan, Ceprain of che 
theeves, a limb of the dive], and through 
the cuc-throat murtherers that were with 
him, who had all even (worn the utter deſtru- 
Aion of the City of the Lord, and the deaths 
of the people. 

There was alſo another cut-throat Rnffian, 
of a noble houſe of Frdea and Feryſalem about 
the ſame time , called Schimeon, who began 
allo to follow Fchochanans manners in laying 

| Innocents, 
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innocents, and robbing and raving in Feruſa+ 
lem. For Anani the High Prieſt had once ap» 
pointed him Prince and chief Captain of 7cru- 
ſalew: and afterwards finding him an enemy, 
baniſhed him the City. Where'ore Schimeor 


; went and gat him a rout of unthrifts, murthe= 


rers, and theeves, caſting in his mind , and 
ſaying, Except I joyn my ſelf with ſuch good 
fellows, I ſhall never be able co berevenged 
of Anani and his afſiftants, thar have thus bae« 
niſhed me out of leryſa/em into exile wrong- 
fully, unto my great diſhonour. Shall I chat 
have been in ſuch eſtate, now be caſt out of 
my dignity, and be conſtrained to wander 
here and there as a baniſhed man ? He wenc 
therefore through all che Ciries of /udea and 
Galilee, cauling to be proclaimed in the ftreets 


'. and market places, and fenc his lecters where 


he could not come himſelf, in chis manner 
and form : Whoſoever liſteth. to be rid from the 
bondage of bis maſter, or hath had any injury in 
hi: Country , or what ſervant ſoever deſireth to 
be ſet at liberty, or whoſo cannot abide the rule 
of his Fatber or Maſter; all that be in debt, 
and ſtand in fear of their Creditors, or fear the 
lews for ſhedding any innocent blood, and there- 
fore lurketh ſolitarily in woods or mountains, if 
there be any man that is accuſed of any notori=- 
ous crime, and in any danger therefore ; To be 
ſhort, whoſoever is diſpoſed to rob and to do 
imjury and wrong, to haunt whores, to ſteal, 
to murtber, to eat and drink at other mens coſt, 

O 4 Withou! 
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without labour of bis hands, let him reſort to me, 
I will deliver him from the yoak, and danger of the 


laws, aud will find bim his fill of booties and 


ſpoils. There afſembled unto him about twen- 
cy thouſand men, all Murtherers, Theeves, 
Rebels, Lawleſs perſons, wicked and Seditious 
men. 


Then began Schimeon alſo to vex the Iſrae- | 


lites, to turn all upſide down whereſoever he 
came. When the Citizens of Feruſalem, the 
Prieſts, Elders, and A#ani heard tidings of 
Schimeons deſpightfull wickedneſs, how he held 
on ſti] opprefſing the people of God, they were 
very penſive, ſaying: Now will this fellow 
more trouble us than Febochanan, be he never 
ſo cruel. They conſulted therefore and agreed, 
ſecretly to ſend a power againſt him, that 
might ſuddenly fall upon him, and overthrow 
him. Peradvencure ( ſay they ) they may ſlay 
him, or take him alive, before this wickednels 
grow to further inconvenience, and joyn him- 
ſelf with our foes; then ſhall chey affail us both 
within the Town and without. 

They ſent out therefore againſt him a great 
Army of Iſrael/its and Fews, with Chariots and 
Horſe-men , and foot-men in great number, 
which came where the Camp lay, and found 
him in the corn fields deſtroying of the grain, 
pulling down of barns, and burning all both 
eorn and Olive trees: Then the Feruſolemites 
divided their Army, & ſet upon Schiweons tents 
ſuddenly, ſmote them down, and made a great 
flaugkter upon the Seditious, But 


—_ 
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But ſhortly afcer, Sch:meou gat the upper 
hand of the People of God, for he came upon 
chem in the nighe ſeaſon, and made a ſore 
ſlaughter amongſt them 3; Then they that re- 
mained, took themſelves to flight towards Fe- 
ruſalem, and Schimeon purſued them, killing 


them unto the hard gates of Ferxſalem, ſo that 
F$'many of them were {lain in the way, and very 
'few eſcaped. 


After this, Schimeon went and moved war up- 
on the Edomites, to ſubdue them unto himſelf, 
which before were under the Dominion of the 
Jeruſolemites. And firſt, he came to che City 
Aſa, otherwiſe called Gaza, for it was the fir} 
City within the borders of Edow, as men came 
from Jer»ſalem. But the Edomites met him in 
the field in great number, and joyned barrel ; 
neither part had the Viftory , therefore at 
length they retired both. 

Then was Schimeon in ſogreat a rage, when 
as he could not overcome theſe Edomites, thar 
he wiſht him out of his life. So he ceaſed fight- 
inga while, and encamped himſelf in the bor- 
ders of the Land of Edom, right againſt it, and 
there abode, thinking to ſet upon them at an- 
other time, And as he was deviſing how to or- 


| der all things, there came unto him an Edowite 


called Jacob, one of the chiefeſt men among 
them,and a Warriour. He hearing of Schimeon's 
Proclamation, was moved to come and enter 2 
League with him, and thereupon ſaal unto 
him ; Never let ic diſcomfort thee, that thou 
couldeft

couldeft not overcome the Edomites at the firſt 
batcel : If thou wilt be ruled by my counl<], 
thou thalc win all the Cities in the whole land, 
and [ will deliver them into chy hands 

Schimeon defired to know how : therefore 


ſaid he, Let us hear thy counſel, and {hew us F 
how it may be brought abour, and when it is $. 
come to palle, then will we honour thee, and 


regard thee accordingly. 

Facob ſaid, Give me one half of thine Army, 
which I will lead with me into an ambuth : then 
ſbalc thou in the morning betimes ſer thy men 
in aray againſt the Edomites for a ſtale ; and 
when thou ſhalt perceive them to come againſt 
thee, then make as though thou fleddeſt, until 
thou haſt ftaled them our of the I own into the 
fields co purſue thee, 

Then will I with my men come our of our 
ambuſh, and make ſpeed to the gates, where we 


ſhall kill the Warders, and ſuddenly enter the | 


Town ; and killing all that we find there,ſet up 
a flag upon the Tower of the Town. Then when 
the Edomites ſhall ſee that, their hearts will be 
dead for ſorrow;and fo mayeſt thou turn again 
upon them, and beat them down at thy pleaſure: 
Or if chou like not this device, hear yet another 
way. I have been a Captain againſt them a long 
while,therefore I will return in the night ſeaſon 
into the Town;zif the Watch examine me from 
whence I come, I] will tell them I come from 
Schimeons Camp,whither | went as a Spy ;Then 
will I co to the Elders of the Town,and dehire 
them 
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| them to let me have a company of the beſt

fouldiers, and I will bring Sch:meox into their 
hands,if he ſet upon us again, For | have view- 
ed the Camp, and his power, and underſtand 
that he intends to morrow to fall on us, which 
thou ſhalt do indeed. And when thou ſeeft me 


to iſſue out againſt thee, chou ſhalt flex thy 
{Spear in the Reſt, and come towards me ; then 
will I take me to flight, and caſt a fear in the 


Edomites hearts , that they ſhall flee alſo; 
which done,thou mayeſt purſue and {lay chem, 
at thy pleaſure overcome them, and enter 
the Town ; then that Town great 4ſa once 
taken, thou ſhalt quickly win all the reſt. When 
Schimeon heard this, he went and deliberated 
with his own Councel, and they liked the laſt 
advice beſt, wherefore that they concluded up- 
on. So Facob the Edomite recurned by night 
to Aſa, and declared to the Ancients of the 
Town, how he had been in Schimeous Camp,and 
had viewed his Army, whereby he had percet- 
ved good hope, that he ſhould deliver Schime- 


#4 into their hands ſhortly. The Elders there- 


fore made him grand Captain, and chief of all 
their men of War, charging every man in this 
wiſe : Foraſmuch as none of you are ſoexpert 
in the knowledge of warfare as 1s Facob, there- 
fore it behoveth you to follow himin all things, 
It he (et forward, ſer ye forward 3 whereas he 
pitcherh bis cenc, pitch ye allo ; if he ſtay, ſtay 
ye ;if hefleeth, fleeye; To be (horc, when he 
returneth, then recurn ye, and go not one 
hair 
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hair breadth from that that he ſhall command | _ 
you,neither one way nor other, [Ipon the next | * 
morrow Schimeon iſſued out of his Camp, with 
all his Army, and upon that, aſſembled Jac 
his men, and went out to meet him ; But when 
they came to the point ready to joyn,and Schi- 
meon with his company had charged theicÞ 
ſaves againſt them ; by and by Jacob lefr thei 
Field, turned his back and fled, and the chifF: 
ſouldiers that were about him, fled with him. F© 
The reſt of the people ſeeing their Captain 
flee, they took them(elves likewiſe to flight e+ 
very man:then $chimeon purſuing,made a great 
flaughcer of them,and won the Town, bringing | 
them under his ſubje&ion, And when he had 
ſacked the houſes of them that were lain of 
the Edomites, and ſpoiled their goods, which 
was very much ; the reſt chat he took priſoners 
and kept alive, he made peace withal, and 
jJoyned them unto his own Camp. 

Afrer that,he departed from thence, accom- 
panied with 40000. good fighting men, part E- 
domites, and part Jews, and came to Chebron, 
which he won, and deſtroyed all their grain, 
and corn fields : Yet after, he repaired their ' 
Walls;and ſuch of them as were left alive,made 
peace with Sch;meon, who received them into 
League with him, and they became his men, 
and followed him in all his Wars. So he dif- 
loged from thence with all his Army, which by 
the acceſſion of the Chebronites was now won- 
derfully encreaſed, and dF#termined co invade 
Jeruſalem. And 
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And when he came nigh unto the City, he 
ranged here and there, deſtroying the fruits 
that were upon the gronnd, and alſo their 


coril. 
Captain Febochanan having intelligence of 


| Schimeons coming to befiege the Town, and 


how he had deſtroyed the fields, thought to 


: have gone out of Jeraſalew, and to fight with 
him, but he durſt not; for his Spies had told 
| him that he ſhould not be able co overcome 


him, he had ſo puiſſant an Army, and ſo well 
appointed. Yet nevertheleſfle he iſſued out,and 
lay in ambuſh for Schimeon. In the mean ſpace, 
by chance Schimesns wife ( that was fled our of 
Jeruſalem, with her men and women ſervants 
towards her husband, for fear left ſhe ſhould be 
ſlain for her husbands ſake, if ſhe ſhould have 
tarried at Jeruſalem) paſſed by where he lay in 
his ambuſh : Her he took, and brought again 
to Jeruſalem, not a little proud of fuch a prey, 


| thinking, Now we ſhall have Schimeon at our 


{dip ngrudr emay we have his Wife our priſoner: 
e loyeth her ſo entirely,that he will do for her 
ſake whatſoever we will have him, This came 
to Schimeons ear,who had taken that time many 
of Jehoehanan's men, and cut off their right 
hands, ſending them with ſuch ſhame to: Jeru« 
ſalemto their maſter. He ſent moreover Em- 
baſſadours ro Jebochanan, willing him to ſend 
him his Wife, in ſuch ſort, that ſhe might come 
to him with all that was hers : or if he refuſed 


co doit, he ſhould be extremely handled ; for 
he 
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he wonld rake the Town ere it were long,and, 
to Jechanan's ſhame, cut off che hands and legs 
of all them that did inhabite it. 

Fehochauan hearing this, was (ore afraid, and 
all thac were wich him, and therefore they ſent 
him his Wife ; whereupon Schimeon kept him 


within the Town. And as Schimzenn played ? 
the Tyrant without, ſo likewiſe did Feho«' 
ſouldiers 


chanan within, For Fehochanan's 
raviſhed the Iſrae/ztes Wives, and ſhed inno« 


cent blood, 


Shortly after, Schimeon left the Town for a | 


ſpace, and returned into I4umea ; for he had 
word thar the men of moft power,and the rich. 
eſt forc of that Country rebelled. Whereupon 
he ſacked and ſpoiled all the Towns of T4umea, 
and lefc them nothing : inſomuch that 'he waz 
become very rich, and then returned to Fery- 
ſalem, bringing the Edomites wholly with him, 
that were meet for war : and many of the Fews 
reſorted to him, and with his power he be- 
fieged Fernuſalem, even at the very gates. Yet 
the Tyranny of Fehochanan and his Complices 
ceaſed not, but increaſed more and more daily 
in Feruſa/em,inſomuch that they taughr the Ct- 
tizens of Feruſalem to murder their neighbours, 
and ro commit adultery with their wives : by 
which means fornication was rife and common 

ia the City, Yea, many of the people and youth 

ſhaved their beards, letting the hair of cheir 

heads grow,and accompanied themſelves with 


women,that they might exerciſe their adulcery 
ſafer, 
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ſafer, and not be eſpied ; which fin did wonder- 
fully defile the City of Feruſa/em, and withour 
doubt furthered the deſolation thereof. The 
gates alſo of the Town were cloſed up, that no 


man might go 1n nor out. 
out, fell into the hands of Schimeon, and was 


$þ ſlain : they that carried within,were conſtrain- 
'$#ed ro ſee before their faces, their ſhame in every 


”reet and corner; and if any found fault, he 
' was (lain ſtraight by Jehochanan,that moſt cruel 
Captain of the ſedirious Rebells. 

! The Cicizens therefore ſeeing the tyranny 
of Jehochanan, to be without meaſure, they aſ= 
ſembled all cogerher, and encountred with Je- 
hochanan, and were flain a wonderful ſort of 
them in that conflik&. And except the Edowites 
that were fled to Jeraſalem from the tyranny of 
S$chimeon,had ſucconred the Citizens,the whole 
people of Jeruſalem had been utterly deſtroy. 
ed, and {lain every mothers ſon by Jehochanan; 
his power was ſo great. 

Then Anani the high Prieſt, and the other 
Prieſts, wish che ancient, faithful, and Sages, 
and the reſt of the peopie of Jeruſalem; ſeeing 
the wickednelſe of Jeh»chanan, and that they 
could nghGficr ic any longer, conſulced toge- 
ther to deliver the Town to Schimeoy, and 
bring himin, and make him their King,to help 
them againſt Jehochanan, whom they took to be 
_ farworle than Schimeox, hoping that ic might 

come to paſſe, that Schimeon ſhould {Jay Fe- 

bochanan at length. They ſent therefore Amirta;

And whoſo went 
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the high Prieft ro Schimzon, to bring him into} # 
the Town; But Schimeon craftily denied it,| 4 
ſaying ; What ſhould I come into the Town to | v 
you that hate me,and of late baniſhed me your f t! 
Town ? Yet they ceaſed not, bur ſent the ſame} Þ 
Amittai ro him- again, to entreat him in theÞ * 
name of all the people, ro come into the City, þ Þ 
And by this means, upon a certain night ap-# 
inted,he entred into Jeruſalem with his whole! 
Army: Notwithſtanding,he was no ſooner with- 
in the Town, buc he brake his promiſe andFÞ 
league that he had made with the Citizens; F 
and whereas he had promiſed to ſuccour them, | 
and aid them, now he wasalrered, and became Þ 
their enemy, joyning himſelf with Jehochauan: } 
And thoſe two Rebells reigned in the City of 
Jeraſalem by courſe, one one moneth, and an- 
other another. So,where before Schimeons cons 
ing, they thought much to bear the yoke and 
oppreſſion of one ſeditious perſon, now were 
they conſtrained to hold down their ſhoulders, 
and bear the yoke of two. 
Yet within two dayes after,there fell a vari- } \

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ance and diſcord between [ehochanan, and Schi« 
meon, about Eleazar the Prieft,the ſon of 4nani 
the high Prieſt, This El-azar was theLeginner, 
and firſt ſower of ſedition amongft-the 1ſrae- 
lites, whum Schimeon would now have put 
co death, to be revenged of his father that. ba» | 4 


niſhed him our of Jeruſalem 3 bur Jehochunas 

took Eleazars part, and defended him; For 

Eleazar was alwayes Jehochanan's cp

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| aided him. His father was high Prieſt, and bare 
agreat rule in Feruſa/em, wherefore Eleazar 
was of a great eſtimation aud authority with 

} the Elders, fo that they durſt no apprehend 
bim ; and his father alſo looked negligencly un= 
to him,and let him do what he lift, becauſe he 
had no more ſons but him. So he was the firſt 

{that aſſembled naughty perſons together, and

Ecoming co Jeraſalem. And for his ſakegfell di- 


Þvifion and difſention between Jehochanan, and

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to Rome to his Coronation, dividing firſt his | -

with Titus his ſon, to befiege Jeruſalem withall,. 
So departing, he left his ſon Titus at Alexan- 
dria, commanding him to remain thereztill ſuch 
time as he ſhould fignifie unto him otherwiſe | + 
by his Letcers,and ſhew him what he ſhould do; 
and that inno wiſe he ſhould attempt the ſiege Þ 
of Jeruſalem in the mean (pace. Titus anſwered, Þ# 
T ſhall do ( dear Father ) according nnto your Þ * 
commandment, for to you it belongeth to com: þ 
mand, and unto me to obey. | 

Veſpaſian took with him King Agrippa, and 
Munabas his ſon, he fearing leſt they would re- 
bell, and me Joſeph Prieſt and priſoner alſo | ! 
faſt boundn chains; for ſo had his Council mo. | 
ved him, ſaying : We cannot fay the contrary, 
but that we have found no ſign of rebellion in 
Toſeph hitherto, neither think we that he hath 
gone abour any; bur, Who can tell when we are 
gone hence, whether be will not flee to Jeruſa- 
lem,and help co fer them at unicy and concord; 
then they make him their King, and after he be 
the ſorer enemy unto us ?

The ſame year and moneth that Agrippe 
was put to death, God moved the minde of Veſ- 


paſian to remember me with his mercy : where- 
fore he commanded that I ſhould be fetched 


out of priſon,and brought to his preſence. And 


as I ſtood in irons before him, Ceſar bad me 
welcome,and ſpake comfortably unto me, ſay- 


ing, Thou knoweft very well that I have loved Þ 
thee from the day I firſt ſaw thee, and though, 
T have kept thee continually in durance,do not Þ 


think I did it of any ill will or malice toward 
theez bur rather thou mayeſt perſwade thy 


ſelf, I diditleſt the Komazx Princes ſhould dif- F 
dain at thee, and ſay : See,here is a fellow, that Þ 
in our wars hath endamaged us ſo greatly, yet | 


now goeth he check-mare with us, in as great 
favour as we : Let us kill him,and pur him out 
of the way. Bt, my friend Joſeph, be of good 
chear,l will deliver thee from theſe iron-bands, 
and thou ſhalt be with me in no worſe caſe 
than one of my chiet Princes. I will ſend thee 
into Jewry to my ſon Titus, to whom thou ſhalt 
be as a father and a counſellour, 

Thou knoweſt, Titus was he that took pity 
on thee,and would not ſuffer thee to be put to 
death; Yea he hath ſundry times moyed me to 
releaſe thee of thy bonds, and to honour thee, 
which I have deferred to do,only for this cauſe 
that I ſhewed thee. I made him anſwer, But 
how can I be quiet, or in ſurety of my life 

as 
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as long as I am in thy company and thy ſons, 
ſeeing Agrippa and his ſon, were ſuddenly pur 
to death by you? Ceſ+r anſwered, Hold: thy 
peace Joſeph, I never looked for any goodneſle 
of Agrippa and his ſon, Thou knoweſt not what 
they had wrought agam(t my Majeſty,and how 
they went about to rebel; thou haſt born their 
bones with chy hands. Doeft thou not know I 


| honoured him and his fon in Jewrz, how I 


would not ſuffer any of my Army to annoy 
any of his Cities? I anſwered, Yes, 1 know ic 
was ſo, as your Majeſty faich. Then ſaid he ; 
But for ali chis hach Agrippe requited me again 


iſ-$ with evil. For what time as che Nobles of 


OI nnnn 


” Romein Jewry went about tro make me Empe=» 
' perour, thinking me ſomewhat more meer to 


rule the Empire than Vite/laus, Agrippe perſwas- 
ded them that they ſhould nor make me Ems 
perour, affirming that there was nothing in me 
worthy wherefore they ſhould promote me to 
chat dignity. And afcer when he came to Rome, 
he went from one Biſhop co another, and cau- 
ſed them co go co the Biſhops, co accuſe me of 
ſuch crimes as in my conſcience I knew no- 
thing at all of. 

By this I perceived that Agrippa's heart was 
full of rancour and rebellion, and therefore [ 
judged him to death, For where as wickeds 
neſſe is, there it is meet that condign puniſh» 
ment ſhould not be lacking. And I put his fon 
to death likewiſe; For the ſon of a Traitonr 


ought uot to live upon the earth, becauſe that in 
3 his 
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his heart remaineth the work, of his father, being 
conceived and born of a rebellious ſeed : But] 
have found thee alwayes faithful and true,and 
therefore I commend my ſon to thy wiſdom, 
With this, he commanded my jronsto be taken 


away from me, and being releaſed and at liber- | 


ty, heſet me honourably among the Princes 


and Senatours. Then ſaid I unto him, Is not Þ. 


this a great. diſhonour unto me, that I ſhould 


be delivered from my bonds, and nevertheleſſe 
my Country men that be with me to be kept in 


priſon ſtill? Now therefore,if I have found fa- 
vour in thy fight, and if thou wilt do any thing 
at my requeſt, looſe the bonds likewiſe of all 
the reſt of the /ſrae/ites that be with me : ſec 
them at liberty alſo, and chou ſhalr be aſſured 
that I will be thy faithful Counſellor whilemy 
life laſtech, and an enemy to thy foes, to make 
War upon them that aflail thee. 

Veſpaſian granted Joſeph his requeſt, and 
willed them to be ſet at liberty,as many as were 
yriſoners with Joſeph, Shortly after ſent he 
Joſeph to his fon Titus, that abode at that pre- 
ſent at Alexandria in Egypt, to whom he writ 
concerning Joſeph 1n this manner. 

T ſend nto thee here (my beloved ſen) Joſeph, 
a Prince of the Jews,a man of exferiencegtrained 
in war,in whom # great wiſdom ; he ſhall he thy 
father,and faithful counſellour, thou ſhalt not do 
againſt his counſels neither one way nor other, for 
he is a wiſe man, Wherefore thou ſhalt reverence 
and honour him according as he is worthy 3 for ”

Wherefore we went forth to meet him, ac- 
companied with the Captains of the Romans 
Army, and received him with great honour, 
Then Joſeph delivered ro Titus his fathers Let= 
ters : which Titas having read, ſaid unto Joſeph, 


Whatſoever my father harh written in theſe 


Letters, I would haye done no lefſe by mine 


own accord ; but ith my father hath admoni- | 
ſhed me of the ſame, ] ought to do it the more, * 
Wherefore remain here with me, and | will be 


thy ſon,and thou ſhalt be my farther,to rule and 
govern me with thy counſel. | 


So Joſeph abode with Titus at Alexandriaa: 


whole moneth afrer he came from Rome. Then 
conſulted they together to goto Jeruſalem and 
beſiege itz for Joſeph underſtood well enough, 
That this came of the Lord, and that his word 
could not be letted, or hindered. Titus therefore 
and Joſeph with him,deparred from 4 exandriz 
with all cheir Army, and pitched their rents at 
Nicopolz 3 from thence they came by water to 
Thaxiſa, ſoforth to Traclea, and leaving. that, 
came to Peliſis; from thence they travelled 
' through the Deſart to Baale ] avin, after that to 
Dicron,lo to Gazagnext to A5kalon,then to Ja- 
buam,after to Japho,and ſo to Ceſarea. In theſe 
Journies he won Aſam, Akalon,and ] apho,with 
allcheir Towns,and Caſtles lying abour chem. 
The firſt year of thereign of Veſpaſian, the

r of | Tits with Joſeph and his Army to Ceſarea, a 
| famous City buile by King Herod. In this Ci- 

ty he ſojourned until! his whole Hoſt were 
come together, as well of Rymavs, as of other 
Nations that were under the dominion of the 
Romans, and came to ayd them in the fiege of 
Teruſalem. Therefore Titus Army was wonders 
F fully huge and puifſane, wherewith he abode 
at Ceſarea, till the cold of winter was paſt, and 
the month of Ta/y drewnigh: The ſame years 
'the civill wars grew and increaſed in Teryſalem; 
for the Cicizens flew one anocher withour any 
' truce, reſt, or quiet1eſs no nor in winter, when 
' 2s Wars were wont to ceale; but ſummer and 
- F winter both, the wars never ſtinted between 
Schimeon, Tebochanan, and Eleazar, For the 
Lord that year had ſent amongit them of Te- 
miſalem, a vertigincus ſpirit cf giddineſs, that 
the people were divided intc three parts : 
whereof the firſt and beſt followed Anaxi the 
Prieſt, who at that time had ſtained, unhallow- 
ed, and ſuſpended his office of Prieſt-hood, 
Another part followed ſediti.us Jebochanan; 
the third was for Schimeon. So that in the 
midſt of Teruſalem was civill wars, and wichour 
"0 | the ſame, the Roman Army maderoads from 
Ceſarea,even to Teruſalem,by the means wheres 
e Þ} ofno mandurſt go forth , leſt he ſhould fall in- 
h } tothe enemies hands, nor enter into the Town 
[ to bring any neceffaries thither. Anani being a

wealth of Jeruſalem governed iby the pleaſure 
of che Seditious, gave over his third part that 
ſtuck to him, to Eleazar his ſon, which was the 
firſt author of ſedition, and he that gave the 


firſt occaſion , and the cauſe of all the miſchief 


that befell in Jer»ſa/em, and in the whole Land 
of Fudea. For he began a conſpiracy againſt the 
Roman Garriſons, and provoked Iſrael! to Res 
bel againſt the Romans, and tolay hands upon 
them. | | 

Wherefore there aſſembled unto the ſeditious 


Eleazar, Jehudah, Chezron, Schimeon, and (iſe 
kihu, young men of the Nobles of Jeruſalem. 'Þ 


Eleazar with his company took the Temple, 
and the Courts about ir, appointing of his men, 
ſome to be ſpies, and ſome to keep watch and 
ward about the Temple of the Lord. 

Burt Jehochanan, who becauſe of the great re- 
ſort of the people unto him, was ſtronger than 
Eleazar, he took the market place and ſtreets, 
and the lower part of the City. 

Then Schimeon the Jeruſolemite, took the 
higheſt part of the T own: wherefore his men 
annoyed Jehochanaus part ſore with Slings and 
Croſs- bows. 

Between theſe three there was alſo moſt cru, 
el batce]s in Jeraſa/em for the ſpace of four 


daies, without ceafing or any breathing, and | 


every day were very many {lain, ſo that the 
blood of the Jews that were then ſlain, ranin 
every place moſt abundantly, through the Mar- 
ket-places and ſtreers, yea even to the Tempe 
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of the Lord, like unto a flood chat had come 
of great ſhowres; and unto the threſholds of 
the gates of the Temple, the dead bodies over- 
whelmed one another by heaps, for no man bu- 
ried them. Jebochanan having the middle parc 
ofthe Town , had Schimeon onthe one fide of 
' him, and Eleazer on the other. 
But Schimeon had the beſt place; from whence 
| he might annoy both Jehochanan and Eleazar, 
Eleazar did alſo what he could to endamage 
 Schhmeon, And Jehochanan that was in the mid= 
'deſt, encombered them both, notwithſtand- 
* Ing to litcle purpoſe. For Schimeons company 
flung ſtones, and ſhot at them ſore : but when 
as Jebochanans part flung likewiſe at them, rhe 
ſtones rebounded back upon themſelves. Thus 
amongſt theſe three the battel was ſore, and 
encreaſed every days thatall men were in great 
terrour and fear thereof, | 

Then affembled to the Temple much people 
"Ml of the Prieſts and Elders, beſeeching theſe Ince- 
ſtine and Domeſticall enemies, not co pollute 
and defile the Temple wich their {laughcers,and 
were almoſt all (lain for their labour, The ſame 
I day was {{ain the Prieſt Anani, & Joſbna a Prieſt, 
=p both of the chiefeſt Prieſts, Sechariaha allo the 
a" moſt faichfull Prophet of che Lord. 
Then had the continuall Sacritice ceaſed 36. 


p daies : for ever unrti] that time, was there ſome 
- | good men or other of Jeruſalem, that offered 
le alway ſacrifice to the Lord. 


'f But now when they would have continued it, 
and 
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and the Priefts laid the facrifice upon the A}. 
tar, the Seditious would run upon them and 
kill them , ſo chat the Prieſts bodies and their 
cattel that they would have ſacrificed, ſhould 
fall dead to the ground together. They that 
reſorted alſo out of the Country of Teruſalen 
for devotions ſake, the Seditious ſlew, and ut- 
terly deſtroyed them , that almoſt no one of 
them was leftalive, . 
Moreover, the dead bodies of men lay caſt 

in the Temple, and that without number croad Þ 
under feet: yea, the dead body of the Prieſt 
that was offering ſacrifice, lay upon the earth 
together with his offering. And when any Þþ 
man would offer any ſacrifice, ſtraight way 
one or other of the Seditious would ftep to 
him and kill him, chat the blood of che ſacrifice 
and facrificer, ſhould be mingled together; In 
ſomuch that the pavement of the Temple be- 
ing all-of marble, was made ſo ſlippery with 
theblood and fat of chem that were ſlain, that 


'no man could go upon it without falling. And 


the Prieſt ſhould no ſooner lay hands on the ſa- 
crifice, but he was ſlain, and ſtraight another 
dead body ſhould fall upon him ſtranger or 
other, they ſpared none : So thus the dead bo- 
dies of the good and bad, clean and unclean, 
wicked and vertuous, theef and crue man, 
lay one upon another, and their blood mixt 
together in the midſt of che Temple, withouc 
reſpe& of any man, of what degree or condi- 
tion ſoever he were : Wherefore che fight and 
| flaughter 
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| laughter waxt great, both in the Town, and 


in the Temple, Nay, whomſoever the Sedicious 
overcame, they ſer fire on their houſes alſo; 
whereby the fire took into the grear men's hou- 
ſes that were nigh the Temple, and into the 
ſtore-houſes, whereas againſt times of neceſliry, 
and beſieging of the Town , were laid upin 
ſtore, corn, wine, and oyl, to the number of a 
thouſand and four hundred ftore-houfes, all 


- filled full of vituals. For the Elders and other 


godly men, what time as Veſpaſiau was in Ge- 


' lilee, they made up the doors of thoſe Garner- 


houſes, and laid in viftuals into them, ſuffici- 
ent for two hundred thouſand men twenty 


; years, and now in this one battel of the Sedi- 


tious they were burnt every one,ſtick and tone, 
which was aſpeedy cauſe of famine, and hurger 
in Jeruſalem. 

At the ſame time alſo, the Seditious pulled 
down and razed all the fair houſes, and goodly 
buildings, that there ſhould be no monumene 
of any noble houſe, left to any inthe City of 
Teryſalem. So thus you fee at that time the Lord 
viſited the Citizens of Teryſalem with four kind 
of plagues, ſword, peſtilence, iunger, and fire: 
befidesthis, a fift was added, the ruine and de- 
cay of all beautifull and glorious buildings, 
And whereſoever a man turned him, chere was 
nothing but deſolation, pollution, (namely of 
the Temple and all holy things ) uproars.with- 
out all reſt and refuge ; no help, no ſuccour, 
but every corner of Jeruſalem was full of _ 
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ling, and yelling, wailing and weeping,ſobbing 
and fighing of women, and children, Here 
ſhould ye hear the roaring & groaning of woun- 
ded men, not yet thorough-dead ; there the 
mourning and Jamentation of the Elders, youns 
ger children crying out for hunger; to be ſhort, 
moſt (orrowfull oppreſſion of them that lived, | 
done by the Seditious : Such lamentations were 
made every where, that happy and fortunate 
was he that before this day died, and unhappy Þ 
and in a wotull caſe were all ſuch-as remained 
aliveto ſee this day, 

All chefe chings when I Foſeph heard tydings 
of, I tore my hair with my hands, and caſt 
aſhes on my beard, fitting in great ſorrow on F 
the ground, bewailing the miſery and calami« F 
ty of Feryſalem. And this lamentation made 
Foſeph upon Feruſalem: How is the City ( quotkh 
he) laid waſt, that was wont to be more hap- 
py and more renowned than all the Provinces 
upon the earth f How is the City that was 
herecofore in ſuch hrghnefſs and dignity, now 
broughe under the foor, through the ſons of 
the Citizens thereof? Whereas ſometime was 
the dweliing place of the faithfull, now bear 
rule there fuch men as provoke and ſtir Gods 
wrath againit ir, and curn it away from their 
God , waſting ic as theeves. In the which 
ſometime remained the brightneſs of the God- 
head, it 1s now become a by-word, and mock- 
ing-ſtock to the enemies, repleniſhed with blood 
of wounded and flain men. Inſtead of mirth, 
gladnets 
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| GY , rejoycing , harps and pſalteries ; is 


orrow, ſighing, heart- breaks, mourning, and 
penfiveneſs come in place. Even as heretofore 
the prieſts executed the ſervice of the Lord in 
offering ſacrifices 3 ſo likewiſe now, ſeditious 
perſons murthered godly and faithfull men:

flaying all that attempt co beftow any ſuch work 
of mercy upon the dead, in ſuch ſort, that they 


fa]l dead upon the corpſes which they would 


have buried;and by that means both che corpſes 


lye caſt out into the field; no better than the Þ 


carcaſes of brute beaſts that be found in deſart 


places. Yea,the iniquity and cruelty of thy Ci-

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fins are gone over our heads, and the wicked 
ats that we have committed in thy fight are 
| innumerable: The Lord our God is righteous, 
it is we that have rebelled againſt his will ; we 
have prophaned and unhallowed his Law, we 
' have broken his Covenant, and ever the more 
thac his wrath kindled againſt us, the more 
have we tranſgrelled againſt him. Wherefore 
co him belongerh juſtice and judgment, he hath 
 worthily powred the fury of his diſpleaſure on 
us; to uson]y belongeth ſhame, as we have a- 
bundancly at this day : But he will once turn 
again and have mercy upon us, vanquiſh all our 
fins, and caſt them all into the deep bottome of 
\ the ſea, ſo beic, 
' Aﬀrer thele things, the third day of the firſt 
month, in the firſt year of che reign of Veſpa= 
fian, Titzs his ſon took muſter of his men in the 
| plain of Ceſarea, to know the certain number of 
them, which he had not done afore, fince his 
fathers departure; and he found them very ma« 
ny, inſomuch that they ſeemed almoſt to cover 
the earch. This done,he took his journey from 
* Ceſarea with his people, and came to Samaria, 
where the Citizens received him with great joy, 
and much honored him, wherefore he ſpared 
them, and did them no harm. 

From thence he came to Ajelona, thirty fur- 
longs from Feruſalem,there he pitched his tents, 
and leaving them there , took fix hundred 
horſemen with him, and came to Feruſalem 
to view the Town, to know of what heighe 
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the walls were of , what ſtrength there was in 
the Town, eſpecially of the Sedicious, of whom 
every where great rumour was; finally to re- 
ceive peaceably all ſuch as were dejirous of 
peace. Ho when he came to the wa:l he ſaw no 
man, neicher to go out nor inzfor the gates were 


ſhut up, and che Seditious had laid an ambuſh . 


without the Town to trap T:tus , who went 
ſomewhat before accompanied with a few, the' 
reſt following a pretty way behind. Whiles 
therefore he was in viewing the walls, the Se- 
ditious iſſued out of their ambuſh that they had 


laid nigh unto Ajelona, and fer upon the, back. | 


of Titus men behind. Then iffued another 
Party out of the Town, ſo that they had Titus 
between them, and running upon him, ſepera- 
red him from his men, and environed him on e- 
very ſide ; where they flew ſixty of hismen, 
and might have ſlain him al{o, ſave that they 
coveted to take himalive. Titus (ſceing hims 
ſelf beſer, and forſaken of his own men, that 
thought it was impoſlible for him to eſcape,per- 
cerving alſo that they went not abourto kill him 
but totake him alive; moreover, that he could 
in no wiſe eſcape, except he would make an ir- 
ruption and run through cheir bands; he rook a 
go0d heart unto tum, and valiantly brake 
through, {laying whomivever camein his way tO 
Jay hands on him,and fo he eſcaped, If they bad 
intended to have {lain him, they might have 
done it, bur being deſirous to take him ative (as 
ne (aid ) they abſtained from ftriking him, ___ 
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ſo they loſt him : And God didnot deliver him 


| into their hands, that by him he might ſcourge 


Iſrael, But the Fews ſeeing him to be thus e- 
ſcaped, repented ſore that they had not killed 
him; ſaying one ro another, What meant we 
that we killed him not while we might? ic was 
il done of us. Therefore they purſued him, 
bu ling and ſhooting after him wich Engins of 
war, but they could not overtake him, for 


| God preſerved him, that he might afterward 


deliver Ferzſalem into his hands. So he re- 


'turned to Ajelona, and perceived the hearts of 


Kings co be in che hands of Gol. 
The next morning brought Titas all his Ar- 
my to Feruſa/em, determining to encamp him- 


| ſelf upon the Mount O/:vet : wherefore he firft 


ſpake unto his ſouldiers in this wiſe. This day 
ye go to fight. againſt a mighty Nation, whoſe war= 
riours be as ſtrong as L'ons, valiant as Libards, 
and nimble as Fawns that run in the Mountains,to 
overturn Chariots, and ſuch as ſit upon them. Now 
therefore take good hearts unto you,and be conra- 
gieus, for it behoves you, Do not think, them tobe 
like the Nations that heretofore ye have hed to 
do withall : I my ſelf have experience otherwiſe 
of their valiantneſſe and ſleights of war. 

This ſaid,he marched in aray moſt ſtrongly, 
that they ſhould not be ſcattered aſunder,and 
gave them charge, eſpecially to the Vangard, 
© take heed of ſtumbling upon Wells and 
Cifterns, whereby they might be hindred, for 
as yet the day was ſcarce broken : and befades 

this, 
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this, Tits had knowledge how the Fews fear. 
ing of his caming had digged ſecret trenches 
and pitfalls. Wherefore to avoid them, he led 
his hoſt to Mount 0/:vet, in which place it ne- 
ver came in their minds to dig. 

brerefore when he came to the Mount 0/;- 


vet, he encamped there againſt Feruſalem right 


over againſt the Brook Cedron, that ran be- 
tween the Tity and the Hill, and many times 
ran very ihallow. Titus Camp was abont.fix 
furiongs from the Town. 


The next morning they of the Town feeing : 


Titus to be encamped on the Monnt Ol:vet, the 
Captains of the Seditious with their Compa- 
nies afſembled together, and fell ro agreement 


every man with another,intending to turn their F. 
cruelty upon-the Romans, confirming and rati- 


fying che ſame attonemenct and purpole, by 
ſwearing one to another, and ſo there was peace 
amongſt chem. Wherefore, joyning together, 
that before were three ſeveral parts, they ſet 0- 
pen the gates,and all the beſt of them iſſued out 
wich an horrible noite and ſhout, that they 
made the Romans afraid withall, in ſuch wiſe, 
that chey fled before the Sedicious, which ſud- 
denly did ſer upon them at unawares. But Tit#s 
{ceing his men flee, rebuked them, ſaying, Are 
Je not aſhamed of this timourous cowardlineſs,when 
ye are ſo many, and a hundred for one of them ? 
What ignominy is it, ſo many to be repulſed of ſo 
few ? Wherewithall Titus ſtaved them, and 


brought them manfully ro withſtand che yo 
Q 
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ſo that very many were ſlain on both fides.But 
the Romans were not able long to abide the 
force of the Fews, albeic chat Titus wich his 
choifeft and moſt valiant ſouldiers did manful- 
ly keep their ground , and never retrea- 
ted, Titus allo laboured and encouraged 
the reſt to fight: but chey were fo diſmayed, 
that they wilt not what to do, For toforlſake 


- Titus they were aſhamed, and to reſiſt che vio- 
| lence of the Fews,they were not able. Notwith= 


ſtanding Titzs and all his Company made his 


'F party good againſt the Fews, who at length lefc 
* the field,and withdrew themſelves towards the 


Town. Then Titus beins wroth with his ſoul- 
diers,that they had fled from the Fews,ſfaid unto 


ir #. them: Shall 1 not be revenged of theſe Jews? Shall 


 ſofew of them put us to flight, not able ts ſtand in 
their hands ? and will ye flee or retreat, ſeeing me 


abide by it £ 

The next day Titus took all his Army, ſave 
a few that he left in his Camp to keep his bag- 
gage, and went down the Mount 0/rvet, ſetting 
his men in battel aray, even again{t the gates 
of the City. 

Then exhorted he them to play the men,and 
although they were come down the hill, yer 
they ſhould not fear the Fews concerning cheic 
Camp that they had left behinde chem, for the 
Brook Cedron (faith he) is between our Camp 
and the Iſraelites. With theſe words they were 
encouraged,and determined co encounter with 
the Fews under the walls hard to the gates 


of 
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of the City, truſting to the ſafegard and de. 
fence of the Brook Cedron. 

The Captains of the Seditious likewiſe uſed 
policy : for they dividing their men, ſent one 
company to paſſe ſudden)y the Brook (edron 
to invade and ſpoil the Roman Camp that was 
left in the Mount O/7vet. Theſe therefore went 
and fought with the Romans upon the Mount, 
and drove them out of their Camp. 

Titus looking behind him, and perceiving 
that the Jews had gotten over the Brook, and 


were in hand with his men, he was wonder- 


fully afraid,ſeeing himſelf environed wich bat- 
tels on every {de. 
They within the Town, when they ſaw their 


fellows once at the Mount O/ivet, they opened | 


the gates, iſſued out with all their power chat 
was left in the Town, and encountred with 
Titus, where he had fer his men in array over 
againſt the gate, where they made a great 
{laughter of the Romans, which ( deſirous to 
avenge the ſhame gotten the day before) fled 
not, but ſtoutly wickſtood their force. Alſo the 
Jews took heart to them, fought manfally, and 
beat down the Komars, fo that at length they 
becook them to flight toward Mount 011;vet, 
and in their flight many of them were {lain by 
the Jews that purtued the chaſe. [Ipon this, 
divers of T:tus ſouldiers ( ſeeing themſelves 
beſer both Þcfore and behinde ) counſcelled 
Titus to flee with them to the Mountains to ſave 
his life, lf he ſhould be flain by the Jews, and 
they 


{ 
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. | they all rogether with Mm. For thou(ſay they) 
| art a great Lord of many Kingdoms, and God 


ſhall one day bring thee to the Imperial Crown 
of our Lord thy father : Now therefore if thou 
ſhouldeſt be ſlain of the Jews, we are all buc 


| dead ; and what good ſhould thy death do, 


either to thy ſelf, or to others, to be {lain like 


 oneof us ? Titzs would not be ruled by thems 


nor receive their counſel, bur kept his ground 


| boldly, without once turning his face, ſaying, 


I will chooſe rather to die with h:nonr, than to 


' live with ſhame : And with that he ruſhed up- 


on the Jews that were nigh him, and compel- 


| led them to recoyl. 


Whenthe Jews that had environed the Ro- 
»an Camp, ſaw that, they lefc the Rowans,and 


1 came flocking about Tits by routs, affailing 


him on every ſide, indeavouring alſo with all 
their might to overcharge him; Where in chat 
place was a ſore and vehement fight, and much 
people {lain on both fides ; yea, Titus eſcaped 
narrowly from being flain in that fight, and 
had died indeed, if certain of his valiant ſoul- 
diers had not returned unto him, and reſcued 
him out of the Jews hands. That day were the 
chief of Titzs ſouldiers flain : Then the Jews 
retired to their place at the walls fide, 

They alſo who went to the Mount 0/vet,re- 
turned homeward by the Brook Cedrox : the 
Romans ſeeing that, purſued chem ; whereupon 
the Jews returned again upon the Romans, 


who fled by and by: Thus the Jews put the

Romans to flight thrice upo1 one day, 

It came to paſſe then, that the excernal wars 
pauſed, and inteſtine civil wars returned moſt 
cerribly amongſt the Seditious at Feruſalem, 


For upon the firſt day of che high ſolemn Feaſt | 


of Pafſeover, Captain Fehochanan and his men. 


came into the Temple of the Lord, where he | 


was honourably received of the Prieſts and 


Elders, with the reſt of the commonalty. And | 


when they were within, they caſt off their up- 


per garments, under which they were armed F 


with coats of fence, and ſwords tyed to their 


thighs. After thar they beſet the doors, andF 


laid hold of the Prieſts, flew them and the peo- 
ple alſo, their hearts were ſo cruelly bent a+ 
oainſt their brethren ; neither regarding the 
reyerent countenances of old men, nor inclin- 
ing to the prayers of them that beſought them, 
without ſparing women or children,no not che 
ſucking babes, 

Fhis done, Fehochanan ſtood up, and openly 
proteſted, that neither Schimeon nor E'/eazar, 
nor any of the reſt of the Captains of rhe Sedi- 
tious, nor any man. elſe, (hould have the 
ſoveraignty in chat City but he, The other 
hearing chat Jehochanan had wrought ſuch dif 
pleaſure to the people of God in the Temple, 
rofe together, and {Jew very many of Fehocha- 
ans part ; but in the mean ſeaſon, what of 
the one part, and what of the other, the Iſrae- 
lites went to wrack, and were ſlain in great 


number. 
Tydings 


= 
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Tydings came to Titus, how the Jews were 
at odds among themſelves, and flew one another 
daily ; whereac he rejoyced greatly, and came 
with his whole hoſt to the Town, where he 


» 


| found certain Jews without, that had fled, be- 


cauſe of the rage of the civil wars. When they 


: ſaw Titus,they came and beſought him to enter 


the Town, and deliver them from the cruelcy of 


| the Seditious, and they would be his ſervants, 


for theſe wars had made them almoſt weary of 


| their lives. Yet Titus gave little credit to their 


tale, alchough they uſed many words to pew 


#$ ſwade him chat ic was crue, For he remembred 
' that within three dayes afore, he ſaw the Jews 


fight againſt him eagerly, all with one accord,ſo 


earneſHy one reſcuing and defending another, 


that no diſcord appeared co be among them : 
Wherefore he would not truſt their words, in 
that chey required ſuccour,and offered to yield, 
And as they werethusdebating the matcer, ſud- 
denly they heard an uprorein the Town, and 
wonderful hurly burly ; ſome crying,Open the 
gates, & let Titus come in,other cryed, Shut the 
gates, and ler not the Romans come in. Then 
certain upon the walls called to the Romans, 
ſpeedily to come unto the Town, and they 
would then open the gates,that they might en- 
ter in; requeſting the Romaxs to deliver them 
from the cyranny of theSeditious,leſt{fay they) 
we ſhould be ail {lain by che hands of cheſe ra- 
vinous, and cruel Seditious perſons. The R9- 
mans therefore ran to the gates, and when 


they 
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they approached nigh to the walls, and were 
come within danger,. the Jews hurled flones 
from the walls, and ſhot arrows at them, ſlay. 
ing very many of the Romans. The other Jew 
alſo that were without the Town, and had be. 
ſought Titns to deliver them from the hand 
of the Seditious, began again to affail the Ro. 
mans that were gone to the walls, with much 
force, thac many of them they {lew, the reſidue 
chey put to flight, and the Jews followed the 
chaſe almoſt ro 4je/ona. 


Then che Jews mockt and flouted the Ro- | 


mans, calling them freſh-water ſouldiers, men 


of no experience, and innocent fools, that ne- : 


ver ſaw the trains of war before ; clapping alſo 
their cargets, and ſhaking their ſwords againſt 
them in mockage. The Raman Captains ſecing 
theſe things, they took grear diſdain at the 
matcer, anJ in great ire would have turned 
back upon che Jews again, had not Titus cauſed 
the retreat to be ſounded. [pon this, Titzs af- - 
fembled all his Counſe!lours, Capratns, and 
Souldierscogether, and faid unto them in this 
wiſe. | have a ſufficient trial, and underftand 
well enough your valiantneſſe and courage 
moſt worthy men and fouldiers) which far 
paſſeth the ſtrength and man-hood of all other 
Nations, and not only in this moſt excellent 
vercue do ye exce}i,but ailo in knowledge and 
ſleightsof war, in wiſdom and forecaſt ye have 
been chief of all other ; Now therefore, bre- 


thren and friends, 1 maryel not ſo greatiy at 
the

the Fews ſubtilty and craft in their ſwearing to 


| you, forthe perſwading of a thing, and after 


keep not their oath : but this ſeemech wonder- 
ful u1to me,that ye ſuffer your ſelves ſtil] to be 
deceived of them,and to be {lain by their wiles. 
For all the wit ye have, could not deliver you 
out of their ſnares, but now yet again the third 
time ye have approached the walls, and this 1s 
the third time ye have been pur to the foyl for 


- your labours, And all this cometh, becauſe ye 


will not be ruled by me, but tranſgrefſe your 


ÞF General and Lords commandment. Bur now, 
- my Brethren, take heed what ye do hereafter, 


it becometh you not to difobey my words, 
which ye have done ofcen times. oyou not re- 
member a certain Nobleman of our Country,in 
the wars of Angu/tus Ceſar againit the Perſians, 


' how he put his own ſon tro death becaule that 


contrary to his Fathers commandment ( who 
was grand Caprain of the Army under Augx- 
ftis') he had foughe with his enemies, yea al- 
though he kill:d three Perſians. But what ſpeak 
I of once? Ye have oftentimes fer light by my 
commandments, skirmiſhins daily with the 
Jews,and that wichour all diſcreuon,rafhly and 
out of ord+»: whereby you may gather, your 
efiterpriles have no guod ſuccelſe.If you conti- 
nue theſe manners, it ſhall redound unro your 
own diſhonours. Wherefore it were better for 
you to leave of thefe domngs,and lay away your 
pride, contumacy, aud ftubbornneile : which if 
ye do, things ſhall be in better ſafegard. |

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Much more ſpake Titus to his men, rebuking 
chem ſharply, noc mentioned here, but decla» 
red at largein the Volume that we writ unto 
the Romans, When he had (aid theſe words, 
his Princes and Captains fell every one pro- 
ſtrate to the earth,and beſought pardon of him 
for their raſhneſſe, in that they had ſo unad. 
viſed)y,and without order againſt his mind,en» 
countred with the Jews. 


Then Titus taking pity of them, pardoned | 


them, requeſtin:: them ro beware hereafter that 


they commit nothing againf} his commandment, 
neither in word nor deed, and ſo doing, they 
ſhould have his favour, and avoid his diſplea- 
fure,and danger of death for the contrary ; buc 
if they refuſed to do it,he would not ſpare any 
man whatſoever he were that ſhould tranſgrels 


his commandment, but put bim to death, and. 
give his body to be eaten of the fowls of the 


air, They anſwered wich one voice, We are 
content with theſe conditions, and wilkdo what- 
ſoever thou ſhajit command us. 

Afﬀcer this, Titxs conſidering how earneſtly 
the Jeruſolemites were ſet one againſt another, 
how they were become ſuch cruel enemies,that 
each of them conſpired others death, he cau- 
ſed che pits, ciſterns, and trenches that were 
about Jeruſalem, to be damn'd up, and ſtopt 
with earth, that the wayes might be levelled 
for his Army. This done, he encampt himſelf 
nearer the walls. Againſt which attempt the 
Jews ifſued nor out of the City after their ac- 
cuſtomed 
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cuſtomed manner, to put them back from the 
walls. For Schimeon was otherwife buſted, he 
had entertained ten thouſand men of the beſt 
of the Seditious Jews,and joyned himſelf co Ja- 
cob the Edomite, Captainof nine thouſand Edg- 
mites, with whom he had made a conſpiracy, 
utterly to deſtroy Captain Jehochanan. And ſer- 
ting upon him, they compelled him to flee into 

- the court of the Temple, where he remained in 
' thegate of the entrance of the Temple, with 
eight thouſand and four hundred good men of 
war, all wel] appointed in jacks. | 

El-azar alſo was againſt him, and joyned 
with Schimeon, becoming an enemy to him that 
before had ſaved his life, and fo they both ro- 
gether affailed Jehochanan, negleRing the de. 
' fence of the Town. By this means the Romans 
encamped themſelves about che walls ac their 
pleaſure, railing Towers, and caſting Tren- 
ches to planit their battering-Rams co bear 
down the walls. 

The common people of the Jews, chat were 
under the rule and Governinent of the three 
Seditious Captains, namely Schimeon, Eleazar, 
and Jehochanan, ( which alchough chey were 
il enough all, yer che tyranny of ſehochanan far 
paſſed Schimeon, and Schimeou was far worle 
than Eleazar, though Eleazar was the head 
Authour and firſt beginner of ſedition in all 
Iſrae!,) were amongſt them as ſheep ready ro 
be killed. For the foreſaid ſeditious Caprains, 
flew the people at their pleaſure, and divided 

R 2 them 


. them into bands, caſting lots upon them Who 
fhould have which ; ſo that one had anothers 
men, and another man his, And this did they 


not only wich their own men, bur alſo with all 


the reſt of the people, in ſuch wiſe, that when 
the Romans made any aflault, then joyned 
they together as one man to reſiſt the Rymans 3 
to whom when they had given a repulſe, then 
would they return to their civil wars, and fall 
together by the ears among themſelves. 

Extreme and dreadful was the civil confli& 
at that ſeaſon, between the foreſaid Captains, 
and ſo fore, that the blood ſtreamed down 
the channel ont ofthe gates of Jeruſalem, like 
as a brook that runneth out of a fountain and 
welſpring. T he Romans ſeeing ir, were moved 
with much pity, ſo that they wept bitterly. 
But Joſeph thac was.among them was ſtricken 
with ſo great heavineſle, that he burſt out into 
a forrowfu] lamentation, lifting up his woeful 
voice nn this wiſe, 

Alas, als, Jeruſalem, the city of the great 
King, How ſhall I now call thee at this day ? or 
what name ſhall 1 give thee? Sometimes thou 
wa? calied Jebus of Jebuſzus, that builded thee 
firſt in all ths Land. After that thy name was 
Zedek, that is, Juſtice 3 whereupon K1ng, Jeho- 
ram was called Melchizedek,for he was a rightes 
0s King, and becauſe he reigned in thee with 
Juſtice, therefore was thy name Zedek : Then 
 rightesnſneſſe had abiding in thee, and thy bright 
ftar that ſhined in thee was Zedek. Moreover 
in 
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in his time waſt thou called Schalem, as the Serip- 


ture Witneſſeth, and Melchizedek King of Scha- 


lem; and that becauſe the equitie of the people 
that dwelt in thee was then fulfilled. For at that 
time Abraham owur father of worthie memorie, fell 
to worſhip God in thee, and to take thee to his in« 
beritancesto plant in thee the root of good works : 
IWhereupon the Tabernacle of God remaineth in 
thee to this day, az it was revealed nnto the ſame 
our father Abraham; T4 thee (lay 1) i the Sanus 


| arie of the Lord. For in that place did Abraham 


bind his onlie ſon upon the top of one of the hills that 
is called Mount Moriah, ho/ie and hallowed ; and 


.therefore art thou called Jeruſalem, becauſe our 
| father Abraham (of famous memory) called the 
| place of the SanGuarie Adonajureth, The Lord 


ſhall ſee; then thy late name being Schalem, rbis 
joyned to it, made it Jierethalem. For the LordGod 


' ſhall behold the place of thy San#uarie, at what 


time it ſhall be Schalem, that z, pure, uncorrupt, 
without black,or ſpot ; but whenſoever it ix pollured 
or defiled.as it 1 at this daygthen will he turn away 
by face from it.» 

Further more,thou art called Jernſhalem there- 
fore, becauſe that whoſo underſtands the dignitie, 
and worthineſs of the place wherein thy Sanfuarie 
iſhall bid the Angels of heaven to teach in it the 
dofirines of the holy Ghoſt,and the ſpirit of wiſdom 
and underſtanding, wherewith little children, aud 
the un/earned in thy Land, may be made wiſe. 
He alſo that miniſtereth in the Temple, bad 1n.4 


garment of four colours, Scarlet, Violet, be, 
2 aa

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and Purple. Scarlet in reſpe@ of the heavens that 
he above the firmament. Violet and Byſſe colours 
(which he made of flax) becauſe of the earth of 
which they came. Finally Purple, mn reſpe& of the 
ſea where Purple z gotten. 

Therefore when as the Prieſt came into the Tem. 
ple to miniſter, apparelled in theſe feur colonys, he 
ſaid before the Almighty God ; 1 am come to pre- 
ſent my ſelf here in thy ſightC O-Lord of the world) 
7n four kinds of colours,that repreſent the parts of 


thy world, and in ſuch wiſe do I appear before + 
thee, as though T ſhould bring all the whole world. 
?nto thy ſight : Morcover,the aforeſaid apparel was 


garniſhed with pure goldyand precious ſtones,after 
the likeneſſe of the Tribes of the ſons of Jacob,who 


was called [rae] ; that in that garment, he might & 


have the ſceveraignty before the Angels that be 4+ 
bove, and by them prevail to bring the vertue of 
the holy Ghoſt ; by the which they ſhould obtain wiſe 
dem that dwell in thee, and proſper in theiv ſtudy, 
aud faith,that they might bave wiſdom and under« 


ſtanding rogether : His loyns alſo were pirded | 


with lixnen flops, wherewith he tovered hi ſecret 
parts (for it becometh Prieſts uſt of all other per- 
ſons to be ſhamefac'd and baſhful_) eſpecially when 
he ſhould miniſter in the two Sanfuaries, the outer, 
and the inner, which i the SanQtum SanQorum, 
or holieſt of all, Tn the outer, the Prieſts miniſter 


as the High Prieſt commandeth them : but in the. 


;nner, that is the Sanftum Santtorum, entreth 
no man ſave the High Prieſt only, and that but 
once a year, For in it was the Ark of the Cove»

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want of the Lord, in which were laid up the two 
Tables of the Covenant that God made with the

ſtanding, Over againſt the SauGuarie, were four 
teen ſtairs or ſteps, upon the which appeared the mi= 
racle to King Ceskiahu, 

And thou Jeruſalem at that time waſt ſtronger 
than other Cities, Lady of Provinces ; for great 
Kings and Princes builded thee. King Herod 


# much exalted thee,raiſing thy walls high ; and be- 
F. fides that alſo,defended thee with other walls, that 


he named Antochia, of Antochias «a Roman,whs 
gave liberally much monie toward the repairing of 
the runes aud decayes that were in thee, How 


cometh it to paſſe therefore that thon art brought 
" thus low? and the Gentiles have the rule over 


thee now, and beſiege thee, raſing thee, aud caſt- 
ing thee down? yea, they are now in the mid} 
of thee. Wo be to us for our ſins : for, the heavi- 
neſſe of thy ſtrength is duſhed, thy Sanfuarie js 
troden under foot, and made a ſink of the blood 
of ſlain perſons. Drink, now off thy cup ( O Jeru- 
ſfalem) with thy Daughter Sion, drink I ſay, the 
cup of vexation aud grief together with her, for jet 
the time ſhall came, that viſions ſhall be revealed, 
and redemption alſo it ſelf, that thy Children ſhall 
return to their Coaſts, with the health of their Re- 
deemer. Then ſhall be the time of friendſhip, an4 
then ſhalt thou drink, the cup of health and conſ1= 
lation, 
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Aﬀeer that, Titys went to view what way he 
might beſt aſſaulc the City, and as he deviſed 
with himſelf, he eſpied a plain on that fide 
where the Sepulci.er of Jehochanan the high 
Prieſt was. Where he ſtayed a while, and (ent 
one of }:is Captains that were there wich him, 
called Nicanor, to parly with the Jews, that 
were upon the walls, to move them to peace, 
willing him to ſay thus unto them; Friends,my 
Lord Titus 1s delirous to ſpare you, and to 
make a League wich you, that you might be 
at quiec, and our of this danger of deftrudionz | 
and if you be (o diſpoſed to confent theres» 
unto, Titzs ſhall make a League with you be- 
fore it be yet night. N:canor went and ſpake 
with the people in ſuch wiſe, as Tirzs had wil- 


led him. The Jews gave him no word of an- 


ſwer,bur held their peace; wherefore Nicanor 


ſpake to chem again, and as he was talking to Þ 


them, one from the walls ſhot-him wich an ar- 
row, and killed him, Whereat Titzs was Cx- 
ceeding wrorh, that they ſhou!d ſhoot at his 
Captain offering them peace, and his death } 
orieved him marveilouſly : Wherefore he com- 
manded Ladders, Brakes, Slings, battering- 
Rams,and other Engins of War, to be brought 
to alſauit the Town. So the ſouldiers brought 
a battering Ram to batter the walls,and plan- 
red 1t upon a Mount accordingly, 

The J.ws, (ceing tha', were ſore afraid; 
wherefore the three Sedicious Captains joy 
ned themfeives in friendſ}::;-, and forthwith

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be | opening the gates, iſſued our, and beat the R2- 
ed } mans from their Pieces and Engins, that were 
de | now ready addrefled, ſetting fire on the Ram, 
gh | flings, and all the orher engins, a few excep- 
nt | ted, which Titxs and his men ſaved from the 
n, fre. 
at | [In this confli&, the men of Alexendrie that 
e, | ſerved Titw, behaved themſelves like tall fet- 
yy | lows, in the reſcuing of the ſlings from the 
| Jews; yet the Fews prevailed , and got the up- 
per hand of them, till 7;rs came with a ſtrong 
power of choifſe men to ſuccour the Alexax- 
derians, where twelve of the ſtoureft Fews were 
flain. 

In the ſame skirmiſh Jeh»chanan a Captann of 
the Edomites that came ro aid the Fews,was flain 
F by an Arabian that came behinde h1m,and ſhort 
7 him with an arrow, whiles he was calking with 
T the Romars that intreated him tocome to them: 
* For whom the Edomites mourned and Jamented 
| ſore, for he was a good man of war. The next

On che morrow, Tits brought his whole Þ 5 
power tothe walls, and while the Fews wereat F { 
contention in the Town, he addreſſed another g 
Ram, wherewith he ſuddenly ſtruck the outer $ x 
wall, and battered it through : whereupon theW: x 
people that warded that wall, were forc'd to: F 
withdraw themſelves within the ſafe-gardof MW ; 
the ſecond wajl. Then Titxs commanded his 7 
ſouldiers to. raze to the ground that wall chat: 
he had pierced, and to carry away the ſtones 


thereof, that there ſhould be no ler nor hin- F- 
derance to his men; This was the moſt ſubſtan- 
tiall and ſtrongeſt wall of all, thicker than both 
the other, and was builded by Herod: The 
Romans labouring earneſtly in the defacing of F 
che outer wall, were ſlain in greatnumber by 
the Fews from the middle wall, before they 
could finiſh their purpoſe. T he chief of the Fews | 
perceiving that Tits had not only caken, but 
alſo quite puiled down the utter wall, and |

235 


how there was now but two walls left about the 


Town, ic went to their hearts, and made them 
look about them : Therefore the Seditious be- 


| gan now earneſtly to think of unity, and con- 


cord among themſelves, ſo that they divided 
che Town amongſt them into three wards, Fe- 
hochanan was appointed to that ward that is on 
the North parc of the Temple, beftde the 4x- 
zochia; that part of the Town that was toward 


- the Tomb of Fehochanan the high Prieft, was 


aligned co Schimeon; to Eleazar was commit- 
ted che keeping of the wall. Theſe exhorting 
one anorher to play the men, did valiantly re- 
fiſt the Romans, ſothar the conflifts then be- 


gan tv be ſore and hard. The Romaxs for their 


renown and fame, laid on ſtoucly, and the Fews 


-again tuck ſtiffely to their defence, ſeeing their 


end at hand if they were fJack. Tjtus now and 


then exhorting his ſonldiers to play the men, 


[promiſing chem that would valiantly make any 


TF enterpriſe upon .the Fews, abundance of go!d 


}. and filver, and much honour witha!ll. Then 
j ſtept forth one of his ſouldiers named Longings, 


and put himſelf amongſt the routs of the Fews, 
that were iſſued out of . the Town, where he 
ilew a couple of the chief of them, and preſent» 
ly recovered himſelf again within the array of 
the Romans; but the Fews ſhrunk nor from 
the Romans, for they were in a fervent rage 
and wonderfull diſdain; and to further their 
courage, Schimeon came to his men, and cry- 
ed unto them with a loud voyce ſaying; For 
| the 
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the reverence of Gcd ( friends ) flee not this 
day;whoſoever doth flee, let him be ſure he ſhall 
dye for it, and his houſe be deſtroyed. 

Titus alſo admonithed his to keep their array, 


and not to give back to Schimeon. Then went 


he himſelf co that part of the Town where Fe- 
hochanans ward was; there he cauſed a batter« 
ing Ram to be planted, and bent againſt the 
wall, ( for there was a very large Plain.) There

was at that time in Feraſa/em one called Kantor, | 7. 


who got to him a company of the Sedicious, and 


ſhort from the walls into the R:mans Army, 


where he flew very many, and compelled the 


reſtto retire. This Kantor, wich nine other tall | 


fellows, whereof he was the Decurion, detended' 
one part of the Town: Now as the Komags ben- 
ded the Ram to batter the wall, Kaztor cryed 
unto Tit, I beſeech thee, my Lord Titus, be 


merciful! unto this moſt famous City, that is Þ;_ 
almof} beaten down already, donor deface ict 


utterly, but take pitty of the SanEuary that is 


in ic, and deſtroy not the habication of the Lord ÞF;; 


God : Titw at his requeſt commanded his men 
to ftay,and to leave off battering the wall; Then 


ſaid he to. Kantor , Come forth hicher to me, _ 


and thou thalr ſave thy ſelf, I will pardon chee, 
thou ſha]r nor bedeſtroyed 3 Kantor anſwered, 
I will ſee if I can perſwade theſe my fellows to 
come with me. Burt he did ic upon colour, for 
none other cauſe.than craftily to trifle out time, 
whereby he mi hc cauſe Tituc ro leave off the

| Yer Titans pittying the miſerable ftate of the 
Ciry, Temple, and People of the Lord, at that 
time commanded his people to withdraw theme

Which I 
prayer the Almighty did hear, and the Viftory 
followed, ſo that Aſa ſlew in the Camp of che 
Ethiopians,ten hundred chauſand men. Deborah 
a Propheceſſe by her prayer, brought to palle 
great health in Tſrael.

ſcore and ſeven, neither have I lived yet fo 
long that according ro Nature I ſhould deſire 
to die, 

Now therefore, if ſo be you truſtnot me, 
but ſuppoſe | have propoſed theſe things co you 
deceicfully, and that there is no truſt of Titus 
Covenant and bond, or that his league ſhonld 
be to your hindrance and diſcommodity : Ga 
co, if it come topaſs, ic ſha] be Jawfull for you 
to kill my Father and Mother, and my Wife, 
Yea,I ſwear unto you by the L ord ourGod,that 
I ſhalldeliver my life alſo into your hands, thae 

ou may dowith me what ye liſt: and by char 
means ſhall the blood of my Parents, my Wives,

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and mine, be in pledge. 

T herefore let the Ancients of the City come \, 
forth, and I will make a league betwixcchem ' 
ar:d onr Lord Titus. And duubt ye nor, but 
as hitherco the Lord God would you ſhould be 


afl:&:d and puniſhed by the Government 4

hs. —— 
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the Romans : fo hereafter, he ſhall benefic vou 
thereby, and do you good, ifſo be you will 
] once acknowledge and confeſs that all Domini- 
on is changed and altered at his commandment, 
and that God humblech whom he liſterh, and 
again whom he liſt he ſerrechalofr. Bur per- 
ſwade your ſelves of this, that as long as ye re- 
fuſe co be ſubje&unto the Romans, ſo longyou 
| ftir, againſt yourſelves, Gods wrath and high 
diſpleaſure ; and beſides that, you do defer 
the longer, and prolong your redemption and 


| deliverance not only to your ſelves, but alſo to 


j your poſterity. | 
Now therefore my brethren, I thought ic 
my part co declare all theſe things to you, and 


| it is in your power to chooſe whether you 


lit; for who ſo will, let him give car unto 
| mez and who nor, let him abſtain from my 
 counſell. 

The people hearing theſe words and ſayings 
of Joſeph the Prieſt, wepe wonderfully, for they 
could have been concent to have followed his 
counſell. At chis time 7itus, gave command=- 


| ment co all the Rowans, to ſend again the Jews 


that were priſoners, and the flaves into the Ci- 
ty/: By what means he ſhifced from himſelf the

| blood of the Jews, and laid ic upon the necks 
of their Maſters; for 7itys took pity of them 
{ through Joſephs Oration, and his good coun- 
ſell. The common people of the Jews delired 
nothing more, then to have come forth, and to 


| fallco anagreement, to make peace with 7: ny 
ut 


bur Schimeon, Eleazar, and Jehochanan , Caps 
cains of the Seditious , ſer ſtrong watch and 
ward at every gate, charging them to kill all 
chat ſhould go forth : Thus were many killed 
which would have fled forth to Tirus, and the 
City of Feruſa/em was cloſed up, and no man 
could get out nor in. In the mean ſeaſon fell x 
great dearch and famine in Feryſalew>, infomuch 
that che Seditious ſearched every mans houſe 
and cellar for fovud. ' 

And becauſe a certain honſholder withſtood 
thern, they killed him. Thus they dealc wich 
all chem chat dwelled at Feryſalem, till the vi- 
Quals in the Town was all ſpent, that men be- 
gan ro ſeek dung and even mans excrements 
ro eat, by which means much of the pcople 
died for hun&er. Whoſoever ac chat time 
could get any hearbs or roots, mice, lerpencs, 
or other creeping worms ({ whatſoever they 


were ) to cat, he was Counted happy, becauſe | 


he had found meat to ſuſtain and ſave his life 
wichall, in chat hard famine, and cerrible hun- 
ger. Moreover, whoſoever had any corn in 
ftore that no man knew of, he was afraid toſend 
it to the mill, or bake ic, becauſe of the wick- 
edneſs of the Sedicious , leſt they ſhould take 
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away from chem their ſuſtenance ; wherefore 
many did eat che dry coin unground in their: 
cellars privily, ; 
Ac that time alſo were many exceeding rich 
men in Feruſa/em , which ſtole meat one from 
another; fo that the father matched meat from 
the 
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the ſon, and the ſon from the father;.the mo- 
cher ſnatche from her children, che children 
likewiſe from their mother; and ſuch as fled 
our of the gates, or otherwiſe, let themſelves 
down over the walls in the night ſeaſon, who 


| being ſuſpeRed be to the Seduious perſons, the 


Rowans killed chem without. This evil therefore 
and diftreſs increaſed ſo long, that the people 
had devoured all that ever crept on the earch, 
from the. mouſe to the ſpider, frcm the newt co 
the weeſel]; whereby a moſt grievous peltilence 
followed, that innumerable of the peopic of the 
Land died, and there was no man co bury 
| thera, 
When they chanced to find any dead horſe, 
+ or other beaſt in the Town, a man ſhould ſee 
many Iſraelites ftrive and tight for ic ; inall 
points like co famiſhed Ravens lighting upon a 
dead carcaſs, ſo that in ſuch contentions very

| many. were (lain. Therefore when divers men 


with their wives and children, gat out of the Ci- 
ty to,gacher hearbs to ear, and chanced amon 

the Romans, the Romans laid hold of the little 
children, and killed them; ſaying, We will 


{| diſpatch theſe , leſt when they grow once to 


mans ſtate, they make war upon us as their fa- 


thers do at this day, So many as came out of 
the gates of the City now and then, the Romans 
ſkilled and hanged chem upon gallowlſcs, over 
azainſt the gates of Feruſa/em, ro the number 
of five hundred : After the ſame manner $chi. 
| meos , Jebochanan , and Eleazar dealt with 


thoſe 
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thoſe Romans, whom they conld by any train | 
catch , and hanged chem up upon the wails, | #9 
Whoſoever alſo they could perceive would flee | 
unto 'the Romans, they hanged them likewiſe 
over the walls cothe number of 500. But Tit 
gave commandment to all his ſouldiers, that no 
man, upon pain of death , ſhould kill any of 
them that fled our of Feraſa/em, For he cook 
piry of the Tſraelites, and ceaſed nor to ſpeak 
friendly, and lqvingly to the Feroſolemites; (0 
that he went yet once again to the walls, and 
ſpake unto the Fews in this ſorc. 

Hear I beſeech you che counſel of Joſeph , and tha 
come unto me that you may live; and not pe- 
riſh utterly, Spare your people : why will you 
oppreſs them vexed with hunger, thirſt, peſti-| * 
lence,and befteging 2 But the Sedicious hearing 
Titus ſpeak, were wonderfully incenſe), and 
mtended ro add miſchief upon miſchief, hand- 
ling yet more cruelly che people of God, More<f 
over, they railed at Titus co provoke him to an- 
ger , that he mighr l-ave off (peaking to the 
people, which had now almotlt loſt cheir obedi- 
ence and fear of the Seditious, | 

Wherefore the Sedicivus ſpake unto the Ry 
mans, Ir is becter for us co dye with hunger, 
and to be killed in this aftli&tion, ſo to cometo 
the bliſs, and light we bope for, than ro 1y 
and ſee the moſt holy Temple of God defiles 
and deſtroyed, When Tiras law this,” he come 
manded an iron-Ram to be fer co the wall © 
batter it , that he might deliver thoſe poot 
wrecches 
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wretches out of Schimeon, Eleazar, and Fee 
hbochanans hands , who held them in as Cap. 
tives» 

le At che ſame time as they erefed that Engine 
. | to the wall, it hapned there was in the Camp & 
certain young man whoſe name was Memagaxin; 
of | ſon of Antiochus of Macedonia, one of the Kings 
of the Grecians, who came at Veſpaſians com- 
1; { mandment to aid Titus. The ſame young man 
was very {wifc, a good runner, ard a hardy ſoul- 
\4| dier,buc he lacked difcretion. He came to Titus 
| and ſaid, I cannot but marvel at thy ſouldiers 
ad} that vanquith all Nations, and dare not ſer up- 
on the Fews to kill them, 

" Titus hearing the young King ſay ſo, ſmiled 
and ſaid; How chances it, that being of this 
judgment, thou armeſt nor thy ſelf, and makeſt 
thee ready to do like as thou ſayeſt? Why 
draweſt thou not out chy ſword to declare thy 
'F manhood upon them? 

Wherefore the young King incouraged him 
ſelf, and called together ail his Mzcedonian ſoul - 
diers, then approached to the Fews, and began 
to skirmiſh wich chem,ſhooting with cheir bows 
and arrows apace. Bur at length the Fews hand= 
led them ſo, that not one of the Macedonians 
| eſcaped, ſave only the young King,which by his 
1 good foot- manſhip and ſwift running,gat away, 

returned to 7:itw. 

This Memaganin was of the kindred of 4- 
lexagder the great, King of Macedonia, which 
bed the Dominion of the whole world , and 
y whom 
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whom all Nations and people ttood in awe 
of, Foſephus the Prieſk demanded of him 
whoſe ſon he was? He anſwered, 1 came &f 
the ſeed of Alexauder, I am the tenth from 


him. Foſeph ſaid, It may well be as chou haſt 
ſaid, that thou art of the ſucceſſion of A4lexan- 
der, for the valiantneſs of thy heart that thou 
haſt ſhewed declareth no leſs. Howbeit thou 
ſhale underſtand that the Romans have done 
wiſely tv abſtain from the atſaulr ar this time, 
becauſe they knew they ſhould have to do with 
a moſt valiant Nation, which thou having (o well 
tried, mayeſt report and teſtify when thou art 
asked the queſtion, | 

After this, Titzs divided his whole Army, 
and layed them privily in ambuſhes round a- 
bout the walls. He prepared moreover Rams 
of Iron to batter the walls. Of theſe four, one 
he planted upon the fide of the place called 4n- 
tochiaz the Engine was thirty cubites Jong, 
The ſame night Captain Feh:chanan with his 
company iſſued forth , and undermined the 
ground under the wheels of the wagons that 
bare the Rams, putting pitched boards, oyled, 
and done over with brimſtone, in the trenches 
under the wheels; and under the boards, they 
ſpread leather, which likewiſe was ſmeared 
and done over with pitch, oyl, and brim- 
ſtone, | 

Then they ſet fire upon the boards , which 
burnt till rhey came to the feer of the Rams: 


and they being ſer on fire and burnt, the En- 
| oins 
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pins fell upon the Watch that was appointed to 
keep it being aſleep, and killed them, Where- 
atthe Romans were much diſmayed, and ſaid, 
Itis not poſſible we ſhould affaulc this City here- 
after: for they have burnt all our Engins of 
war, Wherewith we have ſubdued all other 
Kingdoms: fo that now of fifty ironRams which 
we brought with us, we have bur fix lefr, and 
the Seditious Jews have burnt three of them, 
what ſhall we now do? How ſhall we barter the 
walls hereaſter ? The Jews upon the walls hea- 
ring their words flouted them, and laught them 
to ſcorn. Wherefore Titys incenſed with an- 
er, commanded the other three Rams to be 
addreſſed in the place of thoſewhichwere burnt. 
In the mean ſeaſon, while the Rzmans were at 
work, four young men moved with great zeal, 
whoſe names were, firſt Thopatizs Galilews, then 
Mag aris ( hebron:ta, the third Forminns Schom- 
ronzta, the fourth Arius Feroſolymita. Theſe all 
armed, iſſued out of the Camp of the Romans, 
that then ſtood abour their chree Engins and 
iron Rams, deviling how to batter the walls of 
the Cicy; of whom, ſome tneſe young men kil- 
led, the'other fled. Then two of them ſtood ar 
defence to keep off all them that approached 
nigh theEngins, whilethe other twq, Fernſolymi- 
taxus and Schomronita daubed the cimber,with a 


| certain matterwhich they had prepared co make 


itetake fire, and ſtraightway ſet fire upon them, 
ſo that ſuddenly the Rams were on a light fire, 
Then they all four joyning together withſtood 

F i the 
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the Romans, that they ſhould not come at the 
Engins to quench the fixe, Shortly the Rams 
fell down, and the Romans ſtood aloof, hurling 
ſtones and ſhooting thick at them : for they 
were afraid to come nigh them, becauſe of their 
great fherceneſs,although they were three thou» 
ſand men that kept the Rams. Yet theſe four 
ſet nothing by them, nor yet never went off 


the ground, till the Rams were clean burnt up, . 


ſhot the Rowans never ſo thick at them, Titus 
hearing che valiantneſs of theſe young men, 
and the harms they had done unto the Romans, 
made ſpeed with his whole Hoſte to ſave the 
Rams from the fire, and to apprehend thoſe 
young men. Then forthwith ifſued out Schime* 
on, Febochanan, and Eleazar, Captains of the 
Seditious, with their ſouldiers, ſounding their 
Trumpets, and made the Romans retire, that 
they could not come nigh the fire, and ſo ref- 
cued the four young men from the Romaxs that 
had environed them round about. 

In that skirmiſh were killed ten thouſand 
and five hundred men. Then gathered toge- 
ther all the whole Army'of the Romans to al- 
ſaulr the Fews at once, approaching hard to 


the walls of Jeraſalem, where they cryed unto | 


the Zews,ſaying; Whart,are you Oxen or Goats, 


that you fight on this faſhion upon the Walls? 
Will you be taken in the midit of che City, like” 
as Oxen and Goats are taken in their folds? If F 


ye be men, come forth and letus try our maſl- 
hood here in this Plain. But you by ſtealth and 
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at unawares ſet upon them that Keep our En- 
vins, ſnatching them up like as it were wolves 
ſhould ſnarch ſheep, then run away into the 
Town,as the wolves run into the Wood, If there 
be any manhood in you , behold we are rezdy 
here, come forth to us, ſo many for ſo many, 
and then we ſhall ſee what end will come there- 
of, When the Captains of the Sedirtzous heard 
that,they ſpake unto the warriours that were in 
Feruſalem; Which of you will go out with us to 
theſe dogs, to ſhew our force and ſtomachs, for 
the San&uary and City of the Lord? Then five 
| hundred tall fellows of their own accord, iſſued 
out upon the Romans ſuddenly, and flue erghr 
thouſand men, and compelled che reſt to re- 
treat from the walls. The Romans then felc 
what valiantneſs the Fews had; for the Romans 
were in number fourty thouſand fighting men, 
and the Fews were only five hundred, whereof 
not one of them was killed in that skirmiſh, 
The Rowaxs a far off ſhot at the Fews, and 
hurled ſtones; to whom the Fews ſaid; Come hi- 
ther to us,are you not they that called us forth, 
and provoked us to come to you ? why come 
. ye not now nearer? yon go about todrive us 
away with arrows and ſtones. What do you 
think us to be dogs, and that we are afraid of 
your ſtones? Are wenot men, yea, we are your 
' Maſters and betters, for you ran away from 
us as ſervants flee from their Maſters, when they 
follow them co beat them. Titus ſeeing his ar 


" my to be part of them fled, and part to be ſlaing 
V 2 he 
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he cried to his people, ſaying: Ts it not a ſhame 
for you, ye Romans, and a wonderfull great diſhe= 
nor, to flee from the Jews, ſo hunger beaten, fa- 
7:1ſhed, almoſt dead for thirſt, and beſieged £ As 
las, how ſhall ye put away this your rebuke, and ig- 
nominy ? IVhen as all Nations, which heretofore 
ye have moſt valiantly ſubdued , ſhall hear that ye 
fiee from theſe dead Jews , whoſe whole Land we 
hove in pſſeſion 3 ſo that they, have nothing left 
but this only Town, which we have all battered, 


that they have but one only wall to defcnd them< 
ſelves. Beſides this, they are very few, we are in- 


nHumerable; thcy have no Nation to aid them, we 
have help of all Lands: Ihy then do ye flee from 
their ſight, like as ſmall impotent birds flee from 
the Eagle. Ihat though the Jews vow and bhazurd 
themſelves deſperately for their Temple and Land; 
why do you not the ſame alſo in th:ſe wars , to get 
you 4 renown of valiantneſs. 

Bur the Jews prevailed that day, and had the 
upper hand ; wherefore they returned into the 
Town with great glory, having put the Romans 
to ſogreat a foil, Titus, commanded his to ad- 
dreis and prepare the other two Rams that were 
lefr, to batter the walls of Feruſalew withall : 
VWhetefore the Roman Carpenters calt a trench, 
to prepare and fet up the Rams In (uch places 
as 7Jitns had aſhoned them, | 

The Jews wereaware of it well enough, but 
winked at that matter as yet, untill they had 
planted the maſter beams between the ſtanding 
poſts, So nken the work was finiſhed, even E 
the 
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the hanging up of the Engins betwixt the ſtan- 
ding potts oſhake the wall withall ; the Ro- 
mans being {ecure and void of care, nothing 
miſtruſting chat the Fews would ſtir, becauſe 
they had been quiet a few nights, and never iſ 
ſued forth of the City: Upon a certain night, 
a pretty while before day, che three principall 
Captains of the Seditious, came and caſt their 
heads together, to deviſe what they ſhould do, 
Eleazar gave this counlell, and ſaid; You two 
the laſt cime iſſued out, and burnt three Rams, 


| and got you renown, and. I kept the gates the 


while; now keep ye the gates, and [ will iſſue 
out with my men againſt the Romans to get me 
a name alſo, 

The othes anſwered,Go then on Gods name 
unto them, the Lord God of the SanQuary 
which 1s in Jeruſalem ſhall be preſent with thee, 
but beware thou be not lain, and in any wiſe 
thou be not taken alive; to whom he anſwered, 


' The Lord God ſhall keep me, for upon the truſt 


of the righteouſneſs of my father Ananias the 
high Prieſt, and his ſincere ſervice unco God, 
I will (et upon them. 

Eleazar therefore choſe 100. valiant ſoul- 
diers, and with them he ifſued out of the Town 
before day : The ſame night the Romans had 


. .made fires about their Engines where they 
' watched z becauſe of the cold; The Artt- 


ficers and ſou}diers chat kept the watch and 
ward about the Komaxs, were in number a hun- 
dred and fifty. The day was the 27, of the 
Y 4 month 


month of September , which was the ninth 
month that Titus had befieged Fernſalem. Elea- 
zar and his company thus being ifſued our, 


came and fuund fome of the Romans ſnorting | 


about the fires, other watching in their wards, 
and killed them, all, that not one remained, 
Then ſome of E/eazars Company ſet fire upon 
the Rams, burnt the ſtanding poſts, ropes, 


chains, and other inftruments of war ; the Ar- 


tificers that were there,they apprehended alive 
and burnt them, ſo that no man eſcaped. 
When it was day, Titus obſerved the ſmoak 
of the fire, mounting ap very foul, and ſtinking 
of the wood and men together; he drew to: 
wards the place therefore with his Hoſt, to ſee 


what the matter was : Eleazar in the mean ſea- | 


ſon, and his company, took as they might gee, 
every man a piece of the Engins out of the fire, 
or ſome of their heads that they had killed,and 
returned with grear joy , flouting the Romans, 
and laughing them to ſcorn by the way, till they 
came to the gates of Feryſa/ems, where they were 
received of Schimeon, and Fehochanan with great 
honour. | 

Soon after this , came many ſouldiers and 
great bands of men out of al] Nations, that 


were ſubje&t to the Empire of the Romans, to. | 
aid 7T:ztzs;to whom Titys declared what had haps, 


ned him in char ſiege, the ſtoutneſs of the Fews, 
and how they had annoyed many waies the Ro- 


mau army, adding moreover - and asking 


them 3 Did you ever ſce four men withſtand 
2 Ew | z ren 
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tenthouſand, and five hundred, ſo that they 


being all together, conld neither overthrow 
them, nor take them priſoners ? but the four 


| flew them, like as it had been tops of Coucum- 


bers (ſmitten off with moſt ſharp ſwords ? 
When they heard this, they wondred all very 
much. Then Tits ſpake unto bis hoſt, and ro 
them which were newly repaired unto him, to 
ſhew their advice and beſt counſel what was to 
be done, left we ſhould be aſhamed (ſaith he) 
before all them that ſhall hereafter hear of our 


| Wars. 


The graveſt and moſt ancient of the Nations 
that were newly come to his aid,anſwered ; If 
it pleaſe your Majeſty, ler the Romans breath 


awhile and take their reſt, which are now 


| yearied with the ſundry battels of the Jews : 


and we, who are not ſo broken with labour, 
but freſh and luſty, ſhall cry whac che Fews can 
do ; we cannot think that they are able to with- 
and fo great a mulcicude. 

But the Princes of the Romans deſired Titys 
that he ſhould not permit them this, Jeſt he 
ſhould increaſe their own ſorrows, if perad- 
yenture they ſhould be diſcomficed. (ſay chey) 
ofthe Jews, and the matter redound unto their 


own ſhame. For if we which are acquainted 
4:yith them, and know their manner of fight, 
{cannot ſuſtain their violence, How ſhall chey 


do it that never had proof of the trength and 


| force of the Jews ? They ſhall be ro chem like 
| Hyſſop which groweth upon the walls, in com- 


pariſon 


pariſon of the Cedar-trees of Libanns. 

1 heother ſaid, nay, they ſhould do well e 
nough wich them. And they urged Tits ſo in- 
ftant)y,that they conſtrained him to grant them 
their defire. Then Titxs gave them leave to ſet 
upon the Jews,thinking with him(ſelf,peradven- 
ture the Jews may be pur co the worſe of theſe 
men that will fight without fear, not knowing 
the force of the Fews: for the Komans that bave 
had crial of their ſtrength, fight fearfully and 
warily, So the Lords of the ſtrange Nations, 
choſe our of cheir Armies eighty thouſand men; 
Ten thouſand Macedonians, twenty thouſand 
Britains, five thouſand Aramites, ten thouſand 
Africans, ten thouſand valiant Burgundians, 
five thouſand Redarans ; laſt of all, ten thou- 
ſand Perſians and Chaldeans, Thele therefore 
went into the Plain which is by the Sepulcher 
of Jehochanan the high Prieſt, and from thence 
made an aflault upon the Fews that were upon 
the Walls, ſecting up their ſcaling ladders, Fes 
hochanan ſaid to Schimeon and Eleazar, his two 
Companions; If you think good, I will iſſue 
forth,and skirmiſh with theſeuncircumciſed,to 
let them ſee what I can do. Schimeon anſwered, 
Lec two of us do it,and the third keep the gates 
and walls;for thou alone art able to do nothing 
againſt chem, they are ſo many. Eleazar al- 
Jowed this advice, offering himſelf ro bear Fe- 
kochanan compaiiy, .$c5imeon bad them go, ſay- 
ing, The Lord of the San&uary give them 
into Four hands, and deal not with you at 
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this time according to your works. 
Then Jehochanan and Eleazar iſſued with 
one thouſand five hundred good men of War, 


the ninth day of che moneth Tebeth, which was 
the tenth moneth that Titxs had beſieged Jeru= 


| ſalem,and overthrew of the Gentiles of thar hoſt 


fifty ſeven thouſand and five hundred men,be= 
ſides three thouſand whom they took priſon- 
ers: but of the Fews were no more ſlain in that 
fight than only ſeven, whoſe bodies with much 
rejoycing and great triumph they carried with 
them into theT own,and buried chem therezleft 
peradventure the uncircumciſed ſhould have 
miſordered them. The Gentiles thar were left, 
with great ſhame and diſhonour returned unto 
Titus, who reprehended them becauſe they 
would not believe the Romans, The next day 
following, the Fews brought forth che chree 
thouſand Nobles and Gentlemen that they had 
taken priſoners, and plucked out of every one 
ofthem an eye, and cut off every man the one 
hand, after ſent chem back with ſhame and re» 
proach to Tits Camp. 

Then Titzs conſulted with all his Princes 
what were beſt to do with the Tſraelites : and 
when every man had ſaid his mind,he liked ne- 
ver a mans counſel, bur ſaid unto them; Well, I 
have deviſed this with my ſeif,which I will fol- 


' low, and no man ſhall bring me from my pur- 


pole : we will keep the fiege without any af- 
ſaulc or skirmiſh, for their viduals failed 
them long ago, and ſo they {hall be famiſhed. 
Belides

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Beſides this, when they ſhall ſee us ceaſe to 
fight with them, they will fall at variance a- 
mongſt themſelves, and kill one another, 

This counſel was thought good of all Titw's 
Princes, wherefore they belieged the Town 
as Titw commanded, and cloſed up all the 
wayes of the City round about, leſt the Jew; 
ſhould as they had done before, come upon 
them unawares, They appointed moreover, 
watch day and night,to take heed that no man 
ſhould come out of the Town to gather herbs 
for their ſuſtenance. 

Then encreaſed che hunger in Jerxſalem, 
which if it had not been ſo grievous, the City 
had never been won : for the ſouldiers of the 
Town were lighter than Eagles,. and fiercer 
than Lions, There died therefore of the famine 
wonderful many of the Jeruſolemites, ſo that 
the Jews could not find place to bury them in, 
they were ſo many in every place of the Town. 
Many eaſt their dead folks into their Wells, 
and tumbled afterwards in themſelves and 
died. Many alſo made themſelves graves, and 
went into them alive, where they carried day 
and nighr and died unmourned-for. For all 
mourning and accuſtomed Jamentation for the 
dead was left off, becauſe of the unmeaſurable 

famine, which was ſo great that it- cannot be 
cold,and I cannot relate che thouſandth part of 
the miſchief chat followed of the hunger, Titw 
ſeeing the innumerable carkaſes of the dead 
that were caſt into the Brook Cedron like 
dung,

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dung, was wonderfully amazed with fear, and 
frecched out his hands toward heaven, ſaying, 
Lord God of Heaven and Earth, whom the Iſrae» 
lites believe in, cleanſe me from this fin, which 
ſurely I am not the cauſe of : for T required peace 
of them, but they refuſed it, and they themſelves 
are cauſe of this miſchief, they have ſinned againſt 
their own ſouls and lives : I beſeech thee,impute it 
not to me for a fin, that the Jews die on this 
manner. 

At that time, certain wicked perſons of Je- 
ruſalem ſlandered Amittaz the Prieft falſely, 
ſaying to Captain Schimeon, Behold, Amittas 
the high Prieſt, which did lec thee into the 
City, goeth about to flee to the Tents of the 
Romans. Thou haſt experience of his great wit 


' and wiſdom, how he alſo knoweth all the (e- 


cret wayes into the Town, Temple, and San- 
Quary ; and whocan tell whether he will bring 
the Romans ſome night at midnight into the 
City ? Therefore Schimeon (ent certain to fetch 
Amittai and his four ſons unto him. 

They that were ſent, brought Amittai and 
but chree of his ſons, for one was fled co the © 
Romans, and came to Joſeph, When Amnittar 
with the other were brought to Schimeons pres 
ſence, he beſought him he might not live, bue 
tobe put co death by and by, left (faith he) I 
ſhould live to ſee the death of my children. 
Bat Schimeon was hard-hearted, and would 
not be intreated : for it was Gods will that 4- 
ittas ſhould be puniſhed, becauſe he was the 
pringer 
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bringer of Schimeon into Fernſalem ; and there. 
fore fell he into his hands, which for good re. 
warded him wich evil. Schimeou commandeda 
ſort of murderers to place Amittai upon the 
walls in the fight of che Romans, and ſaid unto 
him ; Seeft thou, Amzitta; ? Why do not the 
Romans deliver and reſcue thee out of myhandy! 
thee I ſay, which wouldeſt have fled away un- 
to them?. Amittai anlwered nothing to this, 
but ſtill beſoughe him before his death, he 
might kiſſe his ſons, and bid them farewell; 
but Schimeon utterly denied him. 
Wherefore Amitta; wept aloud, ſaying to 
his fons; 1 brought (dear children), ] brought 
this thief into this Townj, wherefore I am 
counted now for a thief my ſelf: All che mi(- 
chief which'is comeupon me,and you,ir is mine 
own doing, becauſe ] have brought this ſedi 
tious villain inco this holy City;l thoughe then, 
Peradventure he will be a help to the Town, 
bur it is proved contrary ; for he hath been a 
moſt cruel enemy to the ſame. It wag nor & 
nough for us to keep one ſeditious perſon, Je 
hochanan, I mean, which tock unto him Eleas 
zar, the firſt beginner of ſedition ; bur ] muſt 
bring in alſo this wicked Schimeon, which is 
joyned toour foes to deſtroy us. Indeed I ne- 
ver brought him in for any love that I bareun- 
to him, but all che Prieſts and the whole multi» 
tude ofche people ſent me to fetch him;notwith- 
ſtanding,l am worthy of this juſt judgementof 
God,becaule ] rookupon me ſuch an embellage. | 
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What ſhould I ſpeak of thee, thou moſt wic- 
ked Schimeon, for whitherſoeyer thou turneſt 
thee, thou bringeſt all things out of frame : 
Indeed, chou deaieſt juſtly with me, becauſe I 
bave finned unto God, to his people, and his 
City, in that 1 have brought thee in, to be a 
plague to it ; wherefore I am worthy to be Fi 
ſft:ned. Notwithſtanding,it had been thy part, 
thou wicked murderer, to deliver me and my 
ſons from the hands of the other Sedirious, 
for I have wrought them diſpleaſure 5 but to 
thee have I done good : Howbeit our God 
will net alter, nor change his judgements, 
which is,thac I ſhould fall into the ſword of thy 
| hand, for that I made thee to enter into this 
Cicy, wherein I offended God grievouſly. If 
[had purpoſed to flee unto the Romans, could 
[not have done it before I brought in chee ? 
for at that time bearedſt thou no rule over us, 
and before we called in thee, ]ehochanan with 
his ſedition, was an offence unto this City ; 
Wherefore we perſwaded all the Ancients ofthe 
Town, that thou ſhouldeſt bean aid unto us, to 
drive out our foes:but thou in whom we PHE OUC 
truſt,art become our enemy:yea,thou haſt been 
worſe than they;for the other put men to death 
privily,thou doſt it openly, Who is he that hath 
frengthened the power of the Rowans ? Arc 
not thou he which haſt killed the Souldiers of 
God in the midſt of the City of Jersſalem 7 
for few have been flain without, Titus 
| ould haye made peace with us, taking

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pity upon us, but thou didft lett and hin« 
der it, every day moving new Wars, and flir- 
ring new battels. 

Titxs gave charge to his fouldiers, to lay ng 
hand upon the Temple ; but chou haſt pollu- 
cd and defiled the Temple of the Lord, ſhed- 
ding blood wichout meaſure in the midſt there- 
of, Titus went back from us upon the holy day 
of che Lord, and ceaſed from faghting; ſaying, 
Go and obſerve your holy Feaſts in peace : but | 
chon unhallowedſt the Feaſts of the Lord, and | 
gu one the continual fire wich innocenc 

? All theſe evils which thou haſt com- | 
mitced (thou murderer) are imputed unco me, 
becaufe 1 brought thee into the Town : Now | 
therefore this vengeance is appointed to mine | 
age by the Lord God, and by thy hands ſhall 

90 fo my grave with ſorrow, becauſe I by my | 

foolktfhneffe was an ator in this miſchief that 

is wrought by thee. Albeit now, thou wicked 

Schimeon, inchis that thou killeft me, ere that

it pleatferh me-very well.Barwhat needeſt thou, 
murderer, to put my ſons to death before my 
face? Why doeſt chon nor ſpare mine age? | 
would God that as I ſhall not ſee the burni;

of my children ſhed before my face. Bur what 

ſhall I do, when God hath delivered me into 

| the hands of a moſ} wicked man ? We that were 

n_ the ancients of Jeruſalem, abhorced Jebochanes 

| becauſe he murdered old men without all 
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reverence, bur he flew no young men ; thou 
deſtroyeſt old and young,great and ſmall, with- 
ont ay pity or mercy : Jeiochayuan mourned 
for the dead, and buried them alſo; but thou 
playeſt upon inſtruments at their burials, fing=- 
eſt to the [ute,and ſoundeſt the Trumper, 
Then ſpake he to Schimeons fervant, who 
was ready with a (ſword in has hand, and an 
axe, to kill him, and to cut off his head ; ſ.y- 
ing, Go to now, and execute Schimeon thy Mae 
ter's commanment; Behead the (ons in the 
fighc of their tacher, and let me hear che voice 
of thy cruelty in my (ons, which notwithſtaude 
ing I forgive thee ; for as 1 ſhall-hear and ſee 


{ thac, againſt my will ; fo, I dare fay, thou kil- 
| leſt chemnot willing'y. Would God that $chi- 
. meon would ſuffer me to kitle my fons, and 


whiles[ am yet living to embrace them erc they 
die, But thou, gentle miniſter, in on thing ſhew

yec obtained they that, which is denied at this 
day to us that are put to death by Schimeon, 
whe hath the name of an 1ſrae/zte, who beareth 
alſy the Covenant of our father 4brahamin his 
fleth, And would ro God that we might liveiri 
their inne or place of reft, which albeic it will 
not be granted, yet we (hall be their neigh- 
bours, ſeeing that we alſo die for the Law of 
the Lord. | 

Therefore be of good comfort ( my ſons, ) 
and Jament nat for niy ſake. Forl judge this 
my miſery eaſter, and norſo great as the cala- 
mity of Zedekiah, whoſe ſons were firlt killed,

Then ſaid 4mittai to Schimeons ſervant which

For thou art the God Almighty and dread- 

full, Let not this Deſtroyer die therefore a- 

mong the people of thy paſture : but thac his

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death may be ſevered from the death of other 
men, Let him die a horrible and ſudden death, 
Let him have no time to confetle his ſins, and 
to return himſelf to thee, that thou mayeſt re- 
ceive him (for thou wert wont to receive them 
which turn to thee by repentance ):for he 1s not 
worthy of repentance, which hath ſpoiled and 
waſted many goodly things inthy Temple; be- 
ſides that, hath murdered mott holy men in 
the ſame, 
To the intent therefore that thy judgements 
may be declared in him, 1 beſeech thee, make 
him to be taken Captive of his enemies, toge- 
ther with his wife, children, and family, and all 
that ever love him, Neither give unto his ſoul 
any part with the people of God; nor Jet his 
portion be with the juſt men in thy SanCuary; 
for he is unworthy of them, becauſe he hath nor - 
only ſinned himſelf, but hath cauſed Tſrael to | 
fin, Wherefore let his judgement and ſen- 
tence go forth from thy fight, that he may ſee 
his Wife, Children, and his whole Houſe, led 
into captivity and bondage before his face. Af- 
terward, Jet him die a ſtrange death, ſuch as 
never man heard of: Let himbe killed by moſt 
cruel men, which,when they have ſmitten him, 
. may afcer quarter him alſo whiles he is yet a- 
" live, and that he may ſee his children go into 
bondage. Let him alſo be a curſe before all 
that ſhall ſee him, Moreover, Let him per- 
ceive that my words and d-ſtiny is better 
than his,when as I go unto Thee, in chat great 
Light - 
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Light which he ſhall be deprived of. 
Afﬀcer theſe words, Amittai ſaid to the ſervant 
who was appoinced to kill him : I beſeech 
thee, Lec me find ſo much favour at thy hands, 
that when thou haſt (lain my ſons, thou wouldſt 
kill me with the ſame ſword, while it is yer 
wet with the blood of my ſons, that our blood 
may be mingled ; and this may be a recreation 
to my ſoul. Kill me alſo in the fight of the 
Remans,that they may avenge me and my fons, 
upon this moft cruel S:himeoz ; they thall be 
witneſſes againſt him , chat I was not their 
friend. Bur would God my affaires were all 
in that ſtate as they were before; for then 
ſhou}d they perceive me to be an-enemyof $chz. 
meons,and a friend of theirs. Would God I 
had withſtood Schimeon at the firſt earneſtly, 
as | made Warupon the Romans, that | might 
have avoided his cruelty from the people of 
God. When he had ſaid all cheſe things, he 
prayed before God Almighty, faying, O God 
'which dwelleſt in the Higheſt, thou only art moſt 
mighty and fearful, open now the eyes of thy 
judgements, confider and judge betwixt meand 
ſeditious Schimeon, whoſe malice zs become un- 
meaſurable npon the people of GOD, that he which 
ſheddeth the blood of them that fear thee in the 
*Imidjt of the Temple, may be rebuked of thee with 
rebukings, according ts his works: makg ſpeedy ven= 
geance and prolong not, and that for the deaths 
ſake of thy Saints; for thy judgements are the 
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Then Schimeon gave commandment to four 
Cut-throats of his, that three of them ſhould 
kill Amitta;i*s three ſons before their Fathers 
face, and the fourth ſhould kill A4mittai him» 
ſelf, and ſo the blood of the ſons was mixt with 
the blood of their father. Afterward Scrhimeons 
ſervant rook the body of Amittai, and laid it 
upon the bodies ot his ſons, as his delire was, 
then tumbled them over the Walls : Afﬀrer 
that, Schimeon commanded thai Chanacys the 
high Prieſt ſhould be put to death, whoſe body 
was caſt unto the bodies of 4mittai and his 
Sons. 

Ariſtus alſo the Scribe, one of the Noble men 
of Feruſalem, was kilied at the ſame time, and 
cen juſt men more of his kindred and houſe, be- 
cauſe thev mourned for the death of Ariſtas. 
Ic hapned while Schimeon was killing of thoſe 
ten, certain ſubſtantial rich men paſſed by, and 
were wonderfully amazed when they ſaw the 
thing, ſaying one to another, How long will 
Gad (ufter the malice of Schimeon, and will not 
ſearch out the blood of juſt men, nor revenge 
them? Certain ſeditious perſons bearing 
this, told ic unto Schimeon, who commanded 


them to be apprehended, and murthkered the | 


ſame day. 


After this, there paſſed by eleven of the 


Noble'men of Fersſalem, which ſeeing four-

Gorvow 
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Gorion the Prieſt, father of Foſephthe Prieſt, 
who wrot this Boek to the Iſraelites, was at 
that time in bonds and priſon, in a certain 
Turret, a man of great age, being a hundred 
and thirty, and no man could come unto 
him, nor from him; foſeph therefore went to 
the Turret where his father was kept, to un- 
derftand how he did. He beheld alſo the Tur- 
rec afar off, if he might eſpv his father, and 
comfort him. And as he pafled by looking up 
to the Turret, the Seditious huried a ſtone 
at him, which hit him on the head, that it over- 
threw him. The Seditious ſeeing Foſeph caſt 
our of his Chariot,determined to go down un- 
' co him 3 but when Titus had knowledge there- 
of, he ſent a great ſtrength to help him up a- 
oain, and todefend him, that his enemies did 
him no wrong. 

The Seditious, going about to take Foſeph, 
ſounded a Txumper very loud, which when Fo- 
ſepbs mother that was kept in Schimeons houſe 
heard,being now $7- years of age, asked what 
was the cauſe of che hurly burly;they told her 
thac the Seditious iſſued out at that ſhout a- 
gainſt Foſeph to take him: When'ſhe heard that, 
ty and by ſhe run out of the houſe that (he was 
kept in, and climbed up the walls, as luſtily as 
th ugh ſhe had been a young girle of 14. years, 
old,core her hair, and cryed out, weeping, and 
ſaying before all chem that were preſent; [s my 
hope then come to this? Could I ever have 
looked that I ſhonid haye overlived my "

and to bury him ? I had truſted he ſhould have 
buried me, and that he ſhon!d have been a help 
tome in mine age ; and when my whole Family 
by the Seditious was almoſt made away, and 
extinguiſhed, yer I ſaid, This ſhall comfort me.

Lord ! that I might dye by 
and by, for I cannot live any longer, fince my 
ſon Foſeph is now dead, | 

She went up yer further upon the waſls, till 


ſhe cameto the Turret where her husband was 


in priſon, and {tretch*t out her hands towards 
heaven, crying with a Joud voyce, O my ſon 
Foſeph, my ſon, Where art thou? come and 
ſpeak unto me, and comfort me. The Sediti= 
ous hearing her, laught her to ſcorn ; but the 
Romans when they heard her, and underſtood 


- by. Foſeph that it was his mother, they wept and 


lamented her caſe, and many of the Fews alſo 
that were in Feruſalew; but they were fain to 
reffain ity leſt chey ſhould be perceived of Schi- 

meons cruel] cut=throats. 
\ Then Foſephs mother ſaid to the Seditious 
that were with her upon the walls, Why do ye 
not 
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not kill me alſo, which bare Foſepb my ſon, 
and nurft him with theſe breaſts? Ye enemies 
of the Lord have murdered him with other 
juſt men ; Why kill ye not me allo? God be 
Judge betwixt me and you, who have killed 
my ſon guiltleſſle: The- Seditious anſwered 
her, . Canſt thou not if thou liſt. tumble down 
over the wall and die we will give thee leave; 
When thou haſt done ſo, the Komans ſhallcake 
thee up, end bury thee honourably, becauſe 
that thou art Foſephs Mother, who is their 
friend. She anſwered, Hew ſhail I do this 
evil unto my ſelf, to kill my ſelf, and con- 
ſtrain my foul to go torth ot my body, before 
that od doth call it? if 1 ſhould do fo, I 
ſhould have no hope lefr in the World to come ; 
for no body will bury them, whom they per- 
ceive £o have killed chemſel ves. 

Theſe,and ſuch like,while ſhe reaſoned wiſe- 
ly,the Sedicious heard,and mocked her:where- 
fore ſhe wept che more abundantly, ſo that the 
Romans, and ſome godly men, hearing her wiſ- 
dom, could not abitain from weeping. 

Joſeph when he heard the voice of his Mother, 
goc on armour, and approached to the wall, 
accompanied wich moſt valiant Romaxs, to de- 
fend him from the arrows of the Jews, and 
ſpaketo his Mother, 

Fear not, my dear Mother, nor take any 
chought for me, for I have eſcaped the hands 
of the Sedirtous, God hath not ſuffered me 
to come into their hands : wherefore { have 
heard 


| 
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| heard the wori's of theſe wicked counſellours, 


that adviſed rhee to kill thy ſelf, and thine 
anſwer to them, which before thou gaveſt them 
1] knew thou wouldeſt anſwer : God forbid, 
ſay I, God forbid, that Joſephs Morher and the 
Wife of Gorion, ſhould conſent to the counſel 
of the wicked. Wherefore, (my dear Mother) 
be content, and bear the yoke of che Sediti- 
ous patiently,and humble thy ſelt before them; 
Neither ſtrive againſt the miſeries aud calamities 
of this time, which thou canſt not alter, nor re- 
medy. For they ſhall periſh, but we ſhall and 
and continue. 

There were certain men of Jeruſalem at that 
time, that came co the Gates, overcame the 
Ward, and got out with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, and ſo eſcaped to the Romans, becauſe 
they could no longer abide the famine, and the 
iniquity of the Seditious, They were faichful 
Citizens, and of great authority z whom when 
Joſeph heard of, he ſo prevailed, that Titzs ſpa- 
red them, and received them to mercy. 

For Joſeph bare witnelſe, and reported of 
them, that they were Noble men of Jeraſalem 
wherefore the R19ans received them, and gave 
them food and ſuſtenance; bur certain of them 
could not brook nor take it, becauſe of their 


great hunger wherewith they had been long 


pined, and when the meae deſcended down 
nco their bellies, they died (traighr. Their 
lictle Children alſo, when they ſaw bread, 


/ they fell upon it , and received it indeed 


with 
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with their teeth, but they were not able to chew 
it, and died holding the bread becween their 
teeth, 

Titus ſeeing them die when they tafted the 
meat, had pity and compaſſhon upon them, and 
was very lorry, ſaying unto foſ-pb, What ſhall [ 
do for thy people, which affoon as they begin 
to eat, dic ftraightway ? Joſeph anſwered, My 
Lord, I remember | have teen this experience, 
that they which faſt long, and afcer would take 


- mear, firſt chey muſt drink a little ſodden milk, 


or elſe eat of a certain corn called S:me/, ſod- 


den in milk, wherewith chey ſtrengthen their 


bowels before they take meat ; elpecially ſuch 


as walked through wilderneſſes, whoſe bowells | 


were long empty, when they came to places in- 
habited and found meat, they were wont to uſe 
this means. ; 

. Therefore Titus commanded his men to do 
as Joſeph bad them, whereby many of che Jews 
recovered, and many died of the flux. Theſe 
Jews which eſcaped thus out of Jeruſalem to 
the Canfps of the Remans had ſwallowed their 
Gold, Silver, and precious Stones, to hide 
them, leſt they ſhould be found of the Sedi- 
tious, 

They therefore which recovered and broo- 
ked meat, when they would ſatishe Nature, 
they went alone out of the Camp, and afrer 
ſought their Gold and Silver and. precious 
Stones, which were digeſted in their excre- 


ments, and ſo did they every day, Atlengch 
certain 


o chew 
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ſhall[ 
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certain Aramites and Arabians , elpying the 
Jews to uſe this faſhion, told it amongſt their 
fellows , one to another, and madea confſpira- 
cy to lay waitfor the Jews, and whomſoever 
they got, they ript their bellies, to find the Gold 
and other Jewels which the Jews had hid chere. 
And by this means the Aramites and Arabians 
had murthered two thouſand Jews. Bur when 
Titus heard of this he was wonderful wroth,and 
commanded them to be apprehended that had 
done this wicked deed, and co be pur todeath, 
whoſe goods were given to the Jews chat re- 
mained alive. They that were pur co death for 
chis fa&, were two thouſand Aramites and A4ra= 
bians together, 

After this, Titus eſpyed the Princes and Cap» 
tains to have decked cheir Armour wich Gold 
and Silver, ſome of them allo to wear Golden 
Scepters, and ſome Scepters of Silver, with 0- 
ther Ornaments upon their heads : hecalled 
them together, and ſaid unto chem, Lay away 
this vain oftentation, theſe things are chey that 
provoked the Aramires and Arabians to work 
this wickedneſs, 'againſt cheſe poor miſerable 
Jews which fled forth unto us , that they might 
liveunder our proteCftion. The capcains there- 
fore and Princes of the Romans hearing Titus 
commandment were obedient, and ſtraight laid 
away from them thoſe Ornaments of Hold and 
Silver. Titvs alſo gave commandment, thar the 
reſt of the Ara! ians and Aramites ſhou d be ba» 
niſhed the Camp, and that no man hereafter 


ſhould 


>. 
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ſhould commic any ſuch haynous deed againf 
the Jews. Notwithſtanding, when as any Ar amite 
or Arabian could get any Jew far out of the 
Camp that no man might ſee ic,he killed him, 

Of the Komars in the Camp, no man either 
did, or ſaid, any evil unto the Jews, ſave cer- 
tain ungodly Rufhans, which had learned of 
the Aramites and Arabiaxs, thoſe evil and wice 
ked pranks : for they alſo when they chanced 
to meet with any Jew out of the Camp,if there 
were no man by, tbey killed him, and took 
away his Gold and Silver that lay hid in his 
bowels. 

When chis came to Titys's ear, he com- 

manded to make Proclamation in this wiſe : 
Whoſoever he be chart hath ſeen, heard, or : 
known any thing of this horrible deed, which 
is committed of certain Romans upon the Jews; 
or whoſoever hath done any ſuch thing him» 
'Felf, let him come and make relation unto 
Titxs, which if he do, the matter ſhall be 
forgiven him, if not, he ſhall dear the bur. 
den of his own wickednelſe, and ftand at his 
peril, if any thing be proved againſt him here- 
after. 

Therefore certain Romans who were conſci- 
ous to themſelves that they had committed the 
deed, and being afraid of Titxs, reaſoned with 
themſelves thus : If we do not confelle unto 
him che truth, he will by his wiſdom ſearch 
our theſe offenders,and puniſh them co deaths | 


Wherefore truſting unco Tirw's words cf 
the 


- 


- | - oy , 
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| the Proclamation, they came all, whoſoever 


had either done it himſelf, or known other to 
doit; and declared it to Titus, ſaying, This 
have I done, This have I known, This was 1 
accellary unto, and have not hitherco made 
thee privy thereunto, There were of them 
in number 320, men, that made this Confef- 
fion 3 All choſe Titus commanded to be caft 
mto hot Ovens, and to be burned. - This 
done, the Jews were more ſafe ever after in 
the Komans Camp without any jeopardy, no 
man hurting them, either in werd or deed ; 
yea, if any Roman found a Jew abroad wand- 
ring, he conduted him gently and peaceably 
inco the Camp, 

There was a certain Scribe of Jeruſalem at 
that time, a faithful man, whoſe name was Me- 
nachen, fon of Seruk the Scribe, whoſe Ance- 
ſours had ſerved Eſdras the Scribe of worthy 
memory, in Babyl:n ; and being a keeper of: 
the Eaft gate which was in Jeruſa/em, upon that 
fide towards the Brook Kidroa,nored che num- 
ber of the dead that were carried forth co bu- 
rying by that Gate, and found they came to 
115. thouſand, eight hundred and eight per- 
ſons, which were all of the Nobles and Gentle- 
men ; or, at leaft,of the ſubſtantialleſt men of 
the Zews. 

* Titus upon a time ( Foſeph being preſent) 
asked the queſtion of thoſe Princes of the Fews 
which wefe fled unto him, ſaying, I charge 


you upon your fidelity, to ſhew me how 


many

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many Jews be dead in the Town, ſince the time 
I beſieged it to this day, They gave him the 
nuwber therefore, every man as far as they 
knew , of the dead that were carried forth at 
all the gates to be buried, and the ſum amoun- 
ted to 700575. belides them that every where 
lay dead in the houſes and (treets ; and beſides 
them alſo that were flain in the Temple, and 
they that lay here and there unburied: Which 
when Titus heard, he marvelled greatly, and 
ſaid, Ir is well known to the Lord God of hea» 

ven, that I am not the cauſe of theſe evils, for 

I defired to be at peace with themoftner than 
once, but the Sedictious evermore would have 

nothing but War War, | 
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T that time the hunger began to wax ve- 
"A ry great in the Town', amongſt the Sedi- | 
tious, who never lackt before, for they took 
it alwaies from other men by force, till now at 
tength they were diftreſſed with hunger them- | 
ſelves, ſo that after chey had earen up all their : 
horſes, they ate alſo their dung, and the 
leather of the Chariots; neither was there lefc 
any green Boughes on the trees, nor any herbs 
that the Seditious might get to ear, : 
For the Rowazs had hewed down all the trees, 


and cut down all the buſhes round abont Jer, 
ſalemy |

Cauſe they were not able to burn the lron Ram 
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ſalem, by the ſpace of thirteen miles,fo that the 
whole field and terricory of Feraſa/em was ſpoye 
led, which heretofore was repleniſhed with mar- 
vellous goodly gardens, and moſt pleaſant Pa- ' 
radiſes. | 
Afﬀcer that the Romans made up another Iron 
Ram,very terrible; this they bended againſt the 
walls, to ſee if there. were any ſouldiers left in 
the Town, ſo ftour as they were in times paſt: 
When the Captains of the Seditious ſaw that, 
they iſſued out with their companies againſt the 
Romans , and flue very many of them in that 
S$Kirmiſh, Pegs. 2" Titus (aid, It 15 not wil- 
dom co fight with them any more, bur rather 
with the Rams to ſhake and batter che wall, for 
they. have no more bur this wall lefc, and ſo we 
may bring our whole Army at once upon then, 
and ſubdue the Sedirtious. 
. This counſe}l of Titzs was liked of all che 
Princes and people. The Capcains of the Sedi- 
tious miſtruſting what the Romans incendedschae 
they would be occupied hereafcer in bactering 


| the wall, began to build a countermure within, 


overgainit the place where lie Romans wrought 


, with cheir Ram, whieh was in che Plain by che 
| Tomb of F:chanan the high Prieſt, for chere 


was none other place belides, that.chey mighe 
approach unco with their Rams; and chere che 
Rams had made cwo breaches in the two other 


walls betore 
. The Seditious made this Countermure, be- 
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zs they had done before, being now almoſt fa- 
miſhed,and ſo pin'd away,that they could ſcarce 
ſtand upon their Legs. For if they had beenſo 
luſty as they were before,and able to ſet the En- 
]ines on fire,the Romans had never been able to 
win the Town, bur ſhould have been compel- 
led to leave the aſſault,as chey were conſtrained 
to give over skirmiſhing and fighting. On a 
cercain time, when the Romans fled, the Sediti- 
ous,purſuingand killing many of them,ſaid, The 
Romans will be weary, leave off their ſiege, and | 

| 


go their wales, that we may dwell ar liberty, | 
and turn to the Lord our F6vd. And when 
they returned at this ine# or at any other 
time ) proſperouſly into the Town, they op- 
prefſed the people more crueily, exafting food | 
of them,and ſaying, G1ve us meat,if ye will not, 
we will eat your fleſh, and your fons. Burt the 
Komens took courage to themſelves to fight | 
ftoutly,and (aid one to another ; Ler us ſtick to 
3t hard, and be valiant in our fights:it ſhall be a 
ſhame for us to flee from theſe feeble and hun- $ 
ger-ſtarved Jews, which are more like dead Im- 
ages,than living perſons. Therefore they began fl 
moſt earneſtly to ſet upon the walls,and to make 
a battery : ſuddenly, they beat down a great | 
part of chat inner wall which the Fewshad newly 
erefed,and gave a great ſhout,faying, Fernſalem 
is won, we have gotren the Town, But when 
they looked a little further, they eſpyed ano- 
ther countermure raiſed over againſt the breach: 
Wherefore the Fews thorow the Town gave \, 
alſo } 
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alſoa great ſhour, and ſounded their Trumpets, 
rejoycing that they had anorher new.Counter- 
mure for that which was battered down. The 
ſame was in Captains Fehschanens Ward. The 
Romans (eeing the countermure,and hearing the 
Jews make ſuch ceriumphs in che Town, were 
much aſtonied, all their joy was daſhed and tur- 
ned into dumps, ſo that they could not tell whac 
they ſhould do with chat ſtubborn people of Fe- 
ruſalem , which had done them ſuch damages. 
The Romans (et upon the Town again anothep 
way, wham Titus willed to remove the Engine, 
and to bend ic cothe new wall, whiles ic was yec 
reen and ynſecled, ſaying; Let us batter it and 
we. ſhall ſee ic fall by and by, and then (hall we 
encer the Town, The Ryman Captains followed 
not Tits counſel] , - but ſcaled the walls which 
they had battered, The Jews therefore defen- 
ding their Cquntermure ſought with the Ro» 
mans within the breach,repulſed them from the 
wall and che Town; and ſo having abated much 
the ftrengch of che Romans, returned to their 
quarters, 

Then ſaid ſome of the Romans, We will nes 
yer befiege this Town any longer , for 'we ſhall 
not be:.able to get it while we live. And theres 
fore lec us breas up and depart, before we be 
a|l deftroyed with this ftege ; for except we dg 
ſo, we thall be conſumed therein, Titus (ect .g 
his fouldiers co make fo hard a matrer of the 
winning of the Town, called chem ali cogether, 
aud fſajd unto them ; Tel! me wow, ye Roman

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{aptains, do ye not know that all wars and other 
buſineſs whatſoever they be, are moxe hard, and 
require greater diligence wmthe end, then in-thebes 
*oinning ® In whichwho ſo travel, if they faint in

In like manner,you have foug ht very long againſt 
thy City, many valiant Captains and worthy men 
have been ſlain; and now, you may ſee the ſtrongeſt 
walls of the Towa are broken and made equall with 
the earih,the people your adverſaries conſumed with 
hunger, peſtilence and ſword: what ſhall it then a« 
vail you all that ever you have done , if you flack 
your diligence , and will not finiſh the work of the 
fiege ? Have ye not then imployed your labour int 
vam? And why ſhould this new wall ſo diſmay you? 
Tea, why do you not prepare your ſelves tn beat down

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three that ye have caſt down? If ſo be ye would de- 
termine to leave off the ſiege, had it not been bet-= 
ter for you to have done it at the beginning, whiles

Did not you once enter this Town, in the time of 

Nero Czſar, and defend the honor of bis name £ 
a0w therefore when Velpalſian my father raigneth, 
who is not 6uly of greater power then Nero, but alſo 
more gentle toward you then ever was Nero, If you 
ſhould abate and ſlack your endeavour & diligence, 
zt ſhould be to your great ſhame au1 reproach. 

Why take ye not example of theſe Jews valiant = 
neſs, whom now already, ſword, peſtilence, and fa 
mine hath waſted, ſo that they have no hope left: 
nevertheleſs, they fight ſtill, and never give over, 
Do you not ſee every day, how ſome of them iſſue out 
of their Town , and boldly aſſuil you, not without 
Jeopardy of their lives, inſomuch that oftentimes 
they die for it ® Which things they da for none 0 
ther cauſe, then to get them praiſe and renown for 
ther great proweſs. 

When T:tzs had well debated theſe and ſuch 
like things, in the ears of his ſouldiers, a cer- 
tain valiant man named Sab:anzs, (aid unto his 
fellows, Who ſo dare go to affaulr theſe Fews, 
let him come hither to me, that we may ful- 
fill the Command of Ceſars Son our Lord and 
Captain, And forthwith he took his Target, 


and his drawn Sword in his hand,. made to- 


ward the Town wich a eleyen tall fellowes 
following 


TA 
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following him, whoſe valiantnefſe and courape 
Titns wondred at greatly, 

The Jews kept their ward upon that part of 
the wall, wherethe Romans had a repullſe of late: 
ſo when they ſaw Sab:zanns and his company 
draw faſt roward them, they began to affail 
them wich ſtones and arrows; but Sabianns ſet- 
ting light at them,charged home upon che Jews, 
Shortly one of the Jews met with him,and gave 
him ſuch a blow, that he felled him to the 
ground ; yet he gat up again, and fought for all 
that manfully; and,as one that had rather leave 
his life,than the reputation of his valour,he did 
fight ciil another 1ſr2e/:te came and flew him 
out-right. Three aiſo of his fellows were killed 
fighting valiantly in char placezthe other 8. re- 
- turned to the Camp,ſlo fore wounded, that they 
died thenex:t day every one, Further,other Ro* 
mans ſeeing SabianusaQt,and itudying to do the 
like:the next nighe they took counſe] about 20. 
of them, and agreed to affaulc the Town. 

This their enterpriſe wien they declared to 
the Standard-bearer of Titus, he and many 
other of the Romans went with them, They all 
ſcaling together, and clammering up the brea- 
Ches, gat up upon the wall,founding a Trumpet, 
and gavea great ſhout. The Fews being at their 
reſt,as men oppreſt with hunger and wearineſs; 
and hearing this Alarum and ſhout of the Ro= 
mans, were wonderfuily amazed, not knowing 
what the matter was,or how they ſhould defend 
themſelves. Titxs allo heard the ſhout ; and 

| when 
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when he had enquired the matter, he choſe oue 
certain valiant men, and drew towards the 
breaches with them. In the mean ſeaſon, the 
day was broken, and the ,Fews rifing from their 
ſleep,eſpyed 7itzs, upon the walls,and marvel- 
led chereart greatly. I he Romans therefore ga- 
thering toward Tits, came very thick into che 
Town,ſome by the breaches of che wall,and o- 
ther ſome through the vault, whereby the Fews 
were wont now and then to make irruptions, 
and to recover themſelves within the Town 
again, The Fews ſet themſelves in aray a- 
gainſt the Romans in the very entry of the 
Temple:upon whom the Romans ran with rheir 
drawn ſwords; for they had no other armour, 
nor the Fews neither, being fo haſtily raken at 
ſuch a ſudden, The battel waxed very hard, and 
wonderful vehement on both parties, the like 
was never ſeen in Feruſalem,nor heard of, in a- 
ny time : 'for.every man clave hard to his next 
fellow,8& no man could flee on any fide. Where- 
fore the battel waxc ſtrong, with clamours and 
ſhouts on both parties ; now the joyfu] ſhouts 
of the vanquiſhers, now the wailings on 
the other ſide, of them that were pur to the 
worſe. The Romans encouraged gnd exhorted 
one another to night, ſaying, This is the day 
' which we have long looked for. T he Jews again 
took heart unto them, ſaying, It boots not to 
fiee hence;bur,for the glory of theLord and his 
Temple, let us die naantully, as neceſſity con-

earneſtneſſe on both fides, filled the entry of 
the Court of the Lord with blood,that it ſtood 
like unto a pool or pond. And that fight 

| continued from the morning, till that time 
four dayes. 

Then a certain ſouldier of Titxs's, whoſe 
name was Golinm, a valiant man, as was ever a- 
mongſt all the company of XKasrtws, ſeeing the 
Jews prevail,and to have the upper- hand of che 
Romans, which now had left off fighting, and 
fled, the Fews purſuing them : in a rage heran 
-againſt chem, and mer chem at the wall which 
Herod builded, called Axtochia, drove them 
back, and made them to take the eatrance of 
the Temple again, where, prealing into the 
forces of the Fews,he was wounded of a certain 
Jew, And when he perceived himlelf wounded, 
he would have leprt back, but ſtumbled at a 

. lone in the pavement of the Court of the Tem- 
ple,and fell down, where he fought yer ſtil}, rill 
a certain Jew kilied him out-right. He fought 
indeed very boldly and valiantly, but unwari- 
ly; for he conſidered not his ground wherem 
he had to do with the Jews, 

Titus waitjng for Golinys return, and hearing 
him to be (lain, would have gone himſelf co re- 

'ſcue the reſt of his that were wich him : but his 
men would not ſuffer him, fearing leſt he him- 

ſelf ſhould be — The Jews therefore got 
the upp+r- hand that day, and flew. very ma- 
py Romaxs In that batte], ſpoyling _—

alſo (which were killed) of their armour. 
Theſe were the names of the Fews thac made 
the skirmiſh : Of the Conipany of Caprain Fe- 
bochanan, Elaſa, and Iphtach 3 of Schimeons 
Company, Malch:ah, and Faicob,a Prince of the 
Edomites;and Arfimon and Fehuda,of the Com- 
pany of Eleazar, the ſon of Anni. T heſe with 
their Companies made this ſlaughter of the 
Romans in the entrance of the Temple, and 
drove them back to Antochia, where they kept 
them up thac they could not get our, Where- 
fore when Titus perceived that the Aatochie 
was in the Rowans way, and hindred chem,he 
cauſed it to be razed and pulled down to the 


| ground ; Theſe things were done upon the 


fifch day of May, the third moneth, upon the 
even of che ſolemn Feſtival day of weeks,whicl 
otherwiſe 1s called Pentecoſt, and that was the 
14th monech from the beginning of Titz*s fiege 
againſt this City. 

Shortly sfcer,upon the third day of the Feaſt 
of weers, the Fews as many as were at Jerwſa- 
lem, kept holy dayes, and celebrated the Feaſt. 
Tits taking with him Joſeph the ſon of Gorzon, 
wenr into the houſe of the Sanctuary, where 
the Seditious and fouldiers of the Jews were 
gathered together 3 and called unto Jehoche- 
an, and the reſt of the Capcains of the Sediti- 
ous, co whom he ſpake by the means of Joſeph, 
being his Interpreter, in this wiſe. 

What hath thi Temple offended thee { thow 


'_ ſeditieuws Jehochanan ? ) Wy haſt thou brought

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upon it thy great evil and miſchief £ If ſo be thin 
truſt ſo mnch to thy ſtrength, Come 'forth to u 
with thy men into the fields,and we ſhall fight with 
thee thy fill. Ts not this your ſolemn Feſtival Day ? 
Why then will ye fight in the place where ye ſhould 
offer your ſacrifice ? Te pollute and defile the $ an« 
Guarie of your God, and his Name, and we ſpare 
i, knowing it is the Houſe of God : And the on« 
Iy cauſe why we make War upon you, is your ſtub- 
born ſtiffe-neckedneſſe, that you will not ſubmit 
your ſelves to us, whom God hath given th: Domi- 
non unto, whoſe will ye labour in vain to diſap= 
point. Either therefore if ye will fight uo more, 
bumble your ſelves under our ſubjecion, that ye 
may ſave your lives : or elſe, if ye be determined 
ſti!1 deſperately to fight with us, then get you forth 
from hence, and let ws go into the fields, there to 
ſet our battels in aray. Why wil you defile your Sans 
Gnarie, aud hinder the worſhipping of your God £ 
Much more beſides this ſpake Tits, partly 
blaming cheir ſtubbornneſſe, in that they had 
defiled cheir Temple, and yer ceaſed nor to 


lute it more and more ; partly with fair. 


words and gentleneſs,exhorting them to yeild, 
admoniſhing them not to reſiſt ſo mighcy an 
. Army, when as they could not do it without 
danger cf utter deſtruftion. 

Theſe and many other things Foſeph expreſ- 
ſed in Hebrew to the people, as Titys willed 
him, but the Fews anſwered never a word; 
for Fel>chanax had given charge, that no man 
thould ſpeak,

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Then Captain Fehochanan: anſwered Titus 
himſelf, ſaying, We can offer no kind of ſacri- 
fice more acceptable to God, than to devote, 
hazard, and abandon cur own bodies and 
blood, for his Names ſake: Wherefore we 
{ will die free-men in this our Town, and will 
fever come i:1 bondage to ſerve you, 

© Titus made him anſwer by Foſeph, (aying, 
, This your City, I grant, is a holy City, and 
* your Temple is moſt holy,which no man doth 
deny : but ye have grievoully {inned, 1n that 
© ye have polluted the Temple of the Lord 
 £your God, by ſhedding in ir innocent blood 
© of Saints, and the Prieſts of God, with other 
5 moſt goily and holy men. 

© By what reaſon can ye then ſay, that ye 
* ſhall be accepted for ſacrifices, and offerings 
$ before God? yea rather, God abhorreth and 
© detefteth you utterly 3 when as he requirech 
© in his ſacrifices, that they ſhould have no de- 


© fault nor (pot: but ye are all beſportted,(o that

Joſeph the Prieft hearing the words of Tru 
and his clemency, in that he' was minded £5 
ſpare the Tews, bar ft onr aloud and wept in 
che preſence's >e'Caprajns, and of the Sedi- 
rious very bicrerly*: *þut they nothing regard- 
£d it. + | 
- Joſeph therefore 'ſeeins that Titus eould 
do nothing with 'the Seditious, ſaid unto 
their Princes, I marvel nothing thar this 


City tends to defolation, and deftruRion, for

ct. 
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| know the end of it is at hand; But this is ic 
that I marvel moſt, that ye have read in the 
Book of Danze!, and underſtand it not, which 


is now fulfilled in all points,and yet never a one 
of you doth mark it : The continual ſacrifice is 


| already ceaſed a good while ago, the aunojinted 


Prieſt is cut away, and put down. Theſe things 
though they be moſt manifeſt, yet your hearts 
cannot believe them. 

And many other words ſpake Joſeph, full of 
admonition and conſolation, bur the Jews re- 
fuſed ro hear him : When he had made an end 
therefore, and the Seditious had ſo hardened 
their necks, Titus turned him, and departed 
out of Jeruſalem, ſaying, Let us go hence, leſt 
their fins deftroy us. Wherefore he pitched his 
Tents wichout the City , in the ſame place 


| where he encamped at firſt. For he was afraid 


both for himſelf and his Army,left they ſhould 
be circumvented and cloſed in,;and {lain cruel- 
ly in ſo great City as that was. 

Certain of the Prieſts of that time, and of 
the Nobles of the Town, with other godly 
men, did wiſely provide for themſelves, and 
came forth to Titus, ſubmitting themfelves to 
his mercy, and were received of him peaceably 


wth great honour ; whom 'Titzs commanded 
to be conducted into the land of Goſhen, where* 


in times paſt the Iſraelites dwelt in the dayes 


of Jacob their Father, and Joſeph Lord of E- 


t. | 
Thither ſent he them,. and gave it them in' 
polleſiion, 
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pofſefiion, to them and to their heirs for ever 

.afrer; commanding a company of the Chaldees 
ſafely to condutt them, till they came to the 
land of Goſhen. 

Titus direfted his letter alſo to the RomanPre- 
 fidentwhich was ſer over Egypt, to take pity of \ 
the Fews that he had pjaced in the land of G9. . 
feex,co ſuſtain and ſuccour them,and to ſee that 
no Roman nor other ſhould do them harm, or ' 
annoy them by any manner of means. Many o- 
ther alſo of che Fews coveted to go forth of Fe- 
raſalem, but they were diſappointed by the Se« 
ditious, that they could not do as-they inten« 
ded. And who can tell whether they were en- 
tangled with their own fins, and deſtined to 
deftruftion with their ſedicious brethren, when 
as their hands alſo were polluted with che cry- 
elry and iniquity of the Seditious ? Wherefore 
the Seditious cloſed up all the walls about the 
Temple, that none of the Fews which were in 

Jeruſalem might get out to Titus. 

- When Titus knew that many of the Fews were 
defirous to flee unto him, and could nor becauſe 
of the Sedicious, he went again to the place 
where he was before,8 Foſeph with him: Who 
when the people ſaw co be.cherewich 7:tws,they 
fe!l'a weeping,and ſajd.unto him, We acknows 
ledge our fins, and the cranſgreilion of our fa»: | 
thers, we have ſwerved out of the way, againſt

ous? The Se:/itious hearing them talking with 


Joſeph, mche prefence of T-tas, and thar chey 
ſpake reveren:ly of him, and honoured his fa- 
cher, cal'ing him Lord, they ran upon them 
with their cirawn ſwords to kill chem; Then 
crved they unto Titus, Dear Lord and Maſter, 
reſcue us ; The Romans therefore,made (peed 
to deliver them out of the hands of the Sec i- 
tious ; So role therea fray in the midſt of the 
T: mpie,beiween theRomaxs,and the Jews; The 
Romans fled into the place called Sundum San- 
Gorum,which was the bolieft of all,and che Jews 
followed after, and {]:w chem even there. 

Titus ſtanding without, cryed unto Jehochas 
var, and ſaid unto him : Heareſt thou, Jehye 
chanan, LI. not thy wickedneſſe yet great enough £ 
Wilt th,unever make an end of miſchief ? Where 
i the bonour of thy God ? Ts it not written in the 
Lew of thy God, of th? Sanctum Sanftorum, that 
no Stranger ought to Come at it, but only the high 
Prieſt, and that but once a year, becauſe it u the 
bolieſt of al! ? And now, how dareſt thou be ſo 
bol4 to kill thoſe that are eſcaped wito it ?* Aud 
bow dare you ſhed the blood of the uncircumciſed 
therein, whom ye abhor, and yet mix their blo-d 
with yours * The Lord your GOD us my witneſſ., 
that I wculd 1vt have this Houſe deſiroyed ; but 
Jour own wicked works,ond your own hands do pull 


| it d wn. And would God you wou'd receive your 
y peace, which if it were once dune, we would h3nour 
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this Houſe of the Saufnarie and Temple of the 
Lord : yea, we would depart away from you. But 
your hearts are hardned like Tron, and your necks 
and foreheads, are become obſtinate as Breſſe, to 
your own wndoing,, For ye fhall carrie your own 


fins, and die in the Land of th: Romans; I and © 


my fathers houſe are innocent and guiltleſſe of your 


death;as the Lord and his Temple,in whoſe preſence 


we ſtand, ſhall bear us witn:ſſe this day. 

Bur when he ſaw that none of che Seditious 
cave any regard to his words, he choſe out of 
the Romans, thirty thouſand valiant fighting 
men, and gave them commandment to rake 
and occupy the entry of the Temple, which is 
a holy Court, aiid determined to go with them 
himſelf ; but his Nobles would not ſuffer him, 
bur willed him to remain upon a high place, 
where he might behold his ſouldiers fight : and 
when they ſee thee afar off,their hearts (hall be 
comforted, and they ſhall fight according as 
thon wile wiſh them : but come not at the en- 
try of the Temple thy ſelf, leſt thou be deftroy- 
ed amongſt orher. 

Titus foilowed the counſel] of his Captains, 


and went not out at thar time with his men to 'þ 


the battel. He made chief Caprains of that hoſt 


of thirty thouſand, one K ari/us and Roſtins, two - 


oreat Commanders, who had order to fer upon 
the Jew: that nighr, when they ſhould be a- 

ſleep with wearineſle. 
The Romans therefore doing after his com> 
mandment fet upon the Jews, bur the Jews 
L having 
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having intelligence of che matter, kept dili- 
enc watch, and withſtood the Romans all the 
nighe, Burt che Romans were not haſty to fight 
in che dark, fearing leſt it might curn to their 
own harm. As ſoon therefore as it was day, 
the Jews divided themſelves, and beſtowed 
their Companies at the gates of the entrance, 
and foug he like men. 

K arilus and Rojtins beſet the Temple round 
about, chat not one of the Jews nitghr eſcape 
out, and {o the baccel encreaſed between them 
for the ſpace of ſeven dayes; ſometimes the 
Romans getting the upper- hand of the Jews, 
driving them within the entrance : ſomerime 
the Tews encouraging chemſclves,made the Ro- 
mans retire, and purſued them to che walls of 

the Antochia : in this manner fought they cheſe 


"ſeven dayes. 


* , Afterward the Kowans turned back from the 


Jews, and would not fight hand to hand with 
them any more. Then Titas commanded, the 
walls of the Aztochia to be pulled down fur. 
ther, that there might be place for all,his hoſt 
ro enter. 

The famine in the mean ſeaſon grew more 
grievous,ſo that no food was lefr. For the Fews 
began now co iſſue out, and Real Horſes, Alles, 
and other beaſts, whatſoever they could catch, 

. even out of the Rymans Camp, that they mighe 
"drefſe chem ſome mear, and (uſtain their lives; 
which they doing oftentimes, at length the 


7 Romans perceived it, and were wonderfully 


Z 2 diſpleaſed 
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diſpleaſed at (the matter, wherefore they ſer 
Watch and Ward round about the Camp, leſt 
by che deceit of the J-ws, they ſhould be ſpoil- 
ed of cheir catte]. So after that, the Jews could 
ſteal no more thence. ; 

Afﬀcerward notwich{tanding,they armed them- 
ſelves,and iſſued out at the tat Gace,and brake 
the Wall that Titns had raited for his own ſafe- 
ty,leſt the Jews ſhould 1fſue our upon a ſudden, 
and come upon him at unawares. A {ort of tall 
fellows therefore of the youth of the jews,iu- 
ed out ar the breaches of che wall, and got up 
quickly ro the Mount O/ivet,where they found 
Horles, Muies, Aﬀes,and much other catrel;and 
ſlaying their Keepers, they drove them before 
them wich great ſhouts into the Town. The 
Romans perceiving it, purſued them. Where- 
fore the young men divided themſelves into 
ewo Bands : the one to drive the booty, and 
the other to relift the Komans. So there was 2 
ſore fight between them ; bur the Jews got the 
upper-hand, and went their wayes clear with 
the prey toward Jeruſalem. 

For the Jews came forth, conſtrained by the 
neceſſity of hunger,and fought for their living : 
the Romans had no cauſe to tight, ſave only for 
ſhame, to ſee their catre] driven away before 
their eyes ; for otherwiſe they put not their 
lives in jeopardy to ftighr unto death, as the 
Jews did,yet there was many oithe Romans flain 
mm that hg he. 


The Jews while the Romans purſued them \ 
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#” ſhall neyer be counted the better men for 
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in vain, gotinto the Town with their ſpoil and 
prey,and ſtraightway turned upon the Romans, 
and drove them back, purtuing them again till 
they came almoſt ro Tirw's Camp, which when 
the orher Romans ſaw, they iffned forth to the 
reſcue of their fellows, and purſued thoſe 
oung men, either to kill them, or take them, 
albeir they eſcaped to the I own without any 
harm, fave that they took a Boy, and brought 
him unto Tirw. He that took this Lad, was 
called Porans, 
So the Romaxs prevailed againſt the Fews at 
that time, and for a certain token of che Viko= 
ry, they had this young Few priſoner. Poraus 


_ that took him, was had in great eftimatien for 


that at, of Titus and ailrhe Romans. 

Titus apparrelled the boy, an4 committed 
him to Foſ-phxs to keep. This boy had a brother 
amongſt them that eſcaped into the Town, a 
vile perſonage, evil-favoured,and of a low fta- 
ture, his name was Fonathan. He ſeeing his bro- 
ther taken priſoner,cometh forth of the Tomb 
of Fochanan the High Prieſt over againſt the 
Romans,and cryed untoT itus,and to all cheAr- 
my, ſaying, If chere be ever a man among youu, 
ler him come forch unto me, here will I abide 
him, and fight with him upon chis ground : 
and ye ſhall know this day, whether the Ro= 
mans or the Fews be the berter men, 

The Koamans deſpiſed him,yer durſt they not 
meddle with him, buc ſaid, ji we kill him, we 
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ſuch an a, and if he ſhould kill any of us, 
ic ſhould be a great diſhonour to be (lain of a 
wrecched captive. Fonathan ſaid tothe Romans, 
How much is the manhood of the Romans 10 
be regarded in our eyes ? Have not you been 
{lain and pur to flig';t by us? What were you 
then if bands and companies of the Geatzles 
came not every day toaid you? If they had 
not refreſhed you, we had long ago eaten you 
up. We have deſtroyed our ſelves, one ano- 
ther, with civill Wars, ſo that we are but few 
lefr; buc what are you ? Who is ſo hardy of the 
beſt of you all,to come and declare his ftrengch, 
and to fight with me? I amoneof the meaneſt, 
and outcaſts of the [ews: Pick you out the chief- 
eſt and valianceſt man amonglt you all,and you 
fhall know by and by,whether part is more va- 
liane. When Jonathan hat ſpoken thus proudly, 
there came forth one of the moſt valianreſt ſoul- 
diers of the Romans,whole name was Pornus,the 
ſame that had taken the brother of this Joxa- 
than,& brought him to T it«mzhe came no fooner 
at Jonathan, bur he was killed of him ftraight- 
way,leaving behind him a double and differing 
mheritance to Jonathan, and the Romans 3 to 


' Jonathan a fame of forcitude and valiantnefſe, 


to the Romans of ſhame and reproach. 

When Jonathan had ſlain the Roman,the Jews 
changed his name, and called him Jehonathan, 
by an honourable name, and gave him a Scep- 
t-r of dominion in his hand : But }ehonathan 


when he had gotten the victory , gave not 
| : T. | the 
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the power to God, bur aſcribed it to his own 
prowels, and became very proud withall ; he 
was not content wich one victory, but would 
et provoke the Romans, railing at them, and 
calling for another valiant Champion to be 
ſent him, that I may kill him (faith he) and de» 
clare my force upon him; and even as he ſaid 
ſo, one of the Romans whoſe name was Porxan, 
ſtruck him through with an arrow at unawares, 
and killed him; by whoſe example ye may 
perceive, It z everie mans part chiefly to take 
heed, that when they overcome their enemies, they 
rejoice not over-much,noy wax proud for the mak= 
ter 3 for, who knoweth what end they ſhall have 

themſelves ? 
Theſe things done, the Jews ſeeing the walls 
of the Temple, and chree walls that compaſſed 
the Town, to be razed and pulled down, 
knowing alſo that they had no help lefr, nor 
any thing to truſt unro, they conſulced what 
was beſt to be done. There was a great houſe 
Joyning upon the ſide of the Temple,that King 
Solomon had builded, of a great height, whoſe 
walls alſo the Kings of the ſecond Temple had 
raiſed on height, and had decked it with Tim- 
ber of Firre, and Cedar-trees, The Jews went 
and annointed every where the Cedar Timber 
of the houſe wich brimſtone and pitch abun- 
dantly : So when the Romans came again to the 
Temple to aſſault the Jews, and purſued chem 
unto that Palace: They entred the Palace after 
the Jews, who went out again another way, 


and

and ſome climbed up to the battlements of the 
houſe, others ſet up ladders ro ſcale it : Then 
rejoyced they wonderfully, ſaying, T he Palace 
1s taken, now have the Jews no pla-e lefr to flee 
unto for retuge. Thus when the Romans had 
£orten the Palace, and the heuſe was full of 
them,a certain Jew a young man, vow:rg him- 
ſelf deferarely to die, went and fkuc up the 
Palace, and (et fire on the gates annointed be- 
fore with brimſtone and pirch, and firaightway 
the fide-walls of the houle,and the whole buil- 
ding began to be'on a light fire, fo that the 
Romans had no way to eſcape, becauſe the fire 
compalſed the honte on every hde 
Fhe Jews alio ſtood in herneſs round abaut 
the Houſe,lett avy of the Romens ſhould eſcape. 
Wherefore ſu matiy of the Romazs as entred 
into the Houic, were deſtroyed with the hire, 
which was twenty tworthouſand men of war,T j- 
tys hearin. ihe cry of the Romans that periſhed 
1 the fire, made (peed with all his men to come 
ani reſcuethem?, bur he could not deliver them 
out of the fire, 1t burnc ſo vehemently ; where= 
fore Titus and his men wept bi:terly. The Ro» 
mans that were above upon the Houſe, when 
rhey ſaw their Maſter Titus weep, and the fire 
to be between them,that nenher could come to 
or:e another, they caſt themſelves down. head- 
ſong from the batrlementrs of the houte;, which 
was very high, and died, ſaying, We will dic in 
Titng?s prefence,to ger us a name thereby. 
The Jews kept the gates of the Patace, m 
| 
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L kijabu King of F&ndsb 3 and had' almoſt caken 


if they perceived any man go abour to eſcape 


f out of the fire, or to come down off che battle= 


ments, them they killed with their ſwords. 

In that fire was a certain great Commander, 
of the ſtock of Kings, whoſe name was Lowginus, 
ro whom the «ws cried, and flouted him, ſay= 
ing,C ome hither unto us, that thou mayeli ſave 
thy life, and not be deſtroyed: but he durit nor 
g0 Our at the gate, fearing leſt the Jews would 
kill him. Wherefore he drew out his (word, 
and thruſt himſelf thorow before their faces. 

Ancther great Commander alſo was in that 
fre, whoſe name was Artorizs, who looking 
forth from the top of the houſe, ſaw one of his 
dear friends by Titzs, which was called Lncius, 
to whom Artorias called, ſaying, My dear friend 
Lacins, ger on thy Armour and come hither, 
that I may leap down upon thee, and thou way =» 
eſt receive me. If I dye, I make thee my heir, 
if thou dye,thy children ſhall inherir my 200ds, 
Wherefore L#ciis ran and held his lap open at 
the houſe fide, and Artorias leapt dewn, and 
lighr upon him with ſuch weight,chat they both 
died therewith. Titus commanded the covenant 
that they ewo made before their death, tobe 
written on a ſword with b\cod,and their friend» 
ſhip to be noted 1n the Chronicles of the Komans, 
that it might be an example toal} men ro learn 
true friend({hip by: Ac that time therefore che 


' fews revenged themſelves meetly well upon the 


Romans. The hre burnt tijl ti came tothe Chi- 
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the Temple of the Lord, which the Romans (ee- 
Ing, fled out of the Town,and got them to their 
tents, a great part of them being deſtroyed by 
the cruelty of the Fews, ſo that few of them re- 
mained, The reſt therefore lay ftillin their fiege 
round about the Town, ſaying, We ſhall not be 
able to win the Town by the (word, bur rather 
we mult be fain to drive them to yield by fa- 
mine , wherefore they compalled it on every 
fide: Inthe Town was now no victuals lefc. 

There was a certain rich woman at Fe- 
r#fſalem, of a Noble Houſe alſo, whoſe Name 
was (Miriam, Her dweliing was beyond For- 
dan; but when ſhe perceived the wars to grow 
more and more in the time of YVeſpaſian,ſhe came 
up with her neighbours to Feruſalem, bringing 
with hernotonly her men ſervants, and women 
ſervants, and ail her whole family, bur aiſo hes 

oods and riches, which were very great. 

When che hunger was grievous at Jeruſalem, 
and the Seditious went from houſe to houſe to 
ſeex meat;they came alſo co this womans houſe, 
and took away from her by force, all chat ever 
ſhe had, and lefc her nothing remaining. By this 
means ſhe was oppretſed with very great hun- 

Ser, fothat ſhe wiſhed her ſelf our of the world, 

bur her time was not yer come to die : where 

fore that ſhe mighr (lack her hunger,and ſuſtain 
her ſelf, ſhe began to ſcrape in the chaffe and 
dult for beaſts hung, but conld find none. She 
had one ſon, and when ſhe ſaw the famine wax 


greater and greater upon her, ſhe laid afide all 
| Woman 
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T woman-hood and mercy, and rook npon her an 
| horrible cruelty : For when (be heard her boy 
weep, and ask for mear, which ſhe had not to 
{ give him, fhe faid unto him, What {hall I domy 
ſon? For the wrath of God hath environed the 
\ whole City, in every corner thereof famine 
raigneth;z without the City the (word killerh up 
all, within we ſtand in fear of the Seditious; our 
enemies prevail without, in the T own are fires, 
burnings, and ruines of houſes, famine, peſtt- 
lence, ſpoyling and deſtroying, ſo that ] cannot 
feed thee my ſon. Now therefore my ſon, if I 
ſhould die for hunger, to whom ſhould I leave 
thee being yet a child? I] hoped once that when 
thou ſhouldeſt come to mans eſtate,thou ſhould- 
elt have ſuſtained mine age with mear, drink, 
{ and cloth, and after when | ſhould die, to bury 
me honorably, like as | was minded to bury 
thee, if thou ſhouldeſt have died before me. 
But now my (on,thou art as good as dead ajrea-

1 dy, for I have no meac to bring thee up withal], 


becauſe of this great famine, and cruelty of the 
| enemies, both within and without: If thon ſhoul- 

deſt die now amongſt others,thou thouldeſt have 
no god nor honorable Tomb, as I would with 
thee: wherefore I have thought good to choule 
thee a ſepulcher, even mine own body.leſt thou 
ſhouldeſt die, and dogsear thee in the ftreecs; I 
will therefore be thy grave, and thou jhalc 
be wy food: And for that, that if thou badſt li- 
ved and grown to mans eſtate, thou oughtelt by 
/ Tight ro have nourithed m2, and fed me with 


thy 
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that famine devour thee and thy body be con- 
ſumed, render unto thy mother, that which ſhe 
gave unto thee,for thou cameſt of her, and thou 
ſhalr recurn into her. Forl will bring thee into 
che (elf ſame (hop, inthe which the breath of 
life was breathed intothy noſtrils ; foraſmuch as 
thou art my well beloved ſon, whom [ have lo- 
ved alwaies with all my ſtrength : B- therefore 
meat for thy mother, & ignominy*and reproach 
to the Sedictous, that by violence have taken 
away our food, Wherefore my ſon hear my 
voice, and ſuſtain my ſoul and my life, and go 
to the end that 1s derermined for thee by my 
hands, thy lot be in the garden of E dex, and Pa- 
radiſe; be thou meac for me, and a rebuke and 
ſhame co the Sedirious, that they may be com- 
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thy fleſh, and with ic ſuſtain mine age, before 


| 


pelled to ſay, Loa womans hath killed her ſon,and 


bath eaten him. 

So when ſhe had thus ſpoken to her ſon, ſhe 
took the child, and curning her face away lelt 
ſhe ſhould ſee him dye, ſhe killed him wich a 
ſword, aud after cut his body into certain pie- 
ces, whereof ſome ſhe rofted, ſome ſhe ſod, and 
when ſhe had eaten of them, ſhe laid up che reft 
to keep. 

T he favour of the fleſh roaſted, when it came 
out inrothe ſteers to the peopl» they [aid one 
to 2n0ther : See,hereis the {mell of roalt mear, 
\V hich ching came © the xnow edg of the Se- 
dicious at lencih, who wane into che honſe of 
the Wonay, and iPeaac roughly uno her, Why 


ſhouldeſt 
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4 ſon ? Taite and ſee how ſweet my ſons fleſh is, [ 
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ſhouldeſt thou have meat to live with, and we 


dye for hunger ? The woman made them an- 
(wer, and ſaid unro chem, Be nor diſpleaſed, 1 
beſeech you, with your handmaid for this, for 
you ſhail fe? I have reſerved part for you. Sit 
you down therefore, and | will bring it you, 
that ye may taſte thereof, for it is very good 
meat, And by and by ſhe covered the table,and 
ſet before them part of the childs fleſh, ſaying, 
Eat | pray you, bereis a child's hand, ſee here 
is his fooi and other parts,and never report that 
it is another Womans Child, bur my own only 
Son thar ye knew with me; him I bare, and alſo 
have earen part, and part I have kept for you. 
When ſhe had ſpoken, ſhe burſt out and wepr, 
ſaying, O my Son.my Son,how ſweer waſt thou 
to me whiles thou yec livedit, and now at thy 


| death alſo. thou arr ſweeter to me than hony, 
| For thou haſt not only fed me in this moſt grie- 
vous famine, but haſt defended me from che 


wrath of the Seditious, wherewith they were 
incenſed towards me , when che ſmell of che 
meat brought them into my houſe. Now there- 
fore are they become my friends, for they fic 
at my Table, and I have made them a feaſt with 
thy fleſh. 

After ſhe turned her to the Seditious,and bad 
them eat, and ſatisfie chemſel ves: for why (ſaich 
ſhe ) ſhould ye abhor my meat which [ have ſer 
before you : [ have ſarisfhed my ſelf therewith, 
why therefore do you not eat of the fleſh of my

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deth pitty® Oughc ye to be more moved theres 
with thena Woman ? If ye will in no wiſe eat of 
the ſacrifice of my ſon, when as [ have eaten 
"thereof my ſelf,ſhall nor this be a (hame for you, 
that I ſhould have a bercer heart, and greater 
courage then you? Behold, I have prepared a 
fair Table for you, moſt valiant men, why ear 
ye not? Is 1c nota gvod feaſt that I have dreſt 
for you? and ir is your will that I] ſhould make 
you this feaſt. fc had been my part rather co 


have been moved with picy of my Son, then. 


yours: and how chanceth ic therefore chat you 
are more merciful] chan 1? Are ye not chey that 
ſpoiled my houſes and left me no kind of food, 
for me and my 50n? Are yenot they that con- 
ſtrained me to make you this Feaſt, notwirchſtan- 
ding the greater hunger that I have? Why then 
eat ye not thereof, when as ye were the Authors 
and cauſers thac I did this deed ? The Fews 
hearing this matter, were wonderfully {micten 
in ſadneſs; yea, even the Governours of the Se- 
ditious began to ftoop when they heard of this, 
ſo that they all in a manner defired death, they 
were (o amazed at ihis horrible A&, Many 
therefore of the common people ftole out in the 
night forth of Feruſa/em with all cheir ſubſtance 
to the Romans Camp , and ſhewd Titus of this. 
Who wept thereat,and was ſorry for the matcer 
exceedingly, holding up his hands co Heaven, 
and cry ing, Thou Lord God «f the world, G14 of 
this houſe, to whom all ſecrets are known, which alſo

knowe 
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dare ſay ye will ſay,It is good meat, What nee. 
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knoweſt my heart, that I came not againſt this Ci= 
ty as deſirous of Wars, but rather of Peace, which 
I ever offered them; but yet the Cittizens thereof 
evermort refuſed it, alihough I oftentimes intre a= 
ted them. And when they deſtroyed one another by 
their civil diſſention, I would have delivered them, 
but I found them alwaies like moſt fierce and cruel 
beaſts, Hothing ſparing themſelves. And thit-miſ< 
chief is Come now ſo far, that a woman hath eaten 
ber own fleſh, being driven thereunto by moſt ex- 
tream neceſſity. T have heard, and my forefathers 
have told me, of all the power that thou haſt exer- 
ciſed in times paſt towards them and their Fathers, 
how thy Name dwelt amongſt them. For thou brough- 
teſt them out of Egypt, with a ſtrong hand, and @ 
fir tched forth Arm, out of the Houſe of bondage, 
to whom alſo thon dividedit the Sea, leadeſt theme 
through it dry, and drownedjt their Enemies in the 
water; after conduciedit thy people thorow the wil 
derneſs, and fed'(t them with bread from Heaven, 


tho cauſedſt Duailes to fly unto them, and brough= 


teſt out water out of the rock for them, At length 
thou browghteſt them into this holy Land by great 
and terrible Miracles and Wouders: For thou dry- 
edjt up the water of Jordan, aud madeſt them ſtand 
up in a heap, till they were paſſed over : Thon didft 
cauſe the Sun and Moon allo to ſtay their courſe for 
thy peoples [ake,til they might vanguiſh their enemies. 


| Thu wonldeſt that thy Name ſhould dwell amongſt 


them,and thou gaveſt them this City by inheritance; 
Some of them thou dsdjt chooſe for thy ſelf to be Pro- 


thets, which might conduG thy people, teach them, 
and 


C 
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and lead them into the right way, to give them 
warning of future miſeries, that they might take 
heed, and beware of them, Moreover, thou didit 
chooſe of them Prieſts to ſerve thee, ant to bleſs 
thy people Iſrael ; certain godly men amongit them 
thou dreweſt unto thee, and in a fiery Chariot they 
didit carry them up to Heaven; Thou ſmoteſt the 
tents of the King of £llur, and killedf# iz them 
$718 mn. Theſe and divers ther things have I 
heard of my forefathers, yea, and of Joſeph the 
Prieſt a very wiſe man ; And now, Lord God, this 
eople which 1 have ſtrrven againit I would have ſa- 
ved,had they truſt edin thee,but thou ſeeſt they truſt 
wot in thy ſaving health, but in their own Sword. 
When Titus had ſayed all theſe things, he 
commanded to bring an iron Ram,and to bend 
it againſt the new wall which the Seditious had 
raiſed, that chey mis ht batter ie down; bur ma- 
[ny of the Nobles among tae Sedictous came 
forth unto Titys,and made prace withhim, whom 
. he placed among his chief men. 

Shortly afterthe Romars ſet on fire one of the 
Gates of the Temple that was ſhur, whoſe door 
was Covered over with ſilver, and while the 
timber of it burnr, the ſilver meleed, and ran 
upon the ground ; ſo when the Gate was open, 
the way appeared which Jeadeth to the Suntinm 
Santtorum. 

As ſoon asTit's ſaw it, he honored it with great 
reverence, 21d forbad his people that none 
ſhould come niv': 10 3 Wherefore he commans 


ded a {roclamation to be pubilbed chroughout 
al 


— 
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.a}{ his Camp to this tenor; /h:;ſoever cometh near 

- the San(tary, ſhall ſuffer death for it. 
| He appointed al'o a ſtrong band of men ro 
keep the Temple, that it might not be propka- 
ned and unhailowed by any of his : Buc his 
Princes and Captains anſwered ; [Inleſs this 
Houſe be ſet on fire, thou Golonever (ubdue 
this people, in regard that co preſerve ic, they 
yow to die. 

Notwichſtanding Tits would not hearken co 
their counſell, buc appointed ſome of bis own 
ſouldiers, and ſuch Fw: as had come into him 
to keep Ward, giving them charge co preſerve 
the Temple and SanGun Sanforumgielt it ſhould 
be polluted. 

The Sedicious F-ws that remained in Feruſs- 
lem ſeeing th? Romans depart f. omrhe | emple; 
and leaving Guards behind,they ran upon then 
with their ſwords drawn, and ſlew every foul 
of chem : Wuich Titus hearings, he brought his 
whole Army thicher againſt the 'Seditious, and 
killed many of then, the reſt fled co Mount 
Sinus, 

Thenext day the Romans ſet fire on the San- 
tum Sanforum, laying Wood to the doors that 
Were covered over with gold,. and then hring 
It; ſo afcer the gold waxed hoc, and che timber 
burne, the Sangun Sanflornm was open, that 
all men might ſee it in the ninch day of che fileh 
month, which was the very ſatne day that ic was 

Open aiſo in the time of the Chaldees: I he Ko-

[mans therefore ruſhing into the Sandam Sanc:s- 


fare, gave a great ſhout while ic burnt which 
A @ W:.em 
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fire, and ſave the Sandum Sanforum, bur he 
could not do it, becaule it was ſet on fire in ſo. 
many places: thereypon Tits cried unto them, 
that they ſhould forbear, bur they wou!d not 
hear him : For as a vehemenc floud of Waters | 
breaketh through all chings, and drives them 
down before it; with ſuch a furious violence the 
Gentiles ruſhed upon the Lords [ emple, the 
fire flaming every where our of meaiure, 

' When Titus ſaw he conld not reſtrain them 
from the SaxdGum Sar forum with words, he drew 
out his Sword, blamins the Caprains of his own 
people, and others that were not Romans he kil- 
led; and he cried out fo long and fo loud upon 
them, that he was grown hoarſe. 

The Prieſts that were within the Sanfum Sau- 
Forum withſtood the Komars (toutly, till they | 
were able no longer to lifc uy cheir hands: | 
Wherefore when they ſaw there was no other 
ſafeguard lefr, they leaped into the hire, and di- 
vers other Fews with chem, and ſo burnt all to- 
gether, ſaying, What ſhould we live any longer 
ow there is no Temple ? Yet Titus ceaſed nor to 
ſtrike the peopie, and chaſe them tron the 
Temple, and being grown ſo weary, thar all his 
ſtrength fail*d him, he fell upon the ground, 
and forbore crying upon them any further. 

After that the Santtum Sanfioram was burnt, 
Titus aroſe, and encring theremio, heſaw the 
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when Titus heard, he haſtened ro quench K. 4 


glory and magn;ficence thereof, and believed 


tc was thehouſe of the Lord ; fer as yetthe fire! 
had not conſumed all, therefore he (aid :;

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Now I well perceive that this is no 9ther th-1 the 
Houſe of 50d,and the dwelling of the King of Hea= 
ven; neith-y was it for nought that th: Fews (tood 
ſo earneſtly in defence thereof; nor did the Gene 
tiles «lſo without good Cauſe ſend g1ld and ſilver to 
this Temple from the farthe# parts of the W-rld; 
fir great is the glory of it, and it ſurp:ſſeth all the 
Roman, aud Temples of the Gentiles that ever I 
ſaw, The God of Heaven, who is the God of this 
Houſe take vengeance of the Seditione, whoſe miſ= 
thiev'us and hainous deeds have brovght this evil 
wpon them.

fering burnt oferinzs unco chem, and biaſphe- 
ming, mocking, and railing at the F-ws, .an4 
their laws, in preſence of cheic 1ols. . Abouc 


ſhac time aroſe one who p:op")efied a lye unto 


the Sedicious that remained yec in J-roſalens 
A a 2 exhorting

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exhorting them to play the men, and oppoſe 
their enemies; for now, ſaith he, ſhall che Tem- 
ple be built by ir ſelf, withonc humane hands, 
that God may declare his power un.o the Ko- 
mans, who now glory in them'elves, to have 0+ 
vercome the Fews ; therefore if you fight ſtout- 


ly this day the Tempvlc thall ere ic ſelf; here- 


upon the Seditious ſet furiouſly upon the Ro- 
mans, and flue many of them, which made the 
Romans who had favoured them foimerly, to 
kill chem like ſheep. 

T hete things hapned, becauſe they gave cre- 


dit to a falſe Propher, and marked not the ſigns. 


that appeared formerly: For the year nexc be- 
fore the coming of Ieſpaſian, there was ſeen 4 
ſtar on the ] emple ſo bright, as if a man had fo 
many drawn ſwords in his hatnds 3 And the 
ſame time this Star appeared, which was at the 
ſolemn paſsover , that wholenight the Temple 
was light and clear as mid-day, and continued 
fo leaven nights together. Underſtanding men 
knew well enough that this was an ill augury, 
though others thought it gvod. The ſame time 
allo they brought a heifer for a ſacrifice, which 
when ſhe was knocked down, ſhe calved a Lamb. 

Belides, there was a certain gate called the 
Faſt gate, that was never opened nor ſhur, but 
ewenty men had enough co do about ir, and rhe 


creaking of the hinoes mighr be heard a faroff; | 


This gate was found open without any mans 
help, and they could not ſhut it;+ mill a great 
number joyned heir ſtrength, | 
Moreover there was diſcerned on the Sau7um 
Sandorun,

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anfforum, a whole night long the face of a man 
wonderfull rerrible. 

There appeared alſo the ſame time, four Cha- 
riots with horſemen, and great blaſts in che skie, 
coming towards Feruſa/em., In the feaſt of che 
weeks, the Prieſt likewiſe heard a man walking 
in the Temple, and faying wich a great and 
wonderfull terrible voice, (ome let us go away 
out of this Temple, let us hen:e away. 

But eſpecially there was one ſurpaſſed all 
theſe ; a certain man in the City,of a bale de- 
gree,called Foſp12,began co cry upon the feaſt :>f 
Tabernacles, in this wiſe; 4 woice from the Eaſt, 
a woice from the Weſt, a voice from the four winds 
of the H-avens, a voice againſt Jerulalem, a voice 
again the Temple, a price agaru't the bridegroom, 
a voice againit the bride, axd a voice againſt the 
whole people. 

Thus be cried very ofc, ſo that they of Feru- 
ſalem hated him, and (aid unto him, Why crieſt 
thou alwaies this cry z Bur the Governour of 
the City foibad them to wrong him, ſuppoſing 
he was mad : Therefore for four years fpace 
he never lefc crying out, Mo to Feruſalem, and 
to the Sunduary thereof. 

When the wars had begun, and the Town 
was beſieged, it fortureld as he wandred upon 
the walls, he added this a'{o unto his cry. Woe

| The whole Roman Army being now come in» 
to the Temple,and the Fews fled ro Mo»nt Sian, 
the Remans letup their jdols m the Lurds Tem- 
ple, and railed at the Fews 3 It happened, that 
there came down to the Romans a little boy of 
the Prieſts from Mount Sion to a Captain of tis 
Wall, Keeprr of the Temple, defiring him to 
ove him ſome water; he'taking pity on the 
boy, gave him ſome ; the boy taking the veitel 
the water was, firſt drank himielf, then ran 
away wich thereit: the Captain made ſhew to 
1un afrer him, but lect him go of pu poſe. 

Once when the Romans were ac their ſacrifice 
with Titxs, ſome Prieſts came and befought him, 
that he would not kill them, he an{wered, Why 
do you wiſh to live now, 'and not -#ther dye 
with your brethren who have ſuffered death for 
Godsfake,and for the fake otthi> Houſe, where- 
pon he communded they lhould be all lam.

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After Schimeon and Fehochanan ſent to Titus 
for peace: he anſwered, 7 his thing ye ſeek too late 
but how cometh it to paſs, that you beg your lives 
now being ſo few, and that ye have waſted all things 
ſo deſperately * ye deſire life and yet perſevere in 
your malice,ſtill holding your ſwords in your hands; 
have we not now taker your City, Temple, and the 
Sankum SanCforum. hat is there left for you to 
put hope in?

Then Titus gave commandment to the R9- 
mans not to omit any opportunity to fer upon 
the Seditious, and by one means or other, to 
deſtroy Schimeon and Fehach*nan.

Here were certain people at that time, 


dwelling amoneft the Mountains of Ara- 
rat,that were called 4/anites, whoſe power Alex» 
ander King of M*edon/a fearing,cloled them on 
every (ide. This* people although they had no 
knowledge of the uſe of Iron, nor Armour;yet 
this was their manner, That one of them wich 
2 great pole burnt a lirtle at the end,would pur 
to flight a hundred good ſouldiers, were they 
never ſo wcll appointed,and armed. [Intil this 
year they were alwayes (huc in, bur now being 
oppreiicd with a great dearth and famine 
throughs 
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throughout all the land,they ſent Embaſſaders 
tothe people of Hyrkan their neighbours, re- 
quiring them that they would open theſtraights 
of the Mountains, that they might come forch 
with their wives & children,to ſeek them food. 

The Hurkans granted their requeſts, and 0+ 
pened them the entrances of the Mountainsz3o 
they came forth, wandering here and there, 
ſpoiling divers Countries, til] at length they 
cook cheir journey toward the Mountains of 
the Land of Madai, where they fourd horſes, 
namely. in the Deſart of Madaz, amongſt the 
people of Ararat; T hey got thoſe hotfſes, Jeapt 
vpon them ard centred the land of Madai, The 
Prefidemi or Ruler of the Country hearing 
thereof, fled into the higheft hills, leaving his 
wifc and cliiiJren behind kim for baſte, he was 
ſo afraid of the 4.anites, knowing their valiant= 
neſſe, Stra'ghtway he ſent unto them < mbalſa» 
dours to make peace with them, and he would 
let them have viCtuals upoMm this condition,that 
they would not ſpoil his Country : They made 
anſwer, If ſo be he would maintain them, and 
let them have food for the ſpace of 0ne moneth, 
till che corn in their own Country were ripe, 
they would return home again at the moneths 
end ; for we deli not (ſay they) thy gold or 
hlver,being men.leparace{ from all encercoutrſe 
nm trathck wi-h utier people,nor any thing elſe 
than food do we ſeek. 

T his cheir requeſt the Ruler granted them, 
and let rhem have a certain Grain called Mill, 
ſodden with one kind of fleth or other. The 

number 
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number of them was ſeven thouſand one hun- 
dred and fifiy, and tive chouſand one hundred 
and fcrty perſons. When the moneth was ended, 
and the 4 rites underſtood the corn in their 
own Country was ripe,they departed out of the 
land of M-:44i, according as they had ſwoin, 
and returned toward their own Country, 

And as they were in their way homeward, 
Mithridates King of A-arat came againſt them 
to arinoy them, minding co drive theth from his 
coaſts, leſt they, ſhould waſte bisCountry. There- 
fore while they marched chrough this Councry 
going toward their own, Mzuhridates made 
War upon them, bur his men were beaten down 
by the Alanites, like as grafle falls upon the 
ground when a ſtrong man treads upon ic, Then 
one of the young men of the A!axites, in de- 
fpight,pur a rope about Mthridates* neck, and 
drew him afcer him, unto his great ſhame. Mij- 
thridates gat out his ſword,and cur atunder the 
rope and led, To whom che A/ax'tes looking 
back,ſ#i1,Gothy way,ver thee home and make 
no more war upon .us hereafrcer ; for we were 
not minded to waſte thy Land, .:or yet to kill 
thy people, For if we had ever intended it, 
Could we not have done ic long ago. when as 
nothing is berwixt us and you, but rhe Moun- 
tains of Ararat ? Zut we were of this mind,that 
we ſhould great'y offend ro kill men of our 
own ſhape an4 likenetſe, See now how Alex- 
ander, which went about to ſubdue the whole 
earth, and to declare his power, cloſed us up 


within our land, Why ? becauſe he was afraid 
we 
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we ſhould come out upon him. But we laughe 
him to ſcorn when he did it. If we had lifted, 
we could have letted him from (hurting us in, 


i 


. and to make no peace with him : buc we made 


no reckonin 7 of tis doings, For it is our cuftom 
to keep us within our own ountry,we ſeek no 
other Land, when as our own Laad is betrer 
than any other. ſt pleaſed us well chat he inclo- 
ſed us, that the cruel wild beaſts which are in 
the Mountains of Ararat, could have no paſſage 
tous. The cauſe we came out now, was nothing 
elſe, then that we were oppretſed wich a great 
dearth,and we determined to be no longer from 
home,then till our own fruits were ripe, & then 
toreturn,as you ſee-we do. If we had been min= 
ded ro win your Lan, had we not been able 
utterly to have overcome you,and ro have gote 
ten the dominion over you ? Bur neicher ye nor 
your Country did ever deiight us greatly ; for 
our manners differ far from yours, 

Behold,che King of M:447,when be had kept 
us for a moneth, we harmed bim not,we are not 
wont to hur: men as ye are,that cannot be con= 
tent with your own ftate,buc muſt dejire other 
mens inheri-ance, Now thereforc go and re- 
turn to your own { ountry, and fo will we to 
ours, without doing you any more hure:where-

And be- 
held we live a moſt ſorrowful life ; for our ene- 
mies Even OW afore we be dead,cafl lots for our 
ſons and daughters, to divide tem among 
them OG be their ſervants and handmaids. 
When Eleazar had ended this lamentation, 
hefpaketo ihe people that was with him, thus ? 
Now therefore, Brethren and friends,t ike com« 
p< ſion of zour ſelves,your wiveszand childreaw'th 
the old mea which be with vou : Let them nat be 
led into boudage without all mercy,that they be not 
conftrained ta mourn 14er the hands of their ene* 
mies. For if you ao this, ye loſe without doubt all

Neither will we ſee our ancient 
men to be haled by the beards before our eyes mo(# 
miſerably,nr yet our maids,wives, and daughters, 
to be prophaned,unhallwed, and defloared, nor our 
ſons crying to us,and we cannot help them. Forwhat 
ſhall our life avail us, after that our land is deſo- 
late,our Sanftuary razed,the Romans will raviſh 
our Wives, and daughters before our eyes and = 
preſs our ſons with a "moſt grievous and hard yoke ? 
Now therefore it is better for us all to kill our 
wives and children, whoſe blood God ſhall accept 
thankfully as the blood of burnt offerings,and after 
we will iſſue out upon theRomans, fi 2ht rill we be ail 
deftroyed,and die for the glory of the Lord onrGod. 
Theſe men therefore went and gathered to- 
gether their wives and daughters, embraced 
them, and kifled chem ſaying ; Is it not berter

Idols of the Gentiles ? Theſe ſayings when the 
people had heard, they broke forth that nighs

die than live. Therefore as ſoon as it wasday, 

E/eazars companions killed their wives an 
children, and caft their bodies info cefterns

ſtopping them with cacth. Afterward iſſued 
E/eagzar the Prieſt forth of the Town, with all 
his men, and for:ed a batcel upon tte homans, 
of whom the Fews killed a grear number, and 
foughe fo long, ill chey all died mintaily for 
tie Lord God.

He iſraeljites were Ten times led into 
Captivicy : Four times by the hands 
c of Sanherib , and Four times by Na- 
buchadnezzar , Once by Veſpaſian, and ,Once 
by ſuperſtitious Adria. 

Firſt invaded them S2#heyib, and tranſpor- 
the Rubenites, the Gaaites, and the haifcribeof 
Manoſſeh. He took away allo che golden Calf, 
Which Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat had made : 
He led them into Helab Halor, to the River of 
Gozan, and to the Cities of the Medes, This 
Captivity wes in the time of Pekah, the ſon of

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Afﬀcer lie became the ſervant and ſubjet of Say: 
herib (even years : Then came Sanberib the ſe. 
cond time, and carried away the tribes of Aſar, 
Iſachar, Zebulon, and Nephtali, of whom helet 
0 free only one of every eight; He took away 
alſo another Calf that was in Bethel. 

After the death of Ahaz, raigned Zedekhiz 
his ſon in his ftead four years. The fourth year 
of whole raigny, Saxherib came and intrenched 
abour Samara, belteging ir three years, and 
at length took it, in the {1xt year of the raign 
of Hizkjiahn. Soled he away the Iſraelites that 
were in Samaria,the tribe of Ephraim and Man- 
naſſe; This is the chird Captivity. 

When Nebachadnezzar had raigned eight 
years, he made wars againſt Ferſalem, bring- 
ing with him the Chutean Hereticks out of Bz- 
bylon, Ethiopia, Hemztes, Avim, and Sepharua- 
vim; and as he warred upon Fadea, he took in 
that Country a hundred and fifty Ciries, in the 
which there were two tribes, Fudz, and Sime- 
0x, Whom he took with him, and cauſed them 
forthwith to bz led into Halah, and Habar, un- 
till che King of the Ethiopians rebelled againſt 
him, whoſe kingdom was on the hinder parts 
of Egypt. Then taking F144 and Simeon with 
him, he made war with che King of Ethiopiz. SO 
the holy and bleiſfed God placed them in the 
dark mountains. Hzre was four Capcivities, 
whereby ten tribes went into exile by $axheri. 


There remained yet of Fu4a one hundred and, þ 
ten thouſand, and of Benj amin, one hundred * 


and thir:y thouſand in the City of Feruſalem,. 
over 
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over whom raizned Hiz&ahu. Moreover Sane 
berib came out cf Ethiopia, againſt Fernſaleme 
again, leading with him one hundred and ten 
thouſand ; bur the holy Lord overthrew him 
there, as It is written, 4214 the Angel of the Lord 
iſſuing forth, ſmote in the houſe of Aſar 175 thou- 
ſand men. His people therefore was {lain, and. 
no man lefe but Sanberib and his two ſons, and 
Nebuchadnezzar,and Nebrzaraden; this {laugh- 
ter was In the fourteenth year of Hzzkr ah : 
From which overthrow untill the time that Ne- 
buchadnezzar invaded the Fews, in the raign of 
Fehojakim, werea hundred and ſeven years, 
The fourth year of fFehojakim, came Nebs- 
chadnezzar the tirit time,and carried away three 
thouſand, and twenty and chree, of the tribes 


| of Fuda and Benjamin, and of other tribes (e- 


yen thouſand, all the able men, and all cheir 


- power, binding them with chains; This is che 


fft captivity. 

Seven years afcer this Captivity, came Neby- 
chidnezzar another timeunto Dophna a City of 
Antioch, from whence he led four thouſand and 
ix hundred of the tribe of Fuda, and of Bex- 
jamix fifry thouſand, of the ortlier tribes ſeven 
thouſand, 

This tranſmigration made he in Bu y/on, 
which 1s the {1xc Caprivity, 

Furthermore, berwixt the fix: bondage and 
the ſeyenth, were nine years of the raign of 
Zidkiahu. When Nebnachadnezzar had raigned 
nineteen years, he came the third time unto 
Feruſalem, and overcoming Z:dhiahs; he burn 
| the 
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the Temple, and took away the Pillars, the 
brazen Sea, and the furnicures that $/omy 
made, and all the veileis of the houſe of the 
Lord, and the rreaſures of the houſe of the 
King which was in Fer»ſ« lem; all the veſſels he 
ſenc to Baby/ou. He flew alfoof the Iſraelites, 
nine hundred and one thouſand, beſides them 
that were ſlain corevenge the blood of Zacha« 
rigs. The Levites ſtood 1inging a ſong, whiles 
flaughter was made of chem; bur rhey were not 
able ro finiſh ic, before the enemies entred the 
Temple,and found them ſtanding mm their place, 
with harps in their hands. Therefore he carri- 
ed away in this Captivity, the ZLevites which 
were of the ſeed of Moſes, {1x hundred thous 
ſand, whom wien the Geat/es had broughc un- 
to the Rivers of Babylon, they demanded of the' 
Fews, Sing us « ſong of Siin : And by and by 


they gnawed off the tops of their fingers with | 


their teeth, ſaying, How ſhall we ſing the ſong of 
the Lord in @ ſtrange Land? And the blelfed 
Lord ſeeing that they would not ſing a fong, he 
enlarged them, and placed chem on che further 
fide of Sambatia, Moreover he tran{lated and 
car:ied away eight hundred, and thirty two 
thouſand, which were all of the tribe of 74a, 
and Benjamin, whereof he lefc in Feruſalem fix 
rhoulſand, ſetting over them for their Ruler, 
Gedalia the ſon of 45ikam, who was {lain afcer 
by Ih mae! the ſon of N1t2niaz whereupon the

This is the ſeventh tranſmigration 
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The 27, year of the rajzen of Nebuchaduege 
zar, he took Egypt and Tyre, drowned the 
eps that were therein, ard the Nations which 
deſcended of 4n0nand eM»2t, and of the Land 
bordering upen Tſrae!, and led Feremy and Bas 
rch with them into Egypt : This is che eighth 
Captivity, 

Then the Iſraelites that remained alive in E- 
egypt, departed unto 4/txandria, and remained 
in it untill they grew and increaled unto many 
thouſands 3 and who fo ſaw not their glory, 
ſaw no glory in his time, For there was 11 1t 
the SanCtuary, the Altar, the offerings, incen- 
ſes, the ordinance of bread, of faces, the houſes 
of ſtudies, and ſchools without number, men of 
great ſubſtance, riches, and power But wick= 
ed Troganus made war upon them, and flew 
very many of them : After came A/exandgr a= 
cainſt them, who ſlew alſo many of them. Theſe 
are the eight Caprivities or bondages, which 
befell in the firſt Houſe, and time of the firit 
Temple. 

After the deſolation of the firſt Houſe ſeven- 
ty years, Cyrus the fon of Ejther, ſent unto Nee 
bemiah, Zernubbabel, Baruch,and his whole focie- 
ty, and they builded the ſecond Houſe. Then 
after four years, of the reign of Cyrus, after the 
Houſe was deſtroyed, Ezra went from Babylon, 
with forty thouſand in his company, and the 
Iſraelites were aftiifted and vexed under Cyrus 


for the ſpace of 33, years. 


Then came Alexander the King of Macedo-

zia, and {flew Cyrus, and when he had reigned 
tvvelve years, he died. Afrer him came four 
[Ifurpers, vvhich afllifted the Iſraelites 158, 
years, Bur after thar, che ſons of Haſmonani 
came,and flevv thoſe Lſurpers, and taking the 
Dominion from chem, reigned themſelves x03, 
years. 

Then reigned one Herod, the Servant to 
Chaſmonani, wvho killed his Mafters,and their 


vvhole janily, ſave one Maid vvhom he loved. 


But ſhe climbed up to the cop of an houſe, and 
ſaid, There isno boly Jefcalive of my fathers 
houſe but I alone: fo ſhe ca} her ſeif head- 
long from the top of che houſe, and died.
